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Background to the Revolt 


The Dominican Republic's first free elections in 
38 years were held a year and a half after Trujillo was 
assassinated in May 1961. Juan Bosch, long in exile, 
‘was elected President and took office in February 1963. 
Seven months later Bosch was overthrown by military 
leaders, with the support of business and other conser- 
vative elements, on the grounds that he was knowingly 
permitting the penetration of his government by Commu- 
nists and leftist extremists. 


Prominent in the military coup of September 25, 1963 
‘against Bosch was Colonel (later General)Elias Wessin y 
Wessin, the leading military figure in the country and a 
strong anti-Communist. Bosch took refuge in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, where he remained exactly two years. On 
September 25, 1965, after the April-August Dominican con- 


flict had come to an end, Bosch returned to Santo Domingo. 


A civilian "Triumvirate" came to power folloving the 
overthrow of Bosch. It was threatened from the outset 
by constant plotting among its opponents of*both the 
right and the left. Donald Reid Cabral, who headed the 
"Triumvirate" during the last year of its existence, em- 
barked on an economic stabilization program and took t ¢ 
first steps toward reform of the military establishment. 
He was unable, however, to attract sipnificant popular 
support and his government's position remained precarious. 

The elements plotting against the Reid government 
recognized the central role the armed forces would have 
to play in their plans. All factions endeavored to en- 
list military support. The military itself was split. 
Some officers, accustomed to their privileges and special 
status dating from the Trujillo era, opposed Reid's ef- 
forts to reform the armed forces. Other officers vere 
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dissatisfied with the rate of progress in cleaning up 
graft and corruption, and in retiring senior officers 
to make way for promotions. During the early months 
of 1965 there were widespread rumors that growing dis- 
content would crystalize in a military coup ‘by one 
group of officers or the other. 
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The Reid government was aware of the various plots 
against it and had taken several steps during the months 
preceding the April 1965 revolt to attempt to control 
the situation. The Chiefs of Staff of the Army and Navy 
and the Commanding General of the National Police were 
replaced, as were several key officers at lower levels. 
In January 1965, Reid removed the Secretary of State for 
the Armed Forces and assumed that position himself. 
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On April 24, Reid sent the Army Chief of Staff to 
one of the principal military camps just northwest of 
Santo Domingo to cancel the commissions of four officers 
accused of conspiring against the government. They were, 
in fact, involved with civilian elements and other mil- 
itary in planning a coup expected to take place in late 
May or early June. The surprise move against these of- 
ficers precipitated action on their part before prepara- 
tions for the coup had been completed. ° 
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Word was spread among disaffected middle- and junior- 
grade officers at the camp that more cancellations of com- 
missions and even arrests were contemplated by Reid Cabral. 
Believing they had nothing to lose, these officers made 
the Army Chief of Staff prisoner and seized control of 
the camp. 2 Es 

-News of the officers'iuprising quickly circulated 
in Santo Domingo among the civilian opponents of the Reia 
regime. Early in the afternoon it was announced over a 
small radio station, owned by a leading supporter of Juan 
Bosch, that Reid had already been overthrown. A small 
group of civilians accompanied by several rebel officers 
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seized temporary control of the government-owned Radio 
Santo Domingo and called upon the people to celebrate 
Reid's overthrow. 


Popular sentiment seemed to be running against the 
Government as evidenced by the crowds of anti-Reid demon- 
strators that were quickly aroused to take to the streets. 
Some cheered for Juan Bosch, others shouted for the re- 
turn of former President Joaquin Balaguer. The chief mil- 
itary commanders, however, appeared to be remaining loyal 
to the Government. Reid therefore appeared over Radio 
Santo Domingo television to demand publicly that the 
rebels surrender or be attacked in force the following 
morning. Rebellious Army officers, with troops under 
their command, decided to enter the city without delay. 
By midnight, rebel military elements were spreading out 
through the streets of Santo Domingo. 


Early on April 25, Reid learned that the military 
commanders had decided not to commit their forces to 
support him. With both the regular military establish- 
ment and the police in Santo Domingo unwilling to oppose 
the rebel forces then marching on the National Palace, 
Reid could no longer remain in office. The maneuvering 


to establish a successor government began. 
> e 
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Outbreak of Civil Warfare 


The rebels had seized the National Palace by mid- 
day, April 25. Army officers and political figures 
gathered to discuss the next step. Members of the Dom- 
inican Revolutionary Party (PRD), the party of Juan Bosch, 
had, earlier in the day, announced that they intended to 
install an interim government pending the expected early 
return of Bosch. This government would be headed by a 
PRD leader, Jose Rafael Molina Urena, wno had been Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies durin, the Bosch admin- 
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During the meetings at the National Palace shortly 
after noon on April 25, many of the military officers 
advocated the establishment of a military junta and the 
holding of early elections. Some of them were supporters 
of Joaquin Balaguer. Only a minority of the officers 
present were reported to favor the PRD plan to install 
Molina Urefia. However, together with the PRD represen- 
tatives, and with the support of Communist leaders pres- 
ent at the National Palace (see Section IV), they pre- 
vailed, and Molina Urefia was selected as Provisional 
President. 


While these meetings were going on, the National 
Palace was the scene of considerable turmoil. Large 
_erowds of civilians, armed with rifles and clubs, hac 
_ assembled at the Palace in response to rebel broadcasts. 
In nearby parts of the city, armed mobs had begun to 
loot stores and private homes. 


The key element that altered the character of what 


first appeared to be a military uprising and that led to 
full-scale civil disorder was the distribution of arms 
to civilians. Because the military units under their 
control were outnumbered by the forces loyal to General 
Wessin and other senior commanders, some of, the rebel- 
lious Army officers decided to arm civilians who would 
support the rebel movement. Several hundred weapons 
were distributed the night of April 24 to Army veterons, 
some of them discontended former officers who had bccun 
discharged from the service and who were hurricdly 
assembled that night at the 27th of February Military 
Camp, one of the two installations seized by tne rebels. 


In the early morning hours of April 25, the more 
widespread distribution of arms to civilians began. 
Pistols, rifles, and machine guns -- at least several 
thousand such weapons, some estimates placing tne total 
at 7,000, with other estimates running much higher -- 
as well as grenades and other arms were sent into Santo 
Dominzo by the rebel officers from the 27th of February 
and 16th of August Camps, both just a few miles northwest 
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of the city. hese officers arranged for trucks, 
busses and other venicles to transport the weapons 
into the center of Santo Domingo for handing out to 
civilian sympathizers along the streets. 
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, Communists, some of them already armed wita 
weapons from secret caches, participated in this wide- 
scale distribution, and gained a substantial share of 
arms for their own followers. In some cases, Communist 
leaders took over control of the arms distribution and 
set up weapons depots in the homes of some of their 
members, which they quickly fortified with machine-gun 
emplacements. The rebels were later to obtain additional 
arms from the many police installations they seized. 
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Other senior military leadess who had not partici- 
pated in the revolt were opposed to the establishment of 
any form of provisional government designed to restore 
Bosch to power. Officers representing them were present 
at tne National Palace in the early hours of the after- 
noon of April 25. They demanded immediate agreement on 
a military junta to prepare for national elections in 
September 1965. They informed the rebel officers that 
the forces commanded by General Wessin and ether military 
leaders, who controlled the San Isidro Air Base and the 
Air Force and armored units, would attack unless Molina 
Urena stepped aside and a military junta installed 
without delay. 
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In the absence of a response to this ultimatum, 
the Dominican Air Force, late in the afternoon of April 25, 
began rocket and machine-gun attacks on the National Pal- 
ace. Subsequent Air Force attacks were directed, not only 
against the National Palace, but also apainst the western 
or rebel-held approaches to the Duarte Bridge over the 
Ozama River, and the 27th of February and 16th of August 
Camps on the northwest outskirts of tne city. These 
attacks were not criticized by anti-rebels in Santo Do- 
mingo but aroused great resentment among the rebel ele- 
ments. Tne Air Force attacks presented the rebel movement 
with an effective propaganda weapon against the military 
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forces at San Isidro. Rebel radio broadcasts called 

upon the public to sack the homes of Air Force officers 
in retaliation. The families of some officers were forc- 
ibly removed from their homes by armed civilian bands. 
Wives of Air Force officers were paraded before rebel- 
held television cameras for propaganda purposes. Families 
of anti-rebel officers were also taken to the Duarte 
Bridge where they were placed in exposed positions as 
hostages against Air Force strafing. 
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Throughout April 26 and 27, lawlessness and violence 
mounted. Civil authority broke down completely and police 
protection in the city disappeared. The police were spec- 
ial targets of armed hoolums (known as "Tigres') who 
joined the rebel movement, and who hunted down and killed 
policemen wherever they sould. Many policemen discarded 
tneir uniform and went into hiding. 


Marauding bands were searching out and attacking 
suspected opponents of the rebel movement, and were fir- 
ing indiscriminately in’the streets. In the heat of pas- 
sion at the moment, word spread rapidly throughout the 
city of numerous atrocities being committed by the mobs. 
Stories circulated about the wanton killing: of innocent 
bystanders, executions before a “Paredon" of policemen 
and others regarded as "enemies" by the mobs, beheadings 
and the mutilation of bodies. Some of these atrocities 
actually appear to have taken place, but the chaotic 
situation in downtown Santo Domingo during the early 
days of the revolt and the impossibility for several 
months of on-the-spot investigations in the rebel zone 
have made it difficult to establish the facts. 
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The Dominican Red Cross has estimated that at least 
1,300 people lost their lives in Santo Domingo from 
April 25 through April 29 (see Section III). While many 
of these fell in the street fighting, there is evidence 
indicating that a considerable number were killed by 
armed mobs. , A further complication in the way of deter- 
mining the facts is that, according to various reports, 
many hodies were disposed of by the armed gangs by 
throwing them into the sea. 
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On the afternoon of April 27, tanks and infantry 
under General Wessin succeeded in crossing the Duarte 
Bridge. In addition, regular Army units numbering about 
1,000 men began entering Santo Domingo from the west to 
attack the rebels. The Air Force continued to strafe 
rebel positions. 


The provisional government of Molina Urena was in 
disarray. He and his colleagues believed, in the Light 
of the military advances being made by anti-rebel forces, 
that their movement was facing imminent defeat. 


By late afternoon on April 27, only two days after 
its installation, the so-called provisional government 
collapsed. Molina Urena himself took asylum in the 

. Colombian Embassy, as did other members of his government 
and leaders of the PRD. Still others were given asylum 
by the Embassies of Mexico and of other Latin American 
countries, or hid out in private homes. Many of the 
principal military officers on the rebel-side dso took 
diplomatic asylum that same evening, among them Colonel 
Miguel Angel Hernando Ramirez, their leader and one of . 
the four whose discharge from the Army, ordered by Reid 
Cabral on April 24, had precipitated the revolt. Al- 
though Hernando Ramirez was later to rejoinethe rebel 
movement, leadership among the rebellious officers had 
passed to Colonel Francisco Caamafio Deno. 


Most of the political figures and Army officers who 
took diplomatic asylum said they had done so because 
they feared for their lives. Some of them admitted that 
extremist elements had taken over the rebel movewent. 
Later on, however, they were to deny, for obvious po)- 
itical reasons, that they had ever made such statements. 


In taking diplomatic asylum or going into hiding, 
from the anti-rebel forces which then appeared to be 
close to taking over the city, the PRD leaders and rebel 
officers abandoned the movement to the Communists. Tne 
latter were already in control of major elements of the 
rebel armed strength. 
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Threat to American Lives 


On the evening of April 25, in accordance with 
established procedures for the safeguarding of Ameri-~ 
can citizens in danger areas, the Caribbean Ready Am- 
phibious Squadron was ordered to proceed to a position 
off Santo Domingo to be prepared to evacuate American 
citizens if necessary. This force, with some 1,790 
U.S. Marines aboard, was directed to remain offshore 
and out of sight. 


In the midst of the disorders of April 25, the . 
_U.S. Embassy began taking steps to ensure the safety of 
Americans living in the Dominican Republic and of a 
number of tourists then in Santo Domingo. Americans 
began to request evacuation on April 26. Plans were 
made for their assembly at the Hotel Embajador on the 
western side of the city, and-for their evacuation be- 
ginning the following day. The Embassy obtained assur- 
ances from both the rebel and anti-rebel sides that 
there would be no interference with the evacuation and 
that a cease-fire would be in effect duringethe operation. 


Early on the morning of April 27, however, while 
American citizens were being processed for evacuation, 
rebel broadcasts called on their supporters to go to the 
Hotel Embajador in search of a Dominican anti-Communist 
newspaperman reported to have taken refuge there. A mod 
of rebels armed with. automatic rifles and other weapons 
arrived at the hotel and ran about, firing wildly, 
jeopardizing the lives of tne Americans gathered there. 
Fortunately, no American was injured. 


Later in the day, the evacuees were taken hy auto- 
mobile ‘and truck to the nearby port of Haina, west of 
Santo Domingo, to board U. S. Navy craft. Over 1,000 _ 
Americans and other foreign nationals were evacuatcd to 
safety turough Haina on April 27. That same day, tne 
U.S. Embassy had come under sniper fire, as had also 
several other Embassies in the city. 
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More Americans and other foreigners, principally 
women and children, continued to arrive at the Hotel 
Embajador seeking safety. Plans were made for another 
evacuation the afternoon of April 28. Shortly before 
the scheduled move to Haina, however, the Embassy re- 
ceived reports that the road was no longer safe and that 
the port area at Haina was under sniper fire. Because 
no other evacuation route was open, Ambassador Bennett 
arranged for evacuation by U. S. Navy helicopters from 
a polo field adjacent to the Hotel Embajador directly to 
the naval vessels lying offshore. 


Bloodshed in the city was mounting. In the fierce’ 
fighting which began on April 25, at the Duarte Bridge, 
and in the air attacks on the western approaches to the 
bridge, at least 900 to 1,000 were killed, according 

“to estimates of the Dominican Red Cross. When Red Cross 
officials were finally able to enter the area on May l, 
they arranged for the burial that same day of about 350 
dead in a common grave and for the cremation of another © 
50° or 90 bodies. 


Although the precise number of dead during the first 
violent days of the conflict may never be known, the ex- 
tent of the tragedy is indicated by the estimate of the 
Dominican Red Cross that at least 1,300 were killed 
through April 29. At least another 700 Dominicans vere 
to lose their lives in the remaining months of tae confiicr. 
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Any semblance of civil authority in Santo Domin;,o 
had disappeared with the collapse of Molina Urena's at- 
tempt to establish a government. On April 23, the mil- 
itary conmanders at San°Isidro named a three-man Military 
Junta under Colonel Pedro Benoit to act as the provisional 
“government of the Dominican Republic. 


When U. S. Embassy officers went to San Isidro in 
the early morning of April 238, they learned that the ad- 
vances of the anti-rebel forces into the city of Santo 
Domingo had stalled, and that these forces were discour- 
aged and disorganized. Colonel Benoit told the Embassy 
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officials that the Armed Forces were unable to offer 
any protection to Americans in Santo Domingo and that, 

_ in his opinion, the lawlessness in the city was such 
that American eevee were in danger. 


Colonel Benoit's statement and a Siaitar one made 
to the Embassy later that day by the Chief of the National 
Police were relayed by Ambassador Bennett to the Depart- 
ment of State by télephone early in the afternoon of 
April 28. That evening, for the purpose of documenting 
the position of the existing Dominican authorities and 
after the decision to land U. S. Marines had already 
been made, the Department of State asked Ambassador Ben- 
nett to obtain from Colonel Benoit confirmation in writ- 
ing of his oral statement concerning the inability of 
“the Military Junta to provide protection for American 
lives. The text of this written confirmation was tele- 
graphed to Washington by the Embassy in the early morning 
hours of April 29. 


‘On the afternoon of April 23, some hours after his 
oral statement regarding the danger to American lives, 
Colonel Benoit sent a communication to the U. S. Embassy 
to the effect that the Military Junta would welcome U.S. 
military intervention in its behalf. i 


Subsequently, Ambassador Bennett and his Country 
Team, composed of all senior U. S. officials in the 
Dominican Republic, determined that the further deteriora- 
tion of the situation, the inability of the Junta forces 
to restore order, and the growing danger to American 
lives required the immediate landing of U. S. Marines. 

The Ambassador and his Country Team so recommended in 
a telegram received in Washington at 5:16 P.M., April 28. 


The President ordered that U. S. Marines land. At 
approximately 7:00 P.M., Washington time, U. S. Marines 
from the Navy vessels offshore began landing in the area 
adjacent to the Hotel Embajador to establish a secure 
point for the continued evacuation of Americans and foreign 
nationals who desired to leave the Dominican Republic. 
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In all, over 5,000 people, Americans as well as 
citizens of some 45 other countries, were safely evacu- 
ated from Santo Domingo during the early days of the 
Dominican crisis. 
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Of these evacuees, about 2,100 were foreign nationals. 
The largest groups, by nationality, other than U.S. citi- 
zens, were those of the following countries: Argentina 
(17 of its citizens were evacuated), Canada (55 evacuees), 
Colombia (27), Cuba (268), El Salvador (55), France (43), 
Germany (44), Italy (42), Mexico (53), Netherlands (62), 
Peru (12), Spain (224), Switzerland (183), United Kingdom 
(46), and Venezuela (30). 


In addition, lesser numbers of citizens of the follow- 
ing countries were also evacuated: Austria, Belgium, Bol- 
ivia, Brazil, Chile, Costa Rica, Denmark, Ecuador, Guate- 
mala, Haiti, Hungary, India, Ireland, Israel, Jamaica, 
Jordan, Lebanon, Nicaragua, Norway, Panama, Portugal, Ru- 
mania, Saudi Arabia, Sweden, United Arab Republic and Yu- 
-goslavia. Four stateless persons were among the evacuees, 
as were'also about 300 Dominicans, most of whom were close 
relatives of foreign nationals, while others were among 
those Dominicans who had taken asylum in various Embassies 
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Threat of a Communist Takeover 
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There are three Communist parties in the Dominican 
Republic -- the 14th of June Political Group (APCJ); tue 
Dominican Communist Party (PCD), previously known as the 
Popular Socialist Party (PSP); and the Dominican Popular 
Movement (MPD). 


The largest party, the APCJ, had about 2,000 active 


members early in 1965, most of them in Santo Domingo itself, 
but claimed a much larger membership. This party took its 
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name from the landing in the Dominican Republic on 
June 14, 1959 of small groups of Dcminican exiles com- 
ing from Cuba in an abortive attempt to overthrow Tru- 
jillo. As an anti-Trujillo movement, it attracted a 
wide cross-section of Dominicans. 


_._..,, With the passage of time, the APCJ was penetrated 

by Communists, and many of its responsible, non-Communist 
elements gave up their membership in the movement. By 
late 1963, Communists had captured many of the key posi- 
tions in the party. It continued, however, to be regarded 
by many Dominicans as a progressive, patriotic movement -- 
although known to be pro-Castro -- and a portion of its 
rank-and-file membership was non-Communist. Its leaders, 
many of whom have had special training in Cuba, run the 
‘movement for Castro-Communist ends. 


The PCD was known prior to the revolt as the Domin- . 
ican Popular Socialist Party -- PSP or PSPD -- but took 
its present name -- Dominican Communist Party -- in 
August 1965. It was a clandestine organization with a 
membership, in early 1965, of between 500 and 700 con- 
centrated in Santo Domingo, Santiago, and a few towns 
in the eastern part of the country. Most of its present 
leaders are "intellectuals" or have profess%onal back- 
grounds. It follows the leadership of Moscow and has a 
special relationship with the Cuban Communist Party. 


The MPD was also an underground group althougn, li: 
the PCD, it has been conducting many of its less covert 
activities, such as propaganda work, much more openly 
since April. Prior-to the outbreak of the April 24 re- 
volt, the MPD had a membership estimated at about 390, 
eoncentrated primarily in Santo Domingo and in the Lc 
Romana-~San Pedro de Macoris sugar mill area. It follows 
the Chinese Communist line and has been involved in 
numerous acts of violence in recent years. 


After the Bosch administration was overthrown in 


September 1963, the Triumvirate Government declared tic 
three Communist parties illegal. In the closing days of 
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November of that year, the APCJ and the MPD initiated 
guerrilla activities in six different areas of the Dom- 
‘inican Republic. At least 25 of the guerrillas had just 
re completed training in Cuba. A shipment of arms from Cuba 
“destined for the guerrillas was captured by the Domini- 
can authorities. The movement was suppressed, the mop- 
up operations reportedly involving the unnecessary kill- 
ing of some guerrillas who were trying to surrender, and 

thereby providing the APCJ with its propaganda stand 
that it suffered brutal treatment at the hands of "Tri- 
umvirate" forces. Among the guerrillas killed was the 
APCJ leader, and now party "martyr", Manuel Tavarez 
Justo. Those taken prisoner were later deported to Port- 
ugal and France, many of them subsequently traveling to 
Cuba, Communist China, and Soviet bloc countries. By 

. April 1965, more than 45 exiled Communist leaders, many 
'of them with recent training in Cuba, had returned to 
the Dominican Republic, some of them secretly, to rejoin 
their organizations. : 


In early 1965 in Puerto Rico, Bosch's PRD signed an: 
agreement, known as the "Rio Piedras Pact"' (named for the 
district in San Juan where Bosch lived), with represen- 
tatives of the Dominican Social Christian Revolutionary 
Party (PRSC). The two parties agreed to werk for the 
overthrow of the Reid Government and the restoration of 
‘the 1963 Constitution. The APCJ, privy to the negotia- 
tions leading to the agreement, wanted to join in the 
PRD-PRSC alliance and later publicly demanded tne ri; nt 
to do so. Although some of the political figures in 
the PRD and PRSC supported the APCJ's demand, others «e- 
portedly believed it best that the agreement be limiced 
to the two organized political parties. It appears, 

._.therefore, that the APCJ participated only informal}: 
in the work of the alliance. 


The three Communist parties publicly supported tne 
aims of the PRD-PRSC pact, advocating the overthrow of 
the Reid Government, the restoration of the 1963 Consti- 
tution, and the reinstatement of Bosch. One line of Com- 
munist propaganda called on the people to fight for te 
return of Bosch, not because this would solve national 
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problems, but because it would be an important step 
forward in the continuing struggle of the working 
classes toward their “supreme objectives." 
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Tne Communist parties were not involved in the un- 
planned uprising by disaffected Army officers that pre- 
cipitated the Dominican conflict. There has, therefore, 
been some unfounded public speculation that the Commu- 
nists, allegedly caught by surprise, only belatedly 
joined the rebel movement. The facts are these:

(3) MPD leaders were aware of the plots against 
the Reid government and had been brought into discussions 
early in April on an expected coup; no close working re- 
lationship had been established, however, probably be- 
cause of the long-standing disputes and suspicions be- 
tween this Communist Chinese-line party and the Moscot- 
line PCD and Castroist APCJ; the MPD_was, moreover, the 
least well organized of the parties, ie

MPD leaders feared that the April 24 uprising was in tae 
traditional pattern of coups by military factions, and 
hesitated at the outset to commit themselves; some of 
their leaders were, however, in touch with the APCJ on 
April 25, and by the following morning had agreed with 
PCD, APCJ and other rebel leaders on their participation 
in the rebel movement; with the help of the APCJ, they 
began arming MPD members and sympathizers on April 2¢. 


Communists quickly capitalized on the events of 
April 24 and 25, both to create public disorder and'to 
place themselves in leadership positions within the rebel 
group. Communist leaders issued orders to their follow- 
ers to incite civilian crowds against tne government. 

On April 24, many APCJ and PCD leaders had already armed 
themselves with weapons held by their parties, and hy 
April 25 were organizing Communist para-military part:- 
cipation in the revolt. The distribution of thousands 
of weapons from Army installations seized by the rebel- 
lious military officers (see Section IL) began in the 
early morning hours of April 25. Several rebel officers, 
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arranged for truckloads of 
weapons to be sent into down-town Santo Domingo for 
handing out to civilian sympathizers along the streets. 


jtae PCD, and other — 
Communists participated in the distribution of weapons. 
They gained for their party members and supporters a 
substantial share of the arms passed out. In some in- 
stances, the Communists assumed control of the distribu-

other APCJ members were also active that morning at 
Parque Independencia, which was to become the principal 
demonstration area for the rebels during the conflict. 
A station-wagon eauipped with 4 loud-speaker, operated 
by was among the™soundtrucks 
that moved about the city calling on tne people to join 
the movement. Members of the Communist parties were par- 
ticularly active in distributing bottles and gasoline 
to the public for the making of Molotov cocktails. 


The offices of three anti-Communist political 
parties -- the National Civic Union (a major party whos. 
candidate had lost to Juan Bosch in the December 19.2 
presidential election), the Liberal Evolutionist Party, 
and the Dominican Revolutionary Vanguard -- were sackea 
on April 25, the Liberal Evolutionist Party's buildings, 
being put to fire. The plant of an anti-Communist nows- 
paper, Prensa Libre, was also sacked and set afire by an 
armed mob. Some days later the Conmunists also took 
over the plant of one of Santo Domingo's leadinz newspaper: 
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Listin Diario, and used its facilities to print their 
propaganda. The Communists also began, on April 25, to 
Organize their weapons distribution points in buldings 

and private homes in the eastern section of Santo Domingo, 
and principally in Ciudad Nueva, the southeast corner of 
the city, which ultimately became the rebel stronghold. 

A number of Communist command centers and strongpoints 
were organized, as described later in this paper, and 
their number increased as days went by. 


Several thousand civilians armed with rifles and 
clubs marched on the National Palace at noon on April 25 
in response to calls issued over the rebel-held radio 
station. Armed Communist leaders were among them. Other 
Communists attended meetings in the National Palace which 
led to the installation of Molina Urena as Provisional 
"President, whose selection they supported. 


Prominent among the many Communists active in the 
National Palace that day were. 
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‘In addition to sacking the offices of the three anti- 
Communist political parties which had participated in the 
overthrow of Bosch, and to burning or taking over ‘the 
plants of anti-Communist newspapers, Communfst leaders 
also took over the direction of Radio Santo Domingo. 

Along with other rebel propaganda of pro-~Bosch lines, 
Communist broadcasters appealed for wider mass support 

for the rebel movement and issued general instructions 

to the crowds (for example, the assembly of the mobs at 
the National Palace on April 25). Many of the "Commando" 
groups and armed bands carried. transistor radio receivers 
with them, and moved to specific localities (for example, 
the scene of the fighting at the Duarte Bridge) or against 
particular targets (such as the families of Air Force and 
other anti-rebel officers) in accordance with orders 
issued them by the Communist radio broadcasters. 
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During, April 2€ and 27 additional civilians were 
arwed and brought into the "Commando" units led by trainea

Communist puerrilla Lighters. Some of these "Commandos" 
eld strongpoints, veapons depots and other para-military 
installations controlled by the Communists. Others, while 
based at such installations, were mobile groups. Typical 
of tne latter was the Commando "Gatillo Alegre" (Trigger 
Happy"), composed of APCJ members and sympathizers, but 

also including some MPD members. This Commando roamed 

-" through the city in a truck, on which was mounted a .50- 
caliber machine-gun, looking for targets of opportunity. 
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Numerous command posts, Commando headquarters, arsen- 
als and other installations were set up by the Communists 
within the first few days of the revolt. Most of tnese 
were in.the soutneastern portion of the city, particularly 
in the "Ciudad Nueva" areca, to which the rebel zone was 
confined after the landing, of U. S. troops. Many rebel 
military and Communi.st posts were in the northeastern 
section o£ town, but these subsequently fell to the anti- 
rebel forces in the latter's sweep through that arca in 
June. 


The Commando units,Varying in size from about a dozen 
men to as many as 300 or more in such important posts as 
"Commando Luperon', were generally concentrated in the 
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city blocks around Parque Independencia, which was about 
tue geographic center of what ultimately became the rebel 
zone and which was the peer” public meeting place for 
the rebels. 


Weapons and ammunition depots were established as 

_@arly as April 25 by the APCJ and PCD. Some of these, 

. like the parties' command posts and Commando headquarters, 
were in schools and other public buildings taken over by 
the Communists. Others were in private homes, either 

_those of leading Communists 


ee _ pc in other homes © 
“commandeered by the Communists. Most. df these arsenals 
and command posts, as well as strongpoints and key street 
intersections under Communist control were fortified with 
machine-gun emplacements, often on the roofs of low build- 
ings. The Comnando groups at these various installations 
were heavily armed with machine-guns and all members car- 
ried rifles and grenades, which were in ample supply. 
Non-Communist armed civilians relied on the Communist 
Commandos and depots for ammunition, grenades and Molotov 
cocktails. 


@, 


Most of the many command posts, only a few of which 
have been described abdve, were manned by ABs or PCD 
menbers and sympatnizers, and were commanded by leading 
figures in these two parties. Military officers who de- 
fected from the rebel movement in June stated that three- 
quarters of all the units and installations in the zone 
were controlled by the APCJ and PCD, and that the ‘rest 
were heavily infiltrated by Communists. Tie MPD had “ts 
own command post but had°few other installations under 
its direct control, most MPD members and supporters forte 

hg, part of Commandos identified vith the other teo Com- 
wunist parties. One Conmando was regarded as belon: in: 
to the PRSC (the Revolutionary Social Christian Purty), 
according to PRSC members, but there were none which 
were considcred by rebel elements as identified witn 
Boscu's party, the PRD. 
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Armed bands spread through tne city during April 26 
and 27, many of them shouting "Al Paredon" (to the execu- 
tion wall) and "Viva Castro". Communist agitators con- 
tinued to exnort the mobs. "Tigre" gangs were hunting 
down policemen and shooting wildly in the streets. There 
was increased looting and destruction of property, par- 
ticularly of those regarded as "anti-democratic" or as 
identified with the "imperialists". Armed gangs broke 
into homes searching for some prominent Dominicans known 
to be strongly anti-Communist. These had already abandoned 
their homes and left the areas then dominated by the rebels. 
The mobs looted many of these homes and, in some cases, 
wantonly shot down the caretaker or servant left behind in 
the house. 
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_On the evening of April 27, 


7 jthe rebel movement entered 
a new phase. Non-Communist @lements were left without 
political leadership of any kind. The rebel military force, 
from which there had already been a considerable number cf 
defections in addition to the nigh-ranking officers who 

took asylum, was in the hands of politically immature Army 
officers who had Little or no control over the armed civ- 
ilians. The Communists’ remained as the most” cohesive group 
in the rebel movement capable of moving into the existing 
political leadership vacuum. ; 


By April 23, the Communists had direct control over 
many of the principal armed elements on the rebel ‘side. 
Defections and some casualties among rebel officers ana 
enlisted men had reduced their number, initially estimatec 
at about 2,000 on April 24/25, to slightly above 1,000 by 
April 28. _ 


At this point, the Embassy reported that there were 
between 2,500 and 5,500 armed civilians participating, in 
the revolt. Subsequent evidence confirmed the uigzgher 
range of this estimate, between 4,000 and 5,000 civilians 
being armed in the early days of the revolt. 
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Of these, at least 1,500 vere, according to the 
Embassy's report, members of the three Communist parties 
or Communist sympathizers under the direct command of 


trained Communist leaders. lLater information confirmed | 
this figure. | 
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Actually, within a matter of days after the beginning ~ 
of the revolt, considerable information was developed on 
over 200 leading Communists, other than rank-and-file ~ 
members, with some level of responsibility within the 

rebel movement or their parties’ organization. These 
“Communists, whose activities, often in day-to-day chron- 
ologies, were well known, included Central Couf2ttee leaders, 
.trained guerrilla experts, commanders of Communist para- 
military installations such as "Commandos", strongpoints, 
arsenals, prisons and command posts, key agitators among 
students and labor groups, propaganda directors, and radio 
broadcasters. 


Those who make the unwarranted assumption that there 
was no evidence beyond the 53 -- or 43 ~-- names of Com- 
munist strength in the rebel movement fail to accept these 
facts: (a) the 1,500 armed and organized Communists by 
the third day of the revolt; (b) the degree to which the 
Coumunists took over the distribution and stocking of 
weapons and ammunition; (c) their control over the other 
armed civilians and over the mobs through their direction 
of press and radio propaganda; (d) their influence over 
rebel military elements who accepted Communist advice on 
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guerrilla tactics and political moves; and (e) the Com- 
munists' capacity fully to take over the rebel movement 
in the chaotic days following the collapse of the Molina 
Urena regime, when PRD and military leaders abandoned the 
movement to the Communists. 


The landing of U. S. Marines on the evening of April 
23 created an entirely different situation for the Com- 
munist leaders, even more sharply defined with the sub- 
sequent arrival, early on April 30, of elements of the 
82nd Airborne Division and the establishment of the U. S. 
military corridor across eastern Santo Domingo the night 
of May 2-3. Communist leaders agreed that the presence 
of U. S. troops made it necessary that they withdraw from 
open participation in the direction of the rebel movement. 


Communist propaganda began shifting to place greater 
emphasis on what the Communists alleged was broad popular 
support for the rebel movement. They asked that Cuban 
propaganda broadcasts over Radio Habana stop highlighting 
' Communist leadership, or even participation, in the fighting. 


The Communists continued, however, to organize and 
deploy the armed units under their control, and to strength- 
en their positions in the "Ciudad Nueva" are&. Armed mobs 
under Communist leadership played an important role in 
the rebel assault on the police stronghold of Ozama Fort- 
ress on April 29. The Communists acquired a substantial 
additional quantity of arms and ammunition when the fort- 
ress fell on the following day. 


On ‘April 30, although the official rebel radio station 
broadcast instructions not to fire on U. S. troops, Com- 
munist Commando groups, led by members who had received 
guerrilla training in Cuba, attacked U. S. forces. They 
inflicted a number of casualties. These attacks continued 
beyond April 30 despite the cease-fire agreement reached 
that day. Communist propaganda took the line that the 
cease~fire was rigged to deceive the rebels, and that the 
armed civilians should hold on to their weapons. 
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Large rallies and demonstrations were staged in the 
Ciudad Nueva area by Communist agitators who called for 
continued attacks on U. S. troops and urged a fight to 
the finish against the Junta forces. On May 2, a clan- 
destine short-wave radio operated by Communists begau 
calling on the armed mobs to shoot American troops on sight. 
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The three Communist parties gave full support to the 
“Constitutional Government'(so named for the Bosch Consti- 
tution of 1963) established on May 4 under Colonel Caamafiio. 
Although differences were to arise from time to time during 
the course of the revolt between Caamafio's military head- 
quarters and the para-military commands of the Communist 
parties, over which Caamafio and his officers had Little or 
no control, the Communists worked closely with officials 
of the "Constitutionalist Government". Their propaganda 
stressed the purportedly wide popular support and "con- 
stitutionality" of the regime. 


Because of the shift in tactics by the Communists 
following the landing of U. S. Marines and their attempt 
to minimize publicity on Communist participation in the 
revolt, some of the more prominent Communist leaders movec 
into the background. Such figures as Manuel Gonzalez 
Gonzalez, Roman Diaz, Despradel Roque, and others who had - 
been highly visible around Caamafio's headquarters were 
seen less often and withdrew largely to their own command 
posts or "Commando" units. Other Communist leaders, Like 
the Ducoudray Mansfield brothers, went into hiding, sup- 
plied with false identity cards prepared under the direc- 
tion of a PCD member and photographer, Milvio Perez Perez, 
reportedly for the purpose of remaining underground to 
await another, future attempt at insurrection. In this 
connection, members of all three Communist parties were 
ordered, as early as the first days of May, to cache some 
of the arms and ammunition in their possession for possible 
use in future guerrilla operations. Quantities of arms 
were thus gradually hidden away in the Ciudad Nueva section 
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of Santo Domingo, as well as smuggled out of the city 
for secret caches in other parts of the country. 


Some of the Communist leaders who moved into the back- 
ground in late April and early May subsequently resumed 
their former activity, although they generally continued 
to try to keep in low-key the importance of their role in 
the "Constitutionalist" camp. Many prominent Communists 
remained in the open,even during the phase when some of 
their leaders withdrew, to direct the activities of their 
Commando units and strongholds, which comprised the major 
elements of rebel armed strength. 


Experts in guerrilla warfare and street-fighting, 
most of them trained in Cuba, continued to be among the 
principal advisers at rebel headquarters. Other Communists 
remained in close consultation with officials of the 
"Constitutional Government." 


Most of the Communist leaders previously identified 
in this report were close associates of "Constitutionalist" 
officials, and often met with Colonel Caamano, his ''Presi- 
dential Secretary'' Hector Aristy, and the "Forgign Minister", 
Jottin Curry. Prominent ‘among those close to the 'Consti- 
tutionalist" government leaders, although nolding no gov- 
ernment positions themselves, were Fidelio Despradel Roque, 
Rafael Mejia Lluberes, Rafael Taveras Roque, Daniel Ozuffa, 
and Juan Miguel Roman Diaz (who was killed on May 19), all 
leaders o£ the APCJ, as well as the followiny, top fisures 
in the PCD: the brothers Antonio and Narciso Isa Conac, 
Asdrubal Dominguez Guerrero, Hugo Tolentino Dipp, and Jose 
Guerra Nouel (whose brother, Diego, was the ‘'Constitution- 
alist" Director of Security). At public rallies in Parque 
Independencia, when Colonel Caamato delivered nis public 
addresses, the program usually included other violently 
anti-American speeches by prominent Communists. 


Tne extensive information received by the United 
States Government from the start of the revolt disclosec 


an orsanized effort by the Communists to capture tne rebel 
movement and seize power in the Dominican Republic. 
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There has been a great deal of independent testimony 

to the danger posed by Communist strength in the very early 
days of the conflict. At that time, for example, European 
and Latin American Ambassadors in Santo Domingo expressed 
tne view that the rebel movement had come under Communist 
control. The Papal Nuncio was later quoted in the press 

“as saying that it was his belief that the conflict in the 
Dominican Republic could have been resolved almost immediately 
nad it not been for leftist infiltration. 
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Various Ambassadors to the OAS, who had gone to the 
Dominican Republic as members of a special Committee to 
investigate the situation, submitted their report to the 
Meeting of Foreign Ministers on May 7. On that occasion, 
they informed the Meeting of the serious Communist threat 

_which had earlier existed, and continued then to exist, in 
the Dominican Republic. They brought out the fact that 
diplomats representing a number of countries in Santo Do- 
mingo were convinced that many active Castroites were par- 
ticipating on the rebel side; that Colonel CaamaTio himself 
acknowledged the penetration of the rebel movement by Cor- 
munists and said that he faced the problem of preventing 
them from seizing control; that members of the Committee 
agreed that the rebel movement could become an outright 
Communist insurrection; and that tne danger existed taat 
the prevailing conditions of chaos and anarchy could per- 
mit international Communism to convert the Dominican 
Republic into another Cuba. 
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U. S. Military Actions 


On the evening of April 28, as previously stated, U-S. 
Marines aboard the Navy vessels lying off Santo Domingo were 
ordered to land. Their mission was to provide security for 
several thousand American citizens whom our Embassy coulu 
not protect and whose safety the Dominican authorities haa 
said they could no loncer guarantee. Specifically, tne 
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U. S. Marines were to ensure the safe evacuation from tne 
Hotel Embajador of Americans and other foreign citizens who 
wished to leave the Dominican Republic. 
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Shortly after 7:00 P.M., Washington time, April 20, 
some 450 U. S. Marines began taking up positions around the 
Hotel Embajador, establishing a safety perimeter from which 
evacuation could continue. One Marine platoon reinforced 


the guard at the U. S. Embassy, which had been under sniper 
fire since April 27. 


On April 29, about 1,300 additional Marine reinforce- 
ments were landed to strengthen the safety perimeter. 
Evacuation of Americans and other foreign nationals con- 
tinued throughout that day. 


The Embassy reported to the Department of State on 
April 29 that the growing violence in Santo Domingo might 
require tne expansion of the safety perimeter to include 

‘the residential area from the Hotel -Embajador to tne U. S. 
Embassy, a section where many Americans lived and where 
most foreign diplomats resided. 


e 

The Embassy also reported tiat tie units of re:ular 
Armed Forces under the command of the Military Junta were 
scattered in garrisons throughout tne country. The Eniiassy 
estimated that effective forces un.w.er Junta commanu in tin 
Santo Domingo area totalled about 2,000 men, but they were 
dispersed between San Isidro and the western elpe of tic 
city. The police force in Santo Domingo ad been reduced 
substantially belov; its normal strength. A considerable 
number of policemen had been killed and many otners haz 
drifted away in civilian clothes. Moreover, the police 
were not equipped to confront the mortars and neavy weapons 
nov; in the hands of the rebels, and were limited to de- 
fending themselves in their barracks. 
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It was, tnerefore, the Embassy Country Team's appraisa’ 
that the Junta'’s military forces were unable to restore ocuer 
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in a chaotic situation. In addition to the complete 
breakdown of law and order and the growing bloodshed, there 
was a mounting danger that Communist guerrilla activity and 
violence could spread to other parts of the country. Tnere 
was still the need to safeguard a large number of Americans 
The situation made it necessary to reinforce U. S. 
military strength in the Dominican Republic. Orders were 
issued on the afternoon of April 29 for the Landing at 
San Isidro airfield of about 2,000 U. S. airborne troops, 
vho had been alerted as a precautionary measure the even- 
ing of April 2€. Two Battalion Combat Teams of the 82nd 
Airborne Division arrived at San Isidro at 2:30 A.M., Wash- 
ington time, April 30. Shortly afterwards, the Marines ex- 
ténded the perimeter around the Hotel Embajador, establish- 
ing an international security zone in accordance with an 
OAS resolution. 


On April 30, the two Dominican factions agreed to a 
cease-fire in response to the appeal by the OAS through the 
Papal Nuncio. However, rebel sniper fire continued in var- 
ious parts of the city. 


The U. S. forces bagSed at San Isidro secured the area 
from the base to the eastern bank of the Ozama River as 
well as the Duarte Bridge, but, up to May 2, had not ad-- 
vanced beyond the western approacnes to the Bridge. Dur- 
ing the night of May 2-3, a line of communications, or 
Safe corridor, was established between these forces and 
those holding the international security zone. This cor- 
ridor provided a safe line of communications between the 
two elements. It also had the effect of interposing U.S. 
forces between the major elements of the rebels and anti- 
rebels, thus preventing killings on a much larger scale. 
The corridor facilitated the continued distribution of 
needed food and medical supplies by the United States to 
people living in both the rebel and anti-rebel zones. 
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U. S. troops in the Santo Domingo area secured several 
essential positions. These were: the international security 
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zone extending from the U. S. Embassy westward to include 
the Hotel Embajador, an area approximately three miles 
across and ovér one mile deep; the Line of Communications 
between the security zone and the Duarte Bridge, about 

two miles in length; the Duarte Bridge, the eastern bank 

of the Ozama River, and the road to the San Isidro base, 
about seven miles east of the river; the areaaround the 

San Isidro base itself; and the facilities at the ports 

of Haina, about 7 miles west of the city, and of Boca Chica, 
about 23 miles to the east. 


The entire perimeter of the area held by U. S. forces, 
excluding the detached positions at Haina and Boca Chica, 
was over 30 miles in length. 


In addition to maintaining this long perimeter, U.S. 
troops carried out various police and humanitarian tasks. 
Tne troops protecting the safety zone aided in the evacua- 
tion of more than 5,000 persons. Troops stationed along 
‘the Line of Communications distributed food and medical 
supplies to Dominicans on both sides. With the disintegra- 
tion of the Santo Domingo police force, and at a time of 
extreme emergency when law and order had broken down, the 
presence of U. S. troops: prevented anarchy an@& provided 
protection for the civil population of Santo Domingo. 


U. S. troops were frequently subjected to sniper fire 
and direct attacks by rebel forces in continuous violation 
of the cease-fire agreement. In these circumstances, and 
with the variety of tasks assigned them, a substantial 
number of U. S. troops was- required. The highest number 
was reached on May 17, when 22,239 officers and men were 
engaged in holding a perimeter of over 30 miles, securing 
positions in and around Santo Domingo. 
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Upon the establishment of the Inter-American Peace 
Force (IAPF), created for collective action by the OAS in 
its resolution of May 6, the United States placed its troops 
under IAPF command. As other American Republics contributed 
military contingents to the IAPF, and as tne situation in 
the Dominican Republic permitted, the United States be;.an 
withdrawing its own troops. As of October 15, U. S. forecs 
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in the Dominican Republic had been reduced to 8,294, and 
a further reduction was scheduled for November. 
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It was at no time the mission of U. S. forces to 
give military support to either Dominican faction. Mucn 
has been made by some reporters of accounts that a few 
U.S. enlisted men, in reply to questions from one or two 
press correspondents, identified the rebels as the "enemy" 
In a situation where U. S. troops were often under heavy 
fire from rebel forces, U. S. troops defended themselves 
and, for them, the rebels were indeed an enemy. 


Actions taken in self-defense did not constitute sup- 
port for, or intervention on behalf of, the junta forces 
against the rebels. In fact, the presence of U. S. military 
units ultimately prevented the anti-rebel forces from attemp- 
ing a full-scale attack on the rebel stronghold in downtown 
Santo Domingo. 


In summary, the first objective of the United States 
in sending troops to the Dominican Republic was to protect 
the lives of American citizens. These troops made it 
possible to evacuate Americans and other foreign nationals. 
Additional U. S. troops subsequently sent to fhe Dominican 
Republic prevented the spread of civil war and bloodshed 
to other parts of the country. They helped to restore 
law and order, and prevented a Communist takeover. The 
U. S. military presence also provided the OAS with addi- 

‘ tional time to take effective collective action. 
t 

In this endeavor, 26 United States soldiers gave their 

lives, and 155 were wounded in action. 
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Role of the U. S. Embassy 


The United States Embassy in Santo Domingo bad extensive 
contacts with many persons on both sides during tne crisis. 
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It is the business of any Embassy to have close relations 
witn government officials, civilian and military, as well 
as with all elements -- political, business, labor, student 
groups, farmers, and others -- in the host country. 


From the very first hectic hours of the revolt against 
the Reid Government on April 24, Embassy officials were 
deluged with calls, visits, appeals and protests from Dom- 
inicans of all factions. Any attempt to catalog the activ- 
ities of tne Embassy in this connection would be beyond the 
scope of this paper. There were, however, developments of 
special importance, which are discussed below. 


1. On April 24, William B. Connett was in charge of 
the Embassy in the absence of Ambassador Bennett, vho had 
been ordered to Washington for consultation. Connett, who 
was in close touch with President Reid Cabral, urged Reid 
on the morning of April 25 that his future moves be aimed 
at keeping .bloodshed to a minimum. Among the many tele- 
graphic and telephonic reports by Connett to the Department 
of State that day was his report that he had learned during — 
a conversation with Reid that military commanders were then 
discussing the establishment of a military junta. In re- 
porting this conversation, Connett commented tp the Depart-_ 
ment of State that the Embassy doubted such a junta would 
provide stability or be acceptable to the rebels, but 
thought it might offer a better possibility of avoidins 
bloodshed than a last-ditch stand by Reid Cabral. 


2. An official of the PRD party callcd the Embassy on 
April 25 to report an alleged offer by Reid to turn tne 
government over to the PRD- The PRD official said ihe nae’ 
told Reid that sucn action must take place in the presence 
of a U. S. representative. Reid, with whom the Embassy had 
just been in communication, had given no indication that 
he had any such plan, nor was there any confirmation from 
PRD or other sources of the alleged offer. No action vas 
taken by the Embassy, therefore, on the approach made by 
this PRD official. In any event, Reid abandoned office 
very shortly thereafter. He subsequently denied categor- 
ically that he had ever offered to turn the government over 
to the PRD. 
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In view of the confused and rapidly changing situation, 
the Embassy recommended to the Department of State that the 
United States take no action which might associate it with 
any of the possible political-military combinations then 
taking shape. 

~~ """ 3. Also on April 25, the Embassy was informed by of- 
ficers of the Dominican Air Force that they would fight to 
prevent the return of Bosch, and that General Wessin had 
agreed to join them. These and other military leaders later 
asked whether U. S. support could be expected. No commit~ 
ments were given. The Embassy's Country Team recommended 

to the Department of State against providing military sup- 
port to the anti-rebel forces. 

4. On the evening of April 25, leaders of the PRD 
called at the Embassy to ask that the Embassy persuade the 
Air Force to stop its attacks on the National Palace. 
Embassy officers stated they would do whatever they could 
to arrange a cease-fire to facilitate efforts by tne two 
contending sides to meet. They appealed to the PRD leaders 
to persuade rebel military officials to negotiate in gooa 
faith and without preconditions witn the San Isidro military 
leaders. They stressed that the Embassy could not be ex- 
pected to intervene in direct support of either side. The 
PRD leaders made clear that they did not desire any such 
intervention. (On April 26 the Embassy arranged cease-fires 
on four separate occasions to enable both sides to negotiate. 


5. On the morning of April 2G, General Wessin and other 
Dominican military commanders asked for U. S. military inte: 
vention. Embassy officials told them that the United State: 
had no intention of intervening. 


6. On April 26, the U. S. Army Attache telephoned a 
rebel leader, urging him to initiate discussions with the 
military commanders in an effort to reach a cease-fire and 
prevent further bloodshed. The Embassy's military attaches 
were active in other efforts during the day, as were other 
Embassy officers, to bring the two sides together. 
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7. On the evening of April 26, an official of the 
PRD informed the Embassy that the Molina Urea regime was 
planning to request U. S. acceptance of a diplomatic rep- 
resentative in Washington. The United States could not, 
in the light of the situation then prevailing in Santo 
Domingo, extend recognition to either of the contending 
factions. The PRD official was informed that the U. S. 
would not agree to such a request. 


8. The U. S. Naval Attache met with Naval and Air 
Force officers of the anti-rebel military group before 
dawn on April 27 to urge them not to bombard Santo Domingo. 
His mission was not fully successful, but he did secure 
their agreement not to fire on areas where Americans and 
foreign nationals were assembling for evacuation. 


9. On the morning of April 27, an official of the 
Molina Urea regime made a personal appeal to the Embassy 
for its good offices in prevailing on the Dominican Air 
. Force to cancel the heavy bombardment it had publicly 
announced for later in the day. He stated that it was 
impossible for the Molina Urefia government itself to make 
concessions at this point, but that military officers on 
both sides might be able to settle affairs agong them- 
selves. The Embassy again undertook to seek a suspension 
of Air Force attacks and to attempt to get the two sides 
together. 


10. The Department of State informed the Embassy on 
the morning of April 27 that United States objectives vere 
the protection Of American lives, the restoration of law 
and order, and (because of mounting evidence of heavy Com- 
munist involvement) the prevention, if neccessary, of a 
Communist takeover. The Department of State instructed 
the Embassy to continue to keep in close touch with the 
military leaders on both sides since it was apparent that 
Molina Urefia and his civilian colleagues were not in control 
of the situation. The military on both sides were to be 
urged to agree on a mutually acceptable provisional govern- 
ment for the reestablishment of law and order, and the 
scheduling of free and democratic elections as promptly as 
possible. The Embassy was further instructed by the 
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Department of State to limit its actions to the extension 
of good offices to facilitate negotiations between the 
two sides, but not to become involved in details of the 
formation of any such provisional government. 


11. On April 27, Ambassador Bennett returned to 
Santo Domingo. Among the many meetings he had that day 
““was one with Captain Petia Taveras and several other rebel 
officers. Unable to reach Molina Urefia, Ambassador Ben- 
nett also talked to Antonio Martinez Francisco, Secretary 
General of the PRD. (It was Martinez Francisco who went 
to San Isidro on April 28 and broadcast, over the official 
anti-rebel station, an appeal to the rebels to lay down 
their arms.) Bennett told both the rebel officers and 
Martinez Francisco that the U. S. Government hoped a cease- 
fire could be arranged without delay. It was time, Ambas- 
sador Bennett told them, to put an end to the senseless 
slaughter and to make a real effort to reach agreement 
between both sides on a government that could effectively 
govern the country. He emphasized that the Embassy was 
talking to the anti-rebel side in precisely the same terms. 


‘12. Later on April 27, Ambassador Bennett reported 
to the Department of State the Chief of the National Police 
had informed the Embassy that additional ant*i-rebel mil- 
itary elements, numbering about 1,000 men, were entering 
the city from the west; that troops under General Wessin 
had crossed the Duarte Bridge into the eastern edge of the 
city; that mop-up operations were underway; and that the 
Armed Forces would clear the streets of rebels that same 
night. 


~ a 


13. Late in the afternoon of April 27, Molina Urena 
and other leaders of the rebel movement, including Colonels 
Hernando Ramirez and Caamano, went to the U. S. Embassy. 
They asked that Ambassador Bennett dissuade General Wessin 
from entering the city and the Air Force from continuing 
its attacks. Bennett pointed out that the Embassy had on 
four occasions the previous day arranged suspensions of 
the air attacks to permit meetings between the two sides, 
but that each time the rebels had tried to take advantage 
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of the cease-fires. Moreover, neither Molina Urefia nor 

his representatives had appeared for the meetings with 

the anti-rebels which the Embassy had arranged. Molina 
Urefia had insisted that the military commanders acknowledge 
his position as Constitutional provisional president by 
calling on him at the National Palace. This the military 
commanders refused to do. 


Ambassador Bennett reminded Molina Urena that the 
U. S. had strongly supported Juan Bosch and had made clear 
its emphatic disapproval of his overthrow. However, the 
current effort to restore Bosch to power had evidently 
failed. Ambassador Bennett appealed to Molina Urefia for 
an end to bloodshed and urged that a compromise solution 
be arranged. 

. Bennett protested the incident at the Hotel Embajador 
that morning in which American lives had been endangered 
by a band of armed rebels. He also made clear to the rebel 
leaders his concern over the growing Communist influence in 
the rebel camp as revealed by specific instances of Commu- 

‘nist activity (citing some of those already reported in 
Section IV for the period April 24-27). Molina Urena res- 
ponded that these were simply details. Bennett stated that 
they were "details" of considerable importance to the United 
States. he > ba 


Molina Urefna then proposed that Bennett personally parti- 
cipate in negotiations between the two sides which might be 
arranged, and at which the Acting Deanof the Diplomatic Corps 
(the Colombian Ambassador) and a representative of the Catn- 
olic Church might also be present. Bennett replied that 
it would not be appropriate for him to be a participant in 
a meeting of this kind, adding that it was the view of the 
United States that an accord between the two sides should 
be reached only by Dominicans talking to Dominicans. 


Word was received during the meeting that the Air Force 
bombardment of the city had been suspended. Ambassador Ben- 
nett urged that this opportunity be seized and that the two 
sides get tosether. He told Molina Urena that there was 
evidence that the anti-rebel military commanders were preparec 
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to talk. Bennett emphasized to Molina Ureftia, as he had 

to Martinez Francisco earlier, that the Embassy had also 
been making appeals along the same lines to the San Isidro 
military commanders. 


ead 


Following this meeting, Molina Urefia made no attempt 
to meet or communicate with the anti-rebel military com- 
manders but instead took asylum in the Colombian Embassy. 
One of his principal advisers had taken diplomatic asylum 
even before the meeting, and athers, both civilian and 
military, including Colonel Hernando Ramirez, followed 
Molina Urefia by abandoning the rebel movement. 


Distorted versions of this meeting between Molina 
Urefia and Bennett have been carried in the press. These 
have been based almost entirely on the story circulated 
by Colonel Caamafio. Caamafio later told correspondents 
that the rebel side was then "ready to agree not only to 
a cease-fire but to peace on any terms just to stop the 
killing." This is, of course, untrue. Molina Urefia and 
his senior officials, among them Colonel Hernando Ramirez, 
_ the chief among the rebel officers, were not ready to seek 
peace. They asked Bennett to persuade General Wessin, 
whose forces were then closing in on the city, to call off 
his attack. There was no indication that Molina Urena 
would be willing to negotiate even then. Indged, Molina 
Urena had consistently refused to meet with the anti- 
rebel military commanders unless they acknowledged him 
as ‘provisional president" -- precisely the issue that 
caused the conflict. 


Caamano has also told correspondents that Bennett 
"laughed" at the rebels and told them they were "finished". 
This, too, is untrue. Caamatio had already taken diplomatic 
asylum the night of April 25, when he feared the revolt to 
have been defeated by the Air Force attacks, although he 
rejoined the rebel officers the following day. Now, 
following the April 27 meeting between Molina Urena and 
Bennett, Caamano returned to the fighting, vowing to 
"fight to the death", and becoming the chief military 
figure on the rebel side, replacing Col. Hernando Ramirez. 
Whatever Caamafio's motives in giving out his false version 
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or the meeting at the Embassy, his story served to obscure- 
tne fact that he was the only rebel officer to seek asylum 
on April 25. His story was also politically useful to him 
within the rebel movement. 


14. On the morning of April 28, the anti-rebel mil- 
itary and police commanders made an urgent request to the 
Embassy that the United States supply 50 walkie-talkie 
sets. At that point, the only possibility of curbing the 
violence in the streets of Santo Domingo and of bringing 
the marauding bands of armed civilians under control lay 
in actions the police and regular armed forces might be 
able to take. The Embassy believed adequate communica- 
tion facilities among the scattered elements of these 
forces would facilitate their efforts to restore order. 
The Embassy therefore recommended that the walkie-talkie 
,sets be made available. 


15. On April 28, the military commanders appointed 
a three-man junta headed by Colonel Pedro Benoit, the 
formation of which was announced at noon over the San Isidro 
radio station. Colonel Benoit telephoned the Embassy early 
that afternoon, asking that the United States land Marines 
to restore peace. This appeal was followed by a written 
request for military assistance in which Colonel Benoit 
stressed Communist involvement in the rebel movement. In 
reporting Colonel Benoit's request, Ambassador Bennett and 
the Country Team, in a telegram received by the Department 
of State at 3:16 P.M., April 23, said that the Embassy had 
given Benoit no encouragement, and recommended against 
providing the military support requested by Benoit. Ben- 
nett and tne Country Team did suggest that contingency 
planning be completed with a view to the possible emergency 
landing of U. S. Marines’ to protect American lives. 
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1G. Subsequently,in a telegram received in Washington 
at 5:16 P.M., April 23, Ambassador Bennett reported that 
the situation had deteriorated rapidly, that the disoryan- 
ized forces of the Military Junta could not restore order, 
and that American lives were in serious danger. The Ambas- 
sador and the Country Team therefore recommended that Marines 
be landed at the Hotel Embajador area without delay.

17. On the morning-of April 29, Ambassador Bennett 
met with other diplomatic representatives in Santo Domingo 
and found general agreement among them with the U. 5S. 
assessment of the situation. Several reported that their 
Embassies were completely without protection and had cone 
under fire from rebel groups. A number of these Ambas- 
sadors had earlier asked Bennett to arrange for protection 

' __ Of their Embassies by U. S. Marines. -- . 

18. On April 30, Deputy Chief of Mission Connett and 
the U. S. Air Attache went with U. S. military officers to 
discuss the situation with the Junta group. They explained 
the OAS resolution reiterating an earlier appeal for a 
cease-fire and calling for the establishment of an inter- 
national zone of safe haven. They informed the Junta 
that an international security zone had, therefore, been 
established by U. S. Marines and stressed that this zone 
was for the protection of U. S. citizens and other foreign 
nationals. 


19. On the afternoon of April 30, Ambassador Bennett 

-accompanied the Papal Nuncio and representatives of the 
rebel command to the San Isidro Base. There, a cease-fire 
agreement reached in accordance with the OAS resolution 
was signed by the rebel representatives and by Colonel 
Benoit and his principal.military commanders.® Former 
Ambassador John Bartlow Martin, who had been sent to Santo 
Domingo to assist the Embassy in efforts to restore peace, 
- also participated in this meeting. 


20. That same night, Ambassador Martin, by telephone 
to Puerto Rico, urged Juan Bosch to ask Colonel Caamafio to 
sign and honor the cease-fire agreement which, although 
concluded that day, lacked Caamatio's signature. . Bosch 
assured Martin he would do so. The next day, Caamano and 
his principal lieutenants did sign the cease-fire agreement, 
and Ambassador Martin, together with the Papal Nuncio, met 
with them. 
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As indicated in the foregoing summary, the U. S. 
Embassy made every effort from the outset of the revolt 
to persuade the two factions to stop fighting, to resolve 
their differences, and to find an acceptable Dominican 
solution to a Dominican problem. 


Both sides believed, at various stages, that they 
were near victory. Passions were inflamed on both sides. 
There was savage violence in the streets. In such an 
atmosphere, neither faction was seriously prepared to 
negotiate with the other. In fact, neither the Papal 
Nuncio nor representatives of the OAS, during four months 
of subsequent negotiations, were able to bring the leaders 
of the two factions to the same table. 


Rebel leaders created a "Constitutional Government" 

ywnder the presidency of Colonel Caamaio on May 4. The 
_"Constitutionalists"™ held themselves to be the legal gov- & 

ernment of the Dominican Republic and unsuccessfully sought 
diplomatic recognition from a number of countries on this 
basis. Their authority was, in fact, restricted to the 
small section of downtown Santo Domingo held by the rebels 
At the same time, the Military Junta at San Isidro, al- 
though in effective control of the regular military and 
police forces in the country, could not sunce ten as a 


national government. ; a 
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It was necessary that governmental machinery resume 
operation and that essential services again be provided 
throughout the country. Ambassador Martin therefore unde 
took to seek a consensus among prominent civilian and mil: 
itary figures on the composition of a new government to 
replace the Junta. As the result of these discussions, 
General Antonio Imbert emerged on May 7 as the head of a@ 
five-man "Government of National Reconstruction", whicu 
included three pEOmenent civilians of moderate political 
views. 
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The "Government of National Reconstruction" restored 
povercnmental services and established its authority in the 
country. It was, however, a regime which the rebel side 
declared was unacceptable to it. In a further attempt to 
resolve the conflict and to restore peace, the United State> 
Government later in May seat a high-level mission, headed hb: 
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Mr. McGeorge Bundy, to Santo Domingo. It worked with the 
Embassy in exploring the possibility of an agreement be- 
tween the two sides on a broad-based government to unify 
the country. Such an agreement could not be obtained at 
that time, but the efforts of the mission were continued 
by the Secretary General of the OAS and an OAS Committee 
which arrived in Santo Domingo shortly thereafter. 


VII. 


Basis for Commitment of U. S. Forces 


The initial landing of U. S. troops in the Dominican 
Republic on the evening of April 28 was, as stated pre- tomy, 
viously, an emergency action to protect the lives of U.S. * 
nationals and those of other countries. The rapid deterior- 
ation in public order made the introduction of military 
forces essential if Americans and other foreign nationals 
-were to be successfully evacuated. The prevailing condi- 
tions of chaos, violence and bloodshed permitted no other 
course of action. Troops were landed only after local 
authorities had made it clear that they could not maintain 
public order and could not protect the Lives @f£ American 
citizens. Under the circumstances the action taken was 
justified on both humanitarian and legal grounds. 
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Under Articles 15 and 17 of the OAS Charter, member 
states are obligated not to intervene in the internal af- 
fairs of other member states.. However, nothing in the 
Charter precluded the United States from taking action to 
save the lives of its nationals. Moreover, these obliga- 
tions did not require the United States to witndraw its 
forces in the days immediately after their initial landing, 
when no local means existed for keeping order in Santo 
Domingo. 
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It would, in fact, have been irresponsible For tue 
United States to withdraw its forces. Such a course would 
have meant che resumption of civil war, and could, because 
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of the mounting evidence of Communist activity in the rebel 
movement, ultimately have endangered the security of the 
hemisphere. 


The continued presence of United States troops in 
Santo Domingo, after their initial landing to protect Amer- 
ican lives, permitted the OAS to function in the manner 
intended by its Charter and assist the people of the Dom- 
inican Republic in reestablishing democratic government 
under conditions of public order. The primary purposes 
for which the American States established the OAS, as set 
forth in Article I of the Charter, are "to achieve an order 
of peace and justice, to promote their solidity, to strength- 
en their collaboration, and to defend their sovereignty, 
their territorial integrity and their independence." U. S$ 
troops in Santo Domingo were fulfilling this role before 
the member states of the OAS could take collective action 
and establish the Inter-American Peace Force. 


The United States is committed to the preservation of 
the rignt of all free peoples to choose their own course 
without falling prey to international conspiracy from any 
quarter. 


The United States fully supports the OAS as the insti- 
tution through which this. right can be realize& when outside 
interference makes collective assistance to a sister republic 
necessary. 


VIII 


Collective Action Through the OAS 


~The United States cooperated closely during the Domin- 
ican crisis with the other member states of the OAS in ef- 
forts to restore peace and provide a democratic solution 
through collective action within the Inter-American system. 


The threat to American Lives arising from the lawless- 
ness and violence in Santo Domingo on April 23 made it 
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necessary to land U. S. troops immediately. Although 
time did not permit prior consultation in the OAS on this 
emergency action, the United States kept in close touch 
with representatives of the other American Republics 
about the Dominican crisis. On April 27, officials of 
the Department of State had discussed the situation with 
several Ambassadors of OAS countries. At the request of 
the United States, the Inter-American Peace Committee had 
been convoked that afternoon to hear reports on the situ- 
ation from the Dominican Ambassador and the U. S. Alternate 
Representative in the OAS. 


At its regular session on April 28, the Council of the 
OAS heard another report from the Dominican Ambassador. 
That night, the Department of State informed the Ambassadors 
of the OAS countries that troops had landed in Santo Domingo 
to protect the lives of Americans and other foreign nation- 
als. Immediately, the United States requested a special 
meeting of the OAS Council the next day. 


At the meeting on April 29, the U. S. Ambassador to 
the OAS, Ellsworth Bunker, reviewed the developments that 
had made it necessary to land U. S. Marines. He proposed 
a Meeting of Foreign Ministers of the OAS countries to be 
convened the following day, April 30. The Council sent a 
message to the Papal Nuncio in Santo Domingg requesting 
his good offices in arranging a cease-fire between the 
contending Dominican forces. 


At a second meeting on the night of April 29, the 
Council adopted a resolution introduced by the U. S. re- 
iterating the earlier appeal for a cease-fire and calling 
for the establishment: of an international zone of safe- 
haven in Santo Domingo. In the early morning hours of 
April 30, the Council decided to convoke a Meeting of 
Foreign Ministers. In the afternoon, the Council decided 
to send Secretary General Mora to Santo Domingo. The same 
day, in Santo Domingo, the Papal Nuncio prevailed upon the 
contending, factions to sign a cease-fire in accordance 
with the request to him by the OAS Council. 
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The LOth Meeting of Consultation of the Ministers 

of Foreign Affairs convened on May 1 and adopted a U.S.- 
sponsored resolution establishing a five-nation Special 
Committee to investigate the situation in Santo Domingo 
and to seek the reestablishment of peace and normal condi- 
tions. The Committee was composed of representatives of 
Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, Guatemala and Panama. The 
United States also submitted a draft resolution at this 
meeting requesting Member States to offer military contin- 
sents to assist the Committee in carrying out its mission. 


Upon its arrival in Santo Domingo, the Committee ob- 
served the widespread misery and hunger in the city and 
reported the urgent need for food and medicines. Accord- 
ingly, the Meeting of Foreign Ministers appealed to 
Member States to supply these needs through the OAS Secre- 
tariat. In response to this and other appeals, the United 
States made available more than 6,000,000 pounds of food 
and medical supplies for distribution, through the OAS, in 
both the rebel and anti-rebel areas during the crisis. 


On May 5, aS a result of the Committee's efforts, tne 
two sides to the Dominican conflict signed the "Act of 
Santo Domingo" by which they ratified the cease-fire reachea 
on April 30, recognized the establishment of the internation- 
al safety zone, agreed to permit the evacuatfon of asylees, 
and undertook to assist the International Red Cross or 
other agencies in relieving hunger and suffering. - 


Acting on the recommendation of the Special Committee, 
the Meeting of Foreign Ministers on May 6 approved a resolu- 
tion requesting Member States to provide military conting- 
ents for an Inter-American Peace Force in the Dominican Re- 
public. The Force was created to serve “in a spirit of 
democratic impartiality . . . cooperating in the restcra- 
tion of normal conditions in the Dominican Republic, in 
maintaining the security of its inhabitants and the inviol- 
ability of human rights, and in the establishment of an 
atmosphere of peace and conciliation that will permit the 
Functioning of democratic institutions." Subsequently, 
the Government of Brazil was requested to desitnate a 
coumander of the Force, and the U. S., a deputy conmander. 
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In the Dominican Republic, on May 23, the formal act 
establishing the Inter-American Peace Force was signed. On 
May 29 a distinguished Brazilian General, Hugo Panasco Alvin, 
took command. Contingents from Brazil, Honduras, Paraguay, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and officers from El Salwador, joined 
with units of the United States to make up this first peace- 
keeping force established by the members of the Inter- 
American system. 


Meanwhile, the Special Committee having completed the 
initial phase of its mission, the Meeting of Foreign Min- 
isters designated Secretary General Mora as its representa- 
tive in the Dominican Republic. With the IAPF on the gound 
and as a result of the Secretary General's continuing ef- 
forts, the OAS was able to proceed to the next step in its 


endeavor to promote a peaceful solution to the Dominican 
convlict. 


On June 2, the Meeting of Foreign Ministers adopted a 
resolution creating the "Ad Hoc Committee for the Restora- 
tion of Democratic Order in the Dominican Republic." This 

_Committee, composed of Ambassadors Ilmar Penna Marinho of 
Brazil, Ramon de Clairmont Duenas of El Salvador, and Ells- 
worth Bunker of the United States, departed immediately for 
Santo Domingo with a mandate to help achieve "a climate oa* 
peace and reconciliation that will permit theefunactioning 
of democratic institutions in the Dominican Republic and 
its economic and social recovery." 


During the next three months the Committee conducted 
intensive negotiations with both sides to the conflict and 
met with hundreds of Dominicans from all walks of life in 
an attempt to find a democratic solution. The Committee's 
mission, as expressed in its two declarations to the Don- 
inican people, was "not intervention but conciliation", 
the reestablishment of peace, and the finding of a solu- 
tion that would allow the "Dominican people to decide 
their own future" through the exercise of their democratic 
rights. The Committee's efforts finally bore fruit on 
August 29 when agreement was reached on the "Act of Domin- 
ican Reconciliation" providing for the establishment of 
an impartial provisional povernment and the holding of 
Free elections within nine months. 
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The United States fully supported the work of the Con- - 
mittee, as it had all other OAS activities designed to re- 
store peace and freedom to the Dominican Republic. From 
the outset, U. S. representatives and U. S. military 

' forces, even before the latter became part of the Inter- 
American Peace Force, acted fully in consonance with the 
resolutions of the Council of the OAS and the 10th Meet- 
ing of Foreign Ministers. The closest consultation with 
OAS representatives was maintained. For example, when 
U. S. forces expanded the international security zone and 
opened the line of communication through the city, they did 
so only after obtaining the approval of these representatives. 


The purpose of the OAS -- to restore peace and demo- 
cratic institutions to the Dominican Republic so that the 
Dominican people could decide tneir own future -- was, at 
all times, the purpose of the United States as well. 


IX 


Establishment of the Provisional Government 


On September 3, the Provisional Government of the 
Dominican Republic headed by Dr. Hector Garcia Godoy took 
office in a ceremony at the National Palace. The two 
regimes of the contending forces in the Dominican conflict -- 
the "Constitutional Government" of Colonel Caamano and the 
"Government of National Reconstruction" headed by General 
Imbert -- had previously resigned. Under the terms of the 
"Act of Reconciliation", signed by representatives of both 
factions, Dr. Garcia Godoy's government became the country's 
sole government. It was recognized by the United States 
and the other Member States of the OAS, as well as by the 
great majority of the countries outside the Western Hemis- 
phere with which the Dominican Republic has traditionally 
maintained diplomatic relations. 


Jn his inaugural speech, Dr. Garcia Godoy promised 
to establish an impartial government devoted to the develop- 
ment Of a climate which would permit free and honest electicr: 
{In accordance with the Institutional Act, under which the 
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Provisional Government gueetensy these national elections ° 
ane scheduled. to. be held between. March, 3, and June 3, 1406. 
Te ‘is ‘intended that ‘there ‘be ‘a politénen WHR UA * Hitee 
months before the elections. It is contemplated that a 
special OAS Commission will assist with the preparations 
for the elections, and that the Inter-American Human Rights 
Commission will help assure that the rights of all Dominicans 
_.are respected. ; ee eee 
Great difficulties were encountered by the Provisional 
Government in reincorporating the "Constitutionalist" zone 
into the city of Santo Domingo because of continuing polit- 
ical problems between the two factions. Disorders. and 
violence in the zone on the part of former rebels and ex- 
tremists deterred the Provisional Government's police force 
from attempting to restore authority in the area. It took 
‘over a month and a half, and, ultimately, the temporary 
presence of IAPF troops in the former rebel-held area, to 
bring about its reincorporation into the city. By early 
November, Santo Domingo was reunited. Normal activity was 
restored in the downtown area, and the country's leading 
newspapers and banks, located in the former rebel zone, re- 
opened after having been shut down for more than six months. 


Progress has been slow in collecting the arms held ty 
civilians who participated in the rebel movement. Serious 
problems have arisen in the reintegration into the regular 
military establishment of rebel officers and men as provided 
for in the "Act of Reconciliation." 


By early November, only a few pistols, rifles, machine- 
guns, and mortars, as well as some grenades, had. been re- 
covered by the authorities in their search through the former 
rebel zone. The disappearance of large quantities of weapons-- 
estimated at several thousand, although the exact fipure may 
never be known -- confirms the many earlier reports of secret 
caches set up in Santo Domingo and in other parts of the 
country. 


Rebel military officers have not yet been reintesrated 
into the regular establishment. The military commanders ana 
other anti-rebel officers agreed to accept all taose whe 
had rebelled, but at their regular, pre-revolt rank. Colonei 
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Caamaho had, however, promoted most of the rebel officers, 
often by two or three grades, and insisted on reintegra- 
tion at their higher "Constitutionalist" rank. Moreover, 
Caamano had re-commissioned and promoted a fairly large 
number of former officers, dropped from the regular mil- 
itary establishment long before the revolt, and also de- 
manded their reintegration. Both these demands were re- 
jected by the military commanders. It seemed in early 
November, however, that Garcia Godoy might soon prevail 
on individual "Constitutionalist" military officers to 
accept reintegration at their pre-rebellion rank. 


Garcia Godoy, upon.taking office, had decided to 
eliminate a potential threat to stability by disbanding 
the Armed Forces Training Center (CEFA). He later decided 
to assign its controversial commander, General Wessin, to 
“a post abroad. General Wessin opposed this decision and 
remained in effective control of the CEFA troops, loyal to 
him personally. Wessin also began maneuvering the CEFA 
tanks in such a manner as to constitute open defiance of 
the Provisional Government, which was still attempting to 
establish its authority. Garcia Godoy then requested the 
good offices of the OAS Ad Hoc Committee and of the Com- 
manding General of the Inter-American Peace Force in per- 
suading General Wessin to’ leave the Dominican Republic. 

On September 9, General Wessin, having accepted the post 
of Dominican Consul General in Miami, Florida, departed 
voluntarily on a U. S. Air Force plane provided at the 
request of the IAPF. Subsequently, General Wessin decided 
not to serve in the assignment offered him and alleged, 
without basis in fact, that force had been used to effect 
his departure from the Dominican Republic. He is now liv- 
ing in Miami as a private citizen. 

~ Some of the appointments made by Garcia Godoy to gov- 
ernment posts have involved individuals identified with 

the APCJ or regarded by many Dominicans as of the extreme 
left-wing. While it appeared by early November that Garcia 
Godoy would replace some of the more controversial figures, 
these appointments contributed to the continuing tension 
between left and right in the Dominican Republic. Extreme 
rightist elements, allegedly including anti-rebel military 
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officers, have been accused by the former "Constitution- 
alists" of the assassination in October of the Governor 
of Valverde Province. On the grounds that the Ministry 

. Of Public Works had been taken over by Communists, an 
armed group of anti-Communists seized the Ministry build- 
ing in Santo Domingo, but were later driven out by the 
police. Anti-Communists are said to have been involved 
in the bombing of the plant of the pro-rebel newspaper 
"Ahora". They are also accused of bombing the commercial 
radio station, "Radio Cristal", owned by a supporter of 
Juan Bosch and active in propaganda broadcasts during 

the revolt. The machine-gunning of the house of a Pro- 
visional Government official, regarded by some Dominicans 
as a Communist sympathizer, is also laid at the door of 
rightist elements. 
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* ' The Communists, too, have engaged in many acts of 
violence. They have staged demonstrations, attempted to 
take over control of the University of Santo Domingo, 
terrorized Government employees, and fought a pitched 
battle against a non-Communist labor union in the port 
area of the city. They have also tried -- so far without 
success -- to organize city-wide and nation-wide strikes. 
A Communist mob, having just left a PCD rally, found and 
murdered Severo Cabral, a prominent figure of the extreme 
right-wing. , ° 


The Castroist APCJ had embarked in June on an active 
campaign to recruit new members. It conducted courses in 
Communist ideology and gave guerrilla warfare training to 
several hundred young Dominicans, many of whom were brought 
in to the rebel-held area of Santo Domingo from other parts 
of the country. The-APCI shared with Lt. Col. Montes Arache, 
the commander of the Dominican Navy "frog-men' who were 
the "special mission'' element in the rebel force, the direc- 
tion of a training school in the rebel zone. About 300 men 
ard women were given instruction in the school in sabotage, 
demolition techniques and hand-to-hand combat. In the 
final weeks of the conflict, the APCJ conducted daily and 
compulsory political indoctrination courses in’a park in 
the rebel-held area, along with calisthenics and basic 
infantry drill, for between 1,200 and 1,500 young Dominicans. 
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The Communist Chinese-Line MPD conducted its own 
political indoctrination and guerrilla training courses 
for about 200 people. In August, the MPD staged a widely 
publicized party congress in the rebel area. It advocated 
the formation of a united front with democratic political 
parties. Looking also to the possibility of a nation- 
wide pro-Communist uprising at some future time, the MPD 
proposed the creation of a clandestine "liberation front" 
among the Communist parties. 


The Moscow-line PCD, like the MPD, called in August 
for the formation of a united front in which the Communist 
parties could ally themselves with democratic parties. 

The PCD also informed its members, however, that "direct 
action" might be the "correct policy" in the months ahead. 
The Central Committee of the PCD, in the August 16 edition 
of the party's official publication, boasted that the Com- 
munist Party had created a “popular movement" out of what 
would otherwise have been a cut-and-dried military coup 

by rebellious Army officers. The party called for greater 
effort on the part of its members to prepare, in its own 

- words, "for victory in the next popular insurrection." 


The Provisional Government and the Dominican people 
face serious problems. The bitter civil conflict of the 
past months has left deep wounds. The recovery of the 
nation -- its economic reconstruction, social development, 
and progress toward political stability -- will require 
intense effort for a long time to come on the part of all 
Dominicans. Nevertheless, a beginning has been made. 
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Excerpt from President's News Conference of June 1, 1965 


"Men were running up and down the corridors of the 
Ambassador Hotel with tommyguns, shooting out windows, 
and through the roof and through the closets. Our citizens 
were under the beds and in the closets and trying to dodge 
this gunfire. Our Ambassador, as he was talking to us, was 
under the desk. We didn't think we had much time to consult 
in any great detail more than we had talked about up to that

There is a difference in the Interstate 
System, which is new, which goes 
through new areas and new territory.

So far as the secondary systems are 
concerned, we have always had the right 
to erect billboards.

We are taking away from the States 
their police power to remove billboards 
and we are saying they have to make 
compensation. 

This is a national program. We have 
decided we are going to remove billboards 
from the interstate and secondary sys- 
tems.

We should not force the States 
to forgo all of their participation in the 
interstate program if they do not want 
to take away a man’s livelihood, or a 
man’s business, which he has had for 
many years. 

I feel strongly that the States should 
use their funds for secondary road sys- 
tems and the farm-to-market roads, and 
for the development of primary high- 
Ways on the present allocation, and 
should not be forced to compensate the 
billboard operators. I feel strongly that 
the cost should come out of the Federal 
budget.

Mr. FULBRIGHT. Mr. President, the * 


formation of a provisional government in 


Santo Domingo under the leadership of . 


Dr. Hector Garcia-Godoy is good news. 
It provides reason for cautious optimism 
as to the future and testifies as well to 
the arduous and patient efforts of the 
OAS mediating team. I wish to pay 
tribute especially to Ambassador Bunk~ 
er for his wisdom and patience in han- 
dling this difficult affair. The forma~- 
tion of a provisional government is not 
the end of the Dominican crisis, but it 
does bring to an end a tragic and dan- 
gerous phase of the crisis. Many prob- 


lems remain, particularly the problem of | 


establishing the authority of a demo- 
cratic government over the Dominican 
military. Nonetheless, the situation now 
seems to be moving into a less danger-

U.S. policy in the Dom:nican crisi..« was 
characterized initially by overtumidity 
and subsequently by overreaction. 
Throughout the whole affair, it has also 
been characterized by a lack of candor. 

These are general conclusions I have 
reached from a painstaking review of the 
salient features of the extremely com- 
plex situation. These judgments are 
made, of course, with the benefit of hind- 
sight and, in fairness, it must be con- 
ceded there were no easy choices avail. 
able to the United States in the Domini- 
can Republic. Nonetheless, it is the task 
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iplomacy to make wise decisions when 
“fy need to be made and U.S. diplomacy 
failed to do so in the Dominican crisis. 
It connot be said with assurance that 
tle Ui.ted States could have changed the 
course of events by acting differently. 
- What can be said with assurance is that 
the United Statcs did not take advantage 
of several opportunities in which it might 
have chanzed the course of events.

course of action. Beyond a certain point 

the Dominican story acquired some of 
the inevitability of a Greek tragedy. 
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Another theme that emerges from the 
Dominican crisis is the occurrence of a 
striking change in U.S. policy toward the 
Dominican Republic and the possibility— 
not a certainty, because the signs are 
ambiguous, but only the possibility—of 
a@ major change as well in the general 
Latin American policies of the United 
States. Obviously, an important change 
in the official outlook on Dominican af- 
fairs occurred between September 1963, 
when the United States was vigorously 
opposed to the overthrow of Juan Bosch, 
and April 1965, when the United States 
was either unenthusiastic or actually 
opposed to his-return. 

What happened in that period to 
change the assessment of Bosch from 
favorable to unfavorable? It is quite 
true that Bosch as President did not dls- 
tinguish himself as an administrator, but 
that was well known in 1963. It is also 
true, however, and much more to the 
point as far as the legitimate interests 
of the United States are concerned, that 
Bosch had received 58 percent of the 
votes in a free and honest election and 
that he was presiding over a reform- 
minded government in tune with the 
Alliance for Progress. This is a great 
deal more than can ve said for any other 
President of the Dominican Republic. 

The question therefore remains as to 
how and why the attitude of the U.S. 
Government changed so strikingly be- 
tween September 1963 and April 1966. 
And the question irievitably arises 
whether this shift in the administra- 
tion’s attitude toward the Dominican 
Republic is part of a broader shift in 
its attitude toward other Latin Amer- 
ican countries, whether, to be specific, 
the U.S. Government now views the vig- 
orous reform movements of Latin Amer- 
ica—such as Christian Democracy in 
Chile, Peru, and Venezuela, APRA in 
Peru and Accion Democratica in Vene- 
zuela—as threatening to the interests of 
the United States. And if this is the 
case, what kind of Latin American po- 
litical movements would now be regarded 
as friendly to the United States and 
beneficial to its interests? 

I should like to make it very clear that 
I am raising a question not offering an 
answer. I am frankly puzzled as to the 
current attitude of the U.S. Government 
toward reformist movements in Latin 
America. On the one hand, President 
Johnson’s deep personal commitment to 
the philosophy and aims of the Alliance 
for Progress is clear; it was convincingly 
expressed, for example, in his speech to 
the Latin American Ambassadors on the 
fourth anniversary of the Alliance for 
Progress—a statement in which the 
President compared the Alliance for 
Progress with his own enlightened pro- 
gram for a Great Society at home. On 
the other hand, one notes a general tend- 
ency on the part of our policymakers not 
to look beyond a Latin American politi- 
cian’s anticommunism. One also notes 
in certain Government agencies, particu- 
larly the Department of Defcnse, a pre- 
occupation with counterinsurgency, 
which is to say, with the prospect of 
revolutions and means of suppressing 
them. This preoccupation is manifested 
in dubious and costly research projects, 


such as the recently discredited Came- 
lot; these studies claim to be scientific 
but beneath their almost uribelievably 
opaque language lies an unmistakable 
military and reactionary bias. 

It is of great importance that the un- 
certainty as to U.S. aims in Latin Amer- 
ica be resolved. We cannot succcssfully 
advance the cause of popular democracy 
and at the same time aline ourselves 
with corrupt and reactionary oligarchies; 
yet that is what we seem to b2 trying to 
do. The direction of the AiHance for 
Progress is toward social revolution in 
Latin America; the direction of our Do- 
minican intervention is toward the sup- 
pression of revolutionary raovements 
which are supported by Com:nunists or 
suspected of being influenced by Com- 
munists. The prospect of an election fn 
9 months which may conceivably pro- 
duce a strong democratic gov: rninent is 
certainly reassuring on this score, but 
the fact remains that the reac‘ior. of the 
United States at the time of ecute crisis 
was to intervene forcibly and illegally 
against a revolution which had we 
sought to influence it instead of sup- 
pressing it, might have produced a strong 
popular government withoit foreign 
military intervention. Since jusi. about 
every revolutionary movement is l:kely to 
attract Communist support, at least in 
the beginning, the approach followed in 
the Dominican Republic, if consistently 
pursued, must inevitably make us the 
enemy of all revolutions and therefore 
the ally of all the unpopular and corrupt 
oligarchies of the hemisphere. 

We simply cannot have it both ways; 
we must choose between the Alliance for 
Progress and a foredoomed. effort to sus~ 
tain the status quo in Latin America. 
The choice which we are to make is the 
principal unanswered question arising 
out of the unhappy events in the Domini- 
can Republic and, indeed, the principal 
unanswered question for the future of 
our relations with Latin America. 

It is not surprising that we Americans 
are not drawn toward the uncouth revo- 
lutionaries of the non-Communist left. 
We are not, as we like to claim in Fourth 
of July speeches, the most trilly revolu- 
tionary nation on earth: we tre, on the 
contrary, much closer to beings the most 
unrevolutionary nation on earth. We 
are sober and satisfied and comfortable 
and rich; our institutions are stable and 
old and even venerable; and our Revo- 
lution of 1776, for that matter, was not 
much of an upheaval compared to the 
French and Russian revoluticns and to 
current and impending revclutions in 
Latin America, Asia, and Afri-a. 

Our heritage of stabiilty anc conserva- 
tism is a great blessing, but t also has 
the effect of limiting our understanding 
of the character of social reve lution and 
sometimes as well of the injus !ces which 
spawn them. Our underst .nding of 
revolutions and their causes i: imperfect 
not because of any failures cf mind or 
character but because of our good for- 
tune since the Civil War in ne.er having 
experienced sustained socia injustice 
without hope of legal or mre or less 
peaceful remedy. We are co ilec upon, 
therefore, to give our understi.ading and 
our sympathy and support to movements 
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hich ave alien to cur experience and 

prin, our preferences and prejudices, 

We t try to uncicrstand social rev- 

ifion. und the injustices chat give it 

so because they ere ihe heart and core 
the experience of the great majority 
people now living in the world. In 
atin America. we may prefer to asso- 
ate wich the well-bred, well-dressed 
isinessuien who oftcn hold positions of 
lower, but Latin American reformers 
pyard such men as wiens in their own 
fouritries who neither identify with thelr 
2 people nor even sympathize with 
meir aspirations. Such leaders are re~ 
farded by educated young Latin Amer- 
ens as a “consular bourgeoisie,” by 
viich they mean business-oriented con- 
er'vatives who more nearly represent the 
nierests of foreign businessmen than 
me intercsts of their own people. Men 
ake Donald Reid—who is one of the 
etter of this category of leaders—-may 
have their merits, but they are not the 
force of the future in Latin America. 
; It is the revoiutionaries of the non-~ 
Jommunist left who have most of the 
sopular support in Latin America. The 
Radical Party in Chile, for example, 
3 full of 19th century lbertarians 
whom many North Americans would find 
Ughly congenial, but it was recently 
crushed in national elections by a group 
nf rambunetious, leftists Christlan Demo- 
frats.

In my Senaie s :cech of March 25, 1964, 
<7 coramented as follows on the prospect 
of revolution: 

Tam not predicting violent revolutions in 
tetin America or elsewhere. Still less am I 
‘dvocating them. I wish only to suggest 
that violent social revalutions are a possi- 
bility in countries whero feudal oligarchies 
resist al) menuingful change by peaceful 
means, .We must not, in our preference for 
the M&ratic procedures envisioned by the 
cna Punta del Este, close our minds to 
the possibility that democratic procedures 
haay fall in certain countries and that where 
Gemocracy does fail violent social convulsions 
imay occur, 


I think that in the case of the Domini- 
can Republic we did clase our minds to 
the causes and to the essential legitimacy 
of revolution in a country in which dem- 
ocratic procedures had failed. That, I 
think, is the central fact concerning the 
participation of the United States in the 
Dominican revolution and, possibly as 
well, its major lesson for the future. I 
turn now to comment on some of the 
events which began last April 24 in Santo 
Domingo, 

When the Dominican revolution began 
on Saturday, April 24, the United States 
had there options available. First, it 
could have supported the Reid Cabral 
government; second, it could have sup- 
ported the revolutionary forces; and 
third, it could do nothing. 

The administration chose the last 
course. When Donald Reid Cabral 
asked for U.S. intervention on Sunday 
morning, April 25, he was given no en~ 
couragement. He then resigned, and 
considerable disagreement ensued over 
the nature of the government to succeed 
him, The party of Juan Bosch, the 
PRD, or Dominican Revolutionary Party, 
esked for a “U.S. presence” at the trans- 
fer of government power but was given 
no encouragement. Thus, there began 
at that time a chaotic situation which 
amounted to civil war in a country with- 
out an effective government. 

What happened in essence was that 
the Dominican military refused to sup- 
port Reid and were equally opposed to 
Bosch or other PRD leaders as his suc- 
cessor. The PRD, which had the support 
of some military officers, announced that 
Rafael Molina Urens, who had been 
President of the Senate during the Bosch 
regime, would govern as Provisional 
President pending Bosch’s return. At 
this point, the military leaders delivered 
an ultimatum, which the rebels ignored. 
and at about 4:30 on the afternoon of 
April 25 the air force and navy began 
firing at the National Palace. Later in 
the day, PRD leaders asked the US. 
Embassy to use its influence to persuade 
the air force to stop the attacks. The 
Embassy made it clear it would not in- 
tervene on behalf of the rebels, although 
on the following day, Monday, April 26, 
the Embassy did persuade the mibtary 
to stop air attacks for a limited time. 

This was the first crucial point in the 
crisis. If the United States thought that 
Reid was giving the Dominican Republic 
the best government it had had or was 
likely to get, why did the United States 
not react more vigorously to support him? 
On the other hand, if the Reid govern- 
ment was thought to be bcyond salvation, 
why did not the United States offer posi- 
tive encouragement to the moderate 
forces involved in the coup, if not by 
providing the “U.S. presence’ requested 
by the PRD, then at least by Iectting it 
be known that the United States was not 
opposed to the prospective change of re- 
gimes or by encouraging the return of 
Juan Bosch to the Dominican Republic? 
In fact, according to available evidence, 
the U.S. Government made no effort te 
contact Bosch in the initial days of the 
crisis. 

The United States was thus at the out. 
set unwilling to support Reid and un- 
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willing to support if not positively op- 
posed to Bosch. 

Events of the days following Apri’ 24 
demonstrated that Reid had so little 
popular support that it can reasons bly 
be argued that there was nothing the 
United States could have donc, shor! of 
armed intervention, to save his regime. 
The more interesting question is why 
the United States was so reluctant to 
see Bosch returned to power. This is 
part of the larger question of why U.S. 
attitudes had changed so much since 
1963 when Bosch, then in power, was 
warmly and repeatedly embraced snd 
supported as few if any Latin American 
presidents have ever been supported by 
the United States. 

The next crucial point in the Do ni- 
nican story came on Tuesday, April 27, 
when rebel leaders, including Molina 
Urena and Caamano Deno, called at the 
U.S. Embassy seeking mediation «nd 
negotiations. At that time the military 


situation looked very bad for the rebel, | 


or constitutionalist, forces. Ambassador 
Bennett, who had been instructed four 
times to work for a cease fire and for 
the formation of a military junta, felt 
he did not have authority io mediate; 
mediation, in his view, would have been 
‘Entervention.” Mediation at that point 


-might have been accomplished quietly 


and without massive military interven- 
tion. Twenty-four hours later the Am- 
bassador was pleading for the marines, 
and as we know some 20,000 soldiers 
were landed—American soldiers. 

On the afternoon of April 27 General 
Wessin y Wessin’s tanks seemed about 
to cross the Duarte bridge into the city 


of Santo Domingo and the rebel cause . ~ 


appeared hopeless. When the rebels felt 
themselves rebuffed at the American 
Embassy, some of their leaders, inchid- 
ing Molina Urena, sought asylum in 
Latin American embassies in Santo 
Domingo. The administration has in- 
terpreted this as evidence th:.t the non- 
Communist rebels recognized growing 
Communist influence in their movement 
and were consequently abandoning the 
revolution. Molina Urena has said sim- 
ply that he sought asylum because: he 
ees the revolutionary cause hov,e- 
ess. 

An opportunity was lost on April 27. 
Ambassador Bennett was in a position to 
bring possibly decisive mediating po-.rer 
to bear for a democratic solution, but he 
chose not to do so on the ground tat 
the exercise of his good offices at that 
point would have constituted interv-n- 
tion. In the words of Washington Fost 
Writer Murrey Marder—-one of the p: 1ss 
people who, to the best of my Knowlec ze, 
has not been assailed as prejudiced: 

It can be argued with considerable we' “ht 
that late Tuesday, April 27, the United St :«s

The overriding reason for this mistike 
was the conviction of U.S. officials, on 
the basis of evidence which was frig- 
mentary at best, that the rebels wore 
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ominalted by Communists. A related 
; end perhaps equally important reason 

zor the U.S. Embassy's refusal to mediate 
on April 27 was the desire for and, at that 
point, expectation of an antirebel vic- 
tory. They therefore passed up an im- 
portant opportunity to reduce or even 
eliminate Communist influence by en- 
couraging the moderate elements among 
the rebels and mediating for a demo- 
cratic solution. 

Owing to a degree of disorganization 
and timidity on the part of the anti- 
rebel forces which no one, including the 
U.S. Embassy and the rebels themselves, 
anticipated, the rebels were still fighting 
on the morning of Wednesday, April 28. 
Ambassador Bennett thereupon urgently 
recommended that the antirebels under 
Air Force General de los Santos be fur- 
nished 50 waikie-talkles from U.S. De- 
fense Department stocks in Puerto Rico. 
Repeating this recommendation later in 


the day, Bennett said that the issue was: 


one between Castroism and its opponents. 
The antirebels themselves asked for 
‘ armed U.S. intervention on their side; 
this request was refused at that time. 
During the day, however, the situation 
deteriorated rapidly, fram the point of 
view of public order in general and of 
the antirebels in particular. In mid- 


afternoon of April 28 Col. Pedro Bartol- 
ome Benoit, head of a junta which had 
been hastily assembled, asked again, this 
time in writing, for U.S. troops on the 
ground that this was the only way to 
prevent a Communist takeover; no men~ 
tion was made of the junta’s inability 


to protect American lives. This request 
was denied in Washington, and Benoit 
was thereupon told that the United 
States woulé not intervene unless he said 
he could not protect American citizens 
present in the Dominican Republic. 
Benoit was thus told in effect that if he 
saic American lives were in danger the 
Un'ted States would intervene. And 
that is precisely what happened. , 
Iu was at this point, on April 28, that 
events acquired something of the pre- 
destiny of a Greck tragedy. Subse- 
quent events-——the failure of the mis- 
sons of John Bartlow Martin and Mc- 
Cieorge Bundy, the conversion of the 
U.S. force into an inter-American force, 
the enforced stalemate between the reb- 
els under Caamano Deno and the Imbert 
junta, the OAS mediation and the tor- 
tuous negotiations for a provisional gov- 
ernment—have all been widely reported 
and were not fully explored in the com- 
ruttee hearings. In any case, the gen- 
eral direction of events was largely de- 
termined by the fateful decision of April 
28. Once the Marines landed on that 
day, and especially after they were 
heavily reinforced in the days immedi- 
ately following, the die was cast and the 
United States found itself deeply in- 
volved in the Dominican civil conflict, 
with no visible way to extricate itself, 
and vith its hemisphere relations com- 
plicated in a way that few could have 
forescen and no one could have desired. 
The danger to American HUves was 
miore a pretext than a reason for the 


niassive U.S. intervention that began on _ 


the evening of April 28. In fact, no 
American lives were lost in Santo Do-« 
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mingo until the Marines began exchang- 
ing fire with the rebels after April 28; 
reports of widespread shooting that en- 
dangered American lives turned out to 
be exaggerated. 

Nevertheless, there can be no ques- 
tion that Santo Domingo was not a par- 
ticularly safe place to be in the last days 
of April 1965. There was fighting in the 
streets, aircraft were strafing parts of 
the city, and there was indiscriminate 
shooting. I think that the United States 
would have been justified in landing a 
small force for the express purpose of re- 
moving U'S. citizens and other foreigners 
from the island. Had such a force been 
landed and then promrtly withdrawn 
when it had completed its mission, I do 
not think that any fair-minded observer 
at home or abroad would have considered 
the United States to have exceeded its 
rights and responsibilities. 

The United States intervened in the 
Dominican Republic for the purpose of 
preventing the victory of a revolutionary 
force which was judged to be Commu- 
nist dominated. On the basis of Ambas- 
sador Bennett's messages to Washing- 
ton, there is no doubt thai; the threat of 
communism rather than danger to 
American lives was his primary reason 
for recommending military intervention. 

The question of the degree of Commt- 
nist influence is therefore crucial, but it 
cannot be answered with certainty... The 
weight of the evidence is that Commu- 
nists did not participate in planning the 
revolution—indeed, there is some indica- 
tion that it took them by surprise—but 
that they very rapidly began to try to 
take advantage of it and to seize control 
of it. The evidence does not establish 
that the Communists at any time ac- 
tually had control of the revolution. 
There is little doubt that they had in- 
fluence within the revolutionary move- 
ment, but the degree of that influence 
remains a matter of specttlation. : 

The administration, however, assumed 
almost from the beginning that the 


. revolution was Communist-dominated, 


or would certainly become so, and that 
nothing short of forcible opposition 
could prevent a Communist takeover. 
In their apprehension lest the Domini- 
can Republic become another Cuba, some 
of our officials seem to have forgotten 
that virtually all reform movements at- 
tract some Communist support, that 
there is an important difference between 
Communist support and Communist 
control of a political movement, that it 
is quite possible to compete with the 
Communists for influence in a reform 
movement rather than abandon it to 
them, and, most important of all, that 
economic development and social jus- 
tice are themselves the primary and most 
reliable security against Communist 
subversion. 

It is, perhaps, understandable that 
administration officials should have felt 
some sense of panic; after all, the For- 
eign Service officer who had the misfor- 
tune to be assigned to the Cuban desk 
at the time of Castro’s rise to power has 
had his career ruined by congressional 
committees. Furthermore, even with- 
out this consideration, the decisions re- 
garding the Dominican Republic had to 
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be made under great pressure and on 
the basis of inconclusive information. 
In charity, this can be accepted as a 
reason why the decisions were raistaken; 
but it does not change the conclusion 
that they were mistaken. 

The point I am making is aot—-em- 
phatically not-—-that there was no Com- 
munist participation in the Dominican 
crisis, but simply that the administra- 
tion acted on the premise that the 
revolution was controlled by Commnu- 
nists—a premise which it failed to es- 
tablish at the time and hes not estab- 
lished since. The issue is nol whether 
there was Communist influence in the 
Dominican revolution but its degree, 
which is something on which reasonable 
men can differ. The burden of proof, 
however, is on those who take action, 
and the administration has not proven 
its assertion of Communist control. 

Intervention on the basi; of Commu- 
nist participation as distin suished from 
control of the Dominican r:volution was 
a mistake in my opinion which also re- 
fiects a grievous misreading of the tem- 
per of contemporary Latin American 
politics. Communists are »resent in all 
Latin American countries, anc! they are 
going to inject themselve: into almost 
any Latin American revolition and try 
to seize control of it. If an: group or any 
movement with which the Communists 
associate themselves is go ng to be au- 
tomatically condemned in {he evyes of the 
United States, then we hav: in deed given 
up all hope of guiding cr influencing 
even to a marginal degre: the revolu- 
tionary movements and th demands fox 
social change which are sweeping Latir. 
America. Worse, if that is sur view, ther. 
we have made ourselves the p-isoners o! 
the Latin American oligarchs who ¢ re 
engaged in a vain attempt to preserve 
the status quo—reactionaries who habit- 
ually use the term “Communist” very 
loosely, in part out of emotional predi- 
lection and in part in a calculated effort 
to scare the United States into support- 
ing their selfish and discredited aims. 

If the United States had really been 
intervening to save American lives, es it 
had a moral if not a strictly legal right 
to do, it could have done so promptly and 
then withdrawn and the incident would 
soon have been forgotten. But the 


, United States did not inte-vene primar- 


fly to save American lives: it intervene i 
to prevent what it concvived to be a 
Communist takeover. That meant, in 
the terms in which the Un.ted States de- 
fined the situation, that it was interven- 
ing against the rebels, ‘vho, however

The Foreign Relations Committee’s 
study of the Dominican crisis leads me 
to draw certain specific conclusions re~ 
garding American policy in the Domin- 
ican Republic and also suggests some 
broader considerations regarding rela- 
tions between the United States and 


Latin America. My specific conclusions . 


regarding the crisis in Santo Domingo 
are as follows: 

First. The United Statcs intervened 
forcibly in the Dominican Repub‘:c in 
the last week of April 1965 not prin:arily 
to save American lives, as was then con- 
tended, but to prevent the victory of a 
revolutionary movement which wis 
judged to be Communist-dominated.

The best opportunities were 
on April 35, when Juan Bosch’s party, 
uhe PRD, requested a “United States 
presence,” and on April 27, when the reb- 
ele, Loheving themselves defeated, re- 
quosted United States mediation for a 
negotiated settlement. Both requests 
were rojected, in the first instance for 
reasons that are not entirely clear but 
probably because of United States hostil- 
ity to the PRD, in the second instance 
becaus: the U.S. Government anticipated 
and desired a victory of the antirebel 
forecs, 

Fourth. U.S. policy toward the Do- 
mninizan Republic shifted markedly to the 
rizht between September 1963 and April 
1965. In 1963, the United States strong- 
ly suppcerted Bosch and the PRD as en- 
lightened reformers; in 1965 the United 
States opposed their return to power on 
tie unsubstantiated ground that a Bosch 
G PRD government would certainly, or 
almcst certainly, become Communist 

~ominated. Thus the United States 
mod its back on social revolution in 
“Santo Domingo and associated itself 
with a corrupt and reactionary military 
oligarchy. 

Fitth. U.S. policy was marred by a lack 
of candor and by misinformation. The 
former is illustrated by official assertions 
that U.S. military intervention was pri- 
marily for the purpose of saving Ameri- 
ean lives; the latter is Mllustrated by ex- 
aggerated reports of massacres and 
atrocities by the rebels—reports which 
‘10 ole has been able to verify. It was 
olicially asserted, for example—by the 
Presider.t in a press conference on June 
17 according to an official State Depart- 
ment bulletin—-that “some 1,500 inno- 
cent people were murdered and shot, and 
their heads cut off.” There is no eyi- 
dence to support this statement. A 
sober examination of such evidence as 
is available indicates that the Imbert 
junta was guilty of at least as many 
atrccilies as the rebels. 

Sixth. Responsibility for the faflure 
of American policy in Santo Domingo 
lies primarily with those who advised 
the President. In the critical days be- 
tyvecn April 25 and April 28, these offi- 
cial sent the President exaggerated re- 
ports of the danger of a Communist take- 
over in Santo Domingo‘and, on the basis 
of these, recommended U.S. massive mil- 
itary intervention. It {s not at all 
Ciffi ult to understand why, on the basis 
of such advice, the President made the 


o: ions that he made. 
© vorwh. Underlying the bad advice 
and unw.ie actions of the United States 


wis ile fear of another Cuba, The spec~ 
ter of a second Communist state in the 
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Western Hemisphere—and its probable 
repercussions within the United States 
and possible effects on the carecrs of 
those who might be held responsible— 
seems to have been the most. important 
single factor in distorting the judgment 
of otherwise sensible and coranctent 
men, 

I turn now to some broader and long- 
term implications of the Dominican 
tragedy, first to some considerations 
relating to the Organization of Ameri- 
can States and its charter, then to the 
problem of reaction and revolution in 
Latin America, finally to a suggestion for 
a freer and, I believe, healthier relation~ 
ship between the United States and 
Latin America. 

Article 15 of the Charter of the Orga- 
nization of American States says that: 

No state or group of states has the right 
t intervene, directly or indirectly, for any 
reason whatever, in the internal or external 
affairs of any other state. 


Article 17 states that: 

e territory of a state is inviolable; it 
may not be the object, even temporarily, of 
military occupation or of other measures of 
force taken by another state, directly or 
indirectly, on any grounds whatever. 


These clauses are not ambiguous. 
They mean that, with one exception to be 
noted, all forms of forcible intervention 
are absolutely prohibited among the 
American States. It may be that we 
should never have accepted this com- 
mitment at Bogota in 1948; it is obvious 
from all the talk one hears these days 
about the obsoleteness of the principle 
of nonintervention that some U.S. offi- 
cilals regret our commitment to it. The 
fact remains that we are committed to 
it, not partially or temporarily or insofar 
as we find it compatible with our vital 
interests but almost absolutely. It 
represents our word and our bond and 
our willingness to honor the solemn com- 
mitments embodied in a treaty which 
eee by the Senate on August 28, 

There are those who might concede 
the point of law but who would also argue 
that such considerations have to do with 
our ideals rather than our interests and 
are therefore of secondary importance. 
I do not believe that is true. We are 
eurrently fighting a war in Vietnam, 
largely, we are told, because itt would be 
& disaster if the United States failed to 
honor its word and its commitment: the 
matter, we are told, is one of vital na- 
tional interest. I do not see why it is 
any less a matter of vital interest to 
honor a clear and explicit treaty obliga- 
tion in the Americas than it is to honor 
the much more ambiguous and less for- 
mal promises we have made to the South 
Vietnamese. 

The sole exception to the prohibitions 
of articles 15 and 17 is spelled out in 
article 19 of the OAS Charter, which 
states that “measures adopted for the 
maintenance of peace and security in 
accordance with existing treaties do not 
constitute a violation of the principles 
set forth in articles 15 and 17." Article 
6 of the Rio Treaty states: 

if the inviolability or the integrity of the 
territory or the sovereignty or political in- 
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dependence of any American State should be 
affected by an aggression whic! is not an 
armed attack or by an extracor Linental or 
intracontinental conflict, or by any other 
fact or situation that might et darger the 
peace of America, the Organ of Cons iltation 
shall meet tmmediately in order ‘o cr gree on 
the measures which must be take. ix case of 
aggiession to assist the victim of the aggres- 
sion or, in any case, the mearnre, which 
should be taken for the comnon defense 
and for the maintenance of th: peace and 
security of the continent. 


The United States thus hai Icgal re- 
course when the Dominican crisis broke 
on April 24, 1965. We could jave called 
an urgent session of the Council of the 


OAS for the purpose of invol Ing article | 


6 of the Rio Treaty. But we did not do 
so. The administration has argued that 
there was no time to consuli the OAS, 
although there was time to consult—or 
inform—the congressional leadership. 
The United States thus intervened in 
the Dominican Republic unilaterally— 
and illegally. 

Advising the Latin American countrics 
of our action after the fact did not con- 
stitute complHance with the OAS Char- 
ter or the Rio Treaty: nor, inceed, would 
advising them before the fact have con- 
stituted compliance. One does not com- 
ply with the law by notifying interested 
parties in advance of one’s intent to vio- 
late it. Inter-American law requires 
consultation for the purpose of shaping 
& collective decision. Only on the basis 
of advance consultation and agreement 
could we have undertaken a legal inter- 
vention in the Dominican Republic. 

It is possible, had we undertaken such 
consultations, that our Latir. American 
partners would have delayed a decision; 
it is possible that they would have re- 
fused to authorize collectiv. interven- 
tion. My own feeling is that. the situa- 
tion in any case did not just fy military 
intervention except for the bmited pur- 
pose of evacuating U.S, citizens and 
other foreigners, but even t it seemed 
to us that it did, we shoul: not have 
undertaken it without the ac vance con- 
sent of our Latin American allies. We 
should not have done so because the 
word and the honor of the United States 
were at stake just as much—at least as 
much-—in the Dominican crisis as they 
are in Vietnam and Korea and Berlin 
and all the places around the globe 
which we have committed curselves to 
defend. 

There is another important reason for 
compliance with the law. The United 
States Is a conservative power in the 
world in the sense that most of its vital 
interests are served by stability and 
order. Law is the essential foundation 
of stability and order both within socic- 
ties and in international relations. A 
great conference is taking place here in 
Washington this week on the subject, 
World Peace Through Law. As a con- 
servative power the United States has 2 
vital interest in upholding and expanding 
the reign of law in interna'ional reln- 
tions. Insofar as international law is 
observed, it provides us wi:h stability 
and order and with a means of predicting 
the behavior of those with whom we have 
reciprocal legal chligations. When we 
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fol. ic thie Jaw ourselves, whatever short 
ON advaniovs may be gained, we are 
iously encouraging others to violate 

the Inw?: we thus encourage disorder and 
instability and ticreby do incalculable 
damage to our own long term interests.’ 

There are those who defend U.S. uni- 
iateial intervention in the Dominican 
Republic on the ground that the princi- | 
ple of nonintervention as spelled out in 
the OAS Charter is obsolete. The argu- 
ment is unfortunate on two grounds. 
First, the contention of obsoleteness jus- 
“fies an effort to bring about changes in 
the OAS Charter by due process of law, 
but it does not justify violation of the 
Charter. Second, the view that the prin- 
ciple of nonintervention is obsolete is one 
hold by ccrtain U.S. officials; most Latin 
Amerivans would argue that, far from 
peing obsolete, the principle of nonin- 
tervenition was and remains the heart. 
and core of the inter-American system. 
Insofa,: as it is honored, it provided them 
with something that many in the United-— 
States find it hard to believe they could 
suppose they need: protection from the 
United States. — 

Many North Americans seem to be- 
Neve that, while the United States does 
indeed participate in Latin American af- 
fairs from time to time, sometimes by 


forec, it is done with the best of inten- 
- tion:, usually indeed to protect the Latin 
Americans from intervention by some- 
body else, and therefore cannot really be 


cons dered intervention. The trouble 
_vuth this point of view is that it Is not 
ar:-d by our neighbors to the south. 
wfos ¢f them do think they need protec~ 
tical .rvm the United States and the his- 
tory of the Monroe Doctrine and the 
“Roosevilt corollary” suggest that their 
fears are not entirely without founda- 
tion. “ood Intentions” are not a very 
scum? Lasis fo. judging the fulfillment 
ov cudactual obligations. Just about . 
e@eryboiy, inchiding the Communists, | 
believes in his own “good intentions,” It 
is < wuighly subjective criterion of na- 
tional behavior and has no more than a 
eharice’ velationship to good results. 
With whetever justice or lack of it, many 
Latin Americans are afraid of the United 
States; however much it may hurt our 
feclings, vhey piefer to have their secu- 
rity besed on some more objective stand- 
ard than the good intentions of the 
Unitec. States. 

The standard on which they rely most 
heavily is the principle of noninterven- 
tion, however obsolete it may seem ta 
certain U.S. officials, it remains vital and 
oertinent in Latin America. When we 
violate it, we are not overriding the mere 
Jetter of the law; we are violating what 
to Latin Americans is its vital heart and 
core. 

T..c inter-American system is rooted 
in an implicit contract between the Latin 
American countries and the United 
Staics. In return for our promise not to 
interfere in their internal affairs they 
have .ccepted a role as members of our 

sphere” and to support, or at least not 
lp obstruct, our global policies. In the 
Dominican Republic we violated our part 
of the bargain; it remains to be seen 
whether Latin Americans will now feel 
free to violate theirs. 
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In the eyes of educated, energctic and 
patriotic young Latin Americans—which 
is to say, the generation that v7ill] make 
or break the Alliance for Progress—the 
United States committed a worse offense 
in the Dominican Republic than just in- 
tervention; it intervened ayainst social 
revolution and in support, at least tem~ 
porarily, of a corrupt, reactionarv milt- 
tary oligarchy. 

It is not possible at present to assess 
the depth and extent of disillusion with 
the United States cn the part of demo- 
crats and reformers in Latin America. I 
myself think that it is deep and wide- 
spread. Nor am I reassured by assertions 
on the part of administration officials 
that a number of Latin American govern- 
ments have secretly expressed sympathy 
for our actions in the Dominican Repub- 
lic while explaining that of course they 
could not be expected to support us 
openly. Why cannot they support us 
openly, unless it is because their sym- 
pathy does not represent the views of 
their own people and they do not dare to 
express it openly? In fact, real en- 
thusiasm for our Dominican venture has 
been confined largely to military dicta- 
tors and ruling oligarchies. 

The tragedy of Santo Domingo is that 

@ policy that purported to defeat com-~- 
munism in the short run is more likely 
to have the effect of promoting it in the 
long run. ‘Intervention in the Dominican 
Republic has alienated—temporarily or 
permanently, depending on cur future 
policies—our real friends in Latin Amer- 
ica. These, broadly, are the people of the 
democratic left—the Christian. and social 
democrats in a number of countries, the 
APRA Party in Peru, the Accion Demo- 
cratica Party in Venezuela, and their kin- 
dred spirits throughout the hemisphere. 
By our intervention on the side of a cor- 
rupt military oligarchy in the Dominican 
Republic, we have embarrassed before 
their own people the democratic re~- 
formers whe have counseled trust and 
partnership with the United States. We 
have lent credence to the idea that the 
United States is the enemy of social revo- 
lution in Latin America and that the only 
choice Latin Americans have is between 
commynism and reaction. 
. If those are the available alternatives, 
if there is no democratic left as a third 
option, then there is no doubt of the 
choice that honest and patriotic Latin 
Americans will make: they will choose 
communism, not because they want it but 
because U.S. policy will have foreclosed 
all other avenues of social revolution and, 
indeed, all other possibilities except the 
perpetuation of rule by military juntas 
and economic oligarchies. 

The dominant force in Latin America 
is the aspiration. of increasing numbers 
of people to personal and national dig- 
nity. In the minds of the rising gen- 
eration there are two principle threats to 
that aspiration—-reaction at home and 
domination from abroac. As a result of 
its Dominican actions the United States 
has allowed itself to become associated 
with both. We have thereby offended 
the dignity and self-respect of young and 
idealistic Latin Amcricans who must now 
wonder whether the United States will 
one day intervene against social revolu- 
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tions in their own countries, y hether ons 
day they will find themselves facing U.S, 
marines across barricades in their own 
home towns. 

I, myself, am sure, as I know President 
Johnson and, indeed, most U.S. citizens 
are sure, that ow country °s not now 
and will not become the enemy of social 
revolution in Latin America. We have 
made a mistake in the Dominican Re- 
public, as we did at the Bay of Pigs in 
1961, but a single misjudgme:1t Goes not 
constitute a doctrine for the conduct 
of future policy and we reinain dedi- 
cated to the goals of the Alliance for 
Progress. 

We know this ourselves but it remains 
to convince our true friends in Latin 
America that their social revolutions 
will have our sympathy and support. It 
will not be easy to do so, because our in. 
tervention in Santo Domingo shook if it 
did not shatter a confidence in the 
United States that had been built up over 
30 years since the liquidation of the 
Caribbean protectorates and the initia- 
tion of the “good neighbor policy.” 

It will be difficult but it can be done. 
President Johnson took a positive step 
on the long road back in his statement 
of rededication to the Alliance for Prog- 
ress to the Latin American Ambassadors 
on August 17. It remains for us to elimi- 
nate the ambiguity between the anti- 
revolutionary approach symbolized by 
Project Camelot and the preoccupation 
with problems of counterins irgency cn 
the one hand and the creative approach 


.of the Alliance for Progress on the other, 


If we do this—and I am both sure that 
we can and reasonabiy hopeful that we 
will—then I think that the Dominican 
affair will be relegated in history to the 
status of a single unhappy episode on the 
long road toward the forginz of a new 
and creative and dignified i1elationship 
between the United States and Latin 
America, 

In conclusion, I suggest tha: a new and 
healthier relationship between the 
United States and Latin America must 
be a freer relationship than tha’ of the 
past. 

The United States is a world power 
with world responsibilities ai J to it the 
inter-American system repre: 2nts a sen~ 
sible way of maintaining law and order 
in the region closest to the Ur ited States. 
To the extent that it function: as ve want 
it to function, one of the inte '~A nerican 
system’s important advantag>s is that it 
stabilizes relations within the western 
hemisphere and thus frees the United 
States to act on its worldwic.e responsi- 
bilities. 

To Latin Americans, on the: other 
hand, the inter-American sytem is pao- 
litically and psychologically ccnfining. 
It has the effect, so to speak. of cooping 
them up in the western hemisphere, 
giving them the feeling that there is no 
way to break out of the usuelly well-in- 
tentioned but often stifling embrace of 
the United States. In their hearts, I 
have no doubt, most Latin Americans 
would like to be free of us, just as a son 
or daughter coming of age wishes to be 
free of an over-protective parent. A 
great many of those Latin Ariericans for 
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whom Castro still has some appeal—and 
ome ure how more, T would guess, than 
. .. &e lust April 26-—are attracted not, I 
feei. because they are infatuated with 
esammimism, but because Cuba, albeit at 
the price of almost complete depeudcnucy 
on the Soviet Union, has broken out of 
the orbit of the United States. 

Ts is the nature of things that small 
n.ui.ons do not live comfortably in the 
soodow of large and powerful nations, 
revirdiess of whether the latter are 
henevolent or overbearing. Belgium has 
always been uncomfortable about Ger- 
nuviy and France; Ireland has never 
been able to work up much affection for 


Great Britain. And in recent years. 


some of the Eastern European govern- 
ments have demonstrated that, despite 
the Communist ideology which they 
share with the Soviet Union, they still 
wish to free themselves as much as they 
can and as much as they dare from the 
overbearing power of Russia. It is natu- 
ral and inevitable that Latin American 
countries should have some of the same 
feclings toward the United States. 

Perhaps, then, the foremost immediate 
requirement for a new and more friendly 
relationship between Latin America and 
the United States in the long run is not 
closer ties and new institutional bonds 
but. a loosening of existing ties and in- 
stitutional bonds. It is an established 
psychological principle—or, for that 
matter, just common sense—that the 
strongest and most viable personal bonds 
“re those which are voluntary, a volun- 

4 bond being, by definition, an ar- 
rangement which one is free to enter 
or not to enter. I do not see why the 
same principle should not operate in 
relations between nations. If it does, 
it would follow that the first step toward 
stronger ties between Latin America and 
the United States would be the creation 
of a situation in which Latin American 
countries would be !ee, and would feel 
free, to maintain or sever existing ties as 
they sec fit and, perhaps more important, 
to establish new arrangements, both 
among thernselves and with nations out- 
s de the hemisphere, in which the United 
Siates would not participate. 

President Frei of Chile has taken an 
initlative to this end. He has visited 
furepean leaders and apparently indl- 
eated that his Christian Democratic 
Governrient is interested in establishing 
new political, economic, and cultural 
links with European countries. For the 
reasons suggested, T think this is an in- 
telhzent and constructive step. 

I think further that it would be a fine 
thing if Latin American countries were 
to undertake a program of their own for 
“pbuilding bridges” to the world beyond 
the westcrn hemisphere—to Europe and 
Asia and Africa, and to the Communist 
countries if they wish. Such relation- 
ships, to be sure, would involve a Joosen~ 
ing of tirs to the United States in the 
jimmediate future, bub in the Jong run, I 
fcol sure, they would make for both hap- 

ler and stronrer bonds with the United 
Fiates-—heppler because they would be 
fre:, stronger because they would be 
dignified and sclf-respecting as they 
never had been before. 
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Mr. CLARK. Mr, President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. FULBRIGHT, I yield. 

Mr, CLARK. Mr. President, I should 
like to express my complete accord with 
the position taken by the Senator in his 
most interesting and very impuitant 
speech about the Dominican Republic 
and the events which have taken piace 
there. 

It has been my privilege as a junior 
member of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to sit through most of the 
hearings which have been held on the 
Dominican Republic and to read that 
part of the testimony which I did not 
actually hear. 

I believe that this speech is overdue, 
sound, and wise. I hope that it will be 
given great effect by the policymakers of 
the executive branch of our Government. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. Mr. President, I 
thank the Senator very much for his 
comment, 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Mr. Presi- 
dent, the Senator from Arkansas is cer- 
tainly entitled to his opinion with regard 
to the action of the President of the 
United States, as are all Senators. How- 
ever, I should like to say as a member 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
I do not believe the Senator from Arkan- 
sas’ remarks reflect the sentiment of 
that committee on this matter. The 
members of the committee were invited 
by the President to give him advice on 
the decision to send American troops to 
the Dominican Republic, That is true 
of the distinguished chairman of the 
committee also. When that decision 
was made, not one dissenting volce was 
heard. The Senator was there. He had 


an opportunity to advise the President, 


about what should be done, I believe his 
advice was taken on that occasion. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. I think the Sena- 
tor is mistaken. We were not asked as 
to what action should be taken. We 
were told what had been done. As far 
as we knew, it had been done. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana, That is not 
my impression. My impression is that 
the Senator attended the meeting at the 
White House. He was there. I know I 
was there. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. I was there. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Not one 
American marine had been landed up to 
that time. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. But the decision 
had been made. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. I am not go- 
ing to quote the Senator because that 
was @ secret mecting and much secret 
information was discussed. 

My understanding was that the Presi-~ 
dent—and I say tris with regard to our 
Republican friends also—said certain 
things to indicate that he did not want 
to act until] he hacl consulted with us; 
and the decision had not been made. 

My impression of the matter was that 
the Senator from Arkansas made a sug- 
gestion of what should be done. He can 
use his best judgment on the protocol 
about matters of that sort. But my im- 
pression was, insofar as the Senator's 
suggestion, was concerned that it was 
followed.

So far as I sm concerned, this was

I recall a time, while my fa her was a 
prominent official in Louisia: a fovern~ 
ment, when some people whc could not 
win an election decided to ti ke charge 
and organized an army af the airport. 
The National Guard arrived and the only 
fellow who was injured was ¢ man who 
shot himself with his own shctg3n try- 


ing to get through e barbed wire fence. . 


At another time, in'the city of New 
Orleans, when the police force was un- 
der control of the existing organization, 
which was opposed to our group and 
would not assure our faction an honest 
election count, we called out the Na- 
tional Guard. After awhile we agreed 
on @ procedure to assure a fair election 
and we took out the National Guard. 
We got an honest count. 

On both occasions the man in charre 
of the troops did not have to shcot any- 
body, but he said: 

The best way to be sure you do not have 
to fight is to have enough troops there so 
the opposition will know that they cannot 
defeat you if there is to be fighting. 


That would be my advice to the Presi- 
dent, “Do not send 200 or 200 marincs 
and have them extermina’ed. Send 
enough boys so that if there is a fighu, 
and the opposition will know tha: if they 
start a fight, they will be defzatcd.” 

The Senator had a different icea than 
I did in regard to the Bay o: Pigs. My 
thought about the Bay of Pits was that 
the idea of helping people to go there and 
liberating that island was not a bad 
idea, The only thing was tha, we did not 
send enough people to whip C -stro. 

Xf that were to have beer. dcne, that. 
would have been the time to Jo .t, in my 
judgment, Many people would like to be 
free of Castro’s enslavement on that is- 
land, If the gencral philosophy of the 
Senator's speech had been followed, 
Castro would have taken not only that 
island, but the Dominican Republic, also. 

If we follow the general view that if 
the Communists attempt to take over, 
we ought to do what is within our power 
to keep that from happening, not only 
would we not have lost the Duminican 
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dver have lost Cuba to the Communists. 
“ Suppose President Eisenhower had it 
to do all over again, and he had heard 
one group argue the Fulbright doctrine: 
“Do not interfere; you might be criti- 
cized"; and another group saying, “This 
is a Communist takeover; go on in.” 
Suppose President Eisenhower, sincere, 
anti-Communist, and good man that he 
is, had been confronted with such a 
situation again. 

I believe he would not have taken a 
chance that there would be a Communist 
takeover. He would have gone in. He 
would have resolved the doubt in an ef- 
fort to try to save the people from Com- 
munist subjugation. 

So far as I know—and I believe this is 
correct-—every responsible person who 
had any contact with the matter urged 
the President to do what he did; and the 
President proceeded to do what he 
thought was best, after explaining the 
problem as he saw it. He invited every- 
one, including the distinguished chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions [Mr. Fu.sricurT], to offer advice. 
I had the opportunity to offer my advice. 
My advice was: “If you have any thought 
whatever that this might be a Commu- 


’ nist takeover, please, Mr. President, 


move, because the American people will 
never forgive you if you merely sit here 


~ and watch the Communists take that 


island.” 

_ Mr. SMATHERS. Mr. President, will 
*he Senator yield? . 
’ Myr. LONG of Louisiana. I yield. 

Mr. SMATHERS. I want to associate 
myself with the remarks just made by 
the distinguished Senator from Louisi- 
ana. I am one of those who was privi- 
leged to sit in on the particular meeting 
that has been referred to. There were 
many there from both sides of the aisle. 
As I recall, the distinguished minority 
leader [Mr. Dirksen] was present, as, 
of course, was the distinguished chair- 
man. of the Committee on Foreign Rela-~ 
tions [Mr. Fu.sricut]. I believe the 
overwhelming consensus was that we 
wanted to be certain that the island of 
the Dominican Republic was not lost to 
the Communists. No one was absolutely 
certain as to v.hat was happening. At 
this point there was no time for a study 
by the Foreign Relations Committee or 
any other committee. The country was 
on fire; people were dying; property. was 
being destroyed; Communists were on 
hand and chaos was in charge. Some- 
thing had to be done and it had to be 
done based on the best information then 
available. The President was told by 
our Ambassador, by the representatives 
of the CIA, the Peace Corps, the USIA, 
and the Air Force, the Army, the Ma- 


rines, and the Navy. All spoke with a- 


loud and unanimous voice—and they 
said, “the revolution has been going on 
for 4 days—it is now out of hand and you 
Mr. President must send in troops to 
save lives and property.” It was very 
clear that ut the White House, at that 
time that the overwhelming consensus 
was of the belief that we had better send 
in enovgh forces to make certain that 
jhe indiscriminate shooting and looting 
would be stopped, and thet the Commu- 
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nists would not take over. I do not agree 
that too many troops were sent into the 
Dominican Republic. For that matter, 
I do not believe we are sending too many 
troops to Vietnam. If one argued the 
same philosophy as that expressed by 
the Senator from Arkansas, perhaps he 
could say we are sending too many 
troops to Vietnam, because we are now 
beginning to win there. 

Surely no one would argue that we are 
not supposed to win just because we are 
opposing Communists, and some misled 
liberals who are on their side. We are 
fighting Communists in Vietnam. We 
are having to oppose them-——one way or 
another, all around the world, and for 
e certainty they sought to take over the 
Dominican Republic just as they did 
Cuba, and that was a matter of grave 
concern to us when the President sent 
in our troops to Santo Domingo. I do 
not see anything wrong with that, as the 
distinguished Senator from Louisiana 
has indicated. What is wrong with try- 
ing to save a country from communism? 

We had already lost Cuba to Castro. 
It has been admitted that there were 
only about 12 known Communist leaders 
in Cuba with Castro when he started his 
revolution. He was acclaimed—when he 
started out—the greatest social revolu- 
tionary to come along in modern day. 
I remember when the New York Times 
and other newspapers were writing lyri- 
cal articles about Castro and what a 
great man he was. I recall his appear- 
ance before the American Society of 
Newspaper Publishers and Editors, 
where he was lauded and applauded. I 
also recall when he sat with the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations in the Capi- 


“tol and I asked him, "When are you going 


to have elections?” 

Castro replied, “There is no use in 
having elections, because I will be elected 
over and over again.” 

Castro made that statement in the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
still many thought he was a great demo- 
cratic leader. Castro proved that it was 
not necessary to have a large number of 
Communists present in order to deliver 
8 country to communism. When a coun- 
try like Cuba falls to communism it costs 
us hundreds of lives and millions of 
dollars. So we could not afford to take a 
chance in the Dominican Republic. 

I do not understand the philosophy of 
the Senator from Arkansas in this re- 
spect. I have the greatest affection and 
highest respect for my former chairman, 
the Senator from Arkansas [Mr. Fot- 
BRIGHT], but I do not understand, for the 
life of me, what the objection is to send- 
ing enough troops to the Dominican Re- 
public to do the job, or even perhaps 
sending 200 or 300 more. The job was 
done. The country has not been lost. It 
is today moving in the direction of estab- 
Ushing a constitutional government, so 
that, hopefully, constitutional rights will 
be in the near future preserved. 

I again totally associate myself with 
the remarks of the distinguished Senator 
from Louisiana. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Mr. Presi- 
dent, if it could be done as the Senator 
from Arkansas proposes, I would much 
prefer to treat the Communists with 
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Christian fellowship, love, and truth, 
without having to resort to violence. A 
number of fine people, such as Cardinal 
Mindszenty, used that approach, but di 
not get fair with it. If we are to keep 
the Communisis from taking over, we 
cannot rely on them to tell tre truth; we 
cannot rely on them to admit that they 
are Communists; we cannot rely on their 
regime not to murder and exterminate 
people who do not agree with commu- 
nism, 

I would be willing to take a chance on 
meeting Communists in free elections. 
Why will they not agree to free elec- 
tions? They will not agree to them here 
or anywhere else. About the only time 
Communists are willing to atree to free 
elections is when the Comrrunists can- 
not win by force of arms ncr by black- 
mail, assassination, or brute ity. They 
have yet to win their first free election. 

A program of good will, kindness, 
truth, and love they neighbor, while it is 


- fine to be extended toward Communists, 


is never seen coming from the opposite 
direction, toward us. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. Mr. Fresident, to 
try to keep the record straight—and it 
was not my intention to engage in a gen- 
eral, running debate on how much we 
disagree with communism—TI assure the 
Senator from Louisiana thai I em not a 


‘Communist and do not wish to promote 


that system. 

The policies I am talking about in- 
volve a judgment as to whether they do 
or do not promote communism. 

The only election in the Dominican 
Republic that we are told was a. solutely 
free and without any threat, was the one 
that resulted in the election of Mr. Bosch. 
But he was thrown out by a coun. 

The Senator from Louisiana ‘s saying 
that the whole movement of U.5. troops 
was to prevent Communists from taking 
over. At the meeting at the White 
House it is my impression—and TI believe 
the press reports will confirm it-—that we 
were told that the movement was to save 
American lives. Much was said about 
the saving of 1,500 American lives and 
several hundred other lives, It was put 
on the basis of saving innocent people, 
particularly Americans and the nationals 
of other countries. I said i. my speech 
that I thoroughly agreed with that pro- 
posal. 

When a situation endangers the lives 
of people who had nothing to do with the 
occurrence, it is quite proper for us to 
act, That was the theory on which our 
action was based at the meeting. We 
were not told that a Communist take- 
over was in progress. 

I recall asking—-and perhaps someone 
else asked—what the situation was with 
respect to communism. We vere told 
that three individuals had been identified 
as Communists, This is out of several 
thousand who were engaged in the up- 
rising. 

I must say this in all charity to the 
Director of the CIA, who had been sworn 
in that very noon, so he cowd not hrve 
been expected to know whi.t kad taken 
place. He had been the Divector of the 
CIA only about 10 hours, per hars 6 hours. 
I do not blame him at all ior either in- 
advertence or anything else. About a 
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week later, after the situation had been 
reviewed, it was announced that 55 per- 
sons were Cornmunists. 

No one believed that Rafael Molina 
Urena was a Communist. He had heen 
the rresident of ihe Senate under the 
Bosch regime. Under their Constitu- 
tion, as I understand it, since Bosch did 
not return, Molina was what we would 


consider to be the legitimate successor.. 


I understand that that was the process 
of succession. He was designated by the 
party in powcr, the PRD Party, which is 
the only legitimate party which had won 
an election, by 58 percent, in 1962. The 
party was thrown out by a coup, as the 
Senator knows. 

This was an effort to reestablish them- 
selves. The leaders of this revolution 
were not accused of being Communists. 
The Senator is assuming the very fact 
in controversy. The very fact that I 
question is that there was any firm and 
convincing evidence that this was a Com- 
munist takeover, that the revolutionary 
power, the revolutionary movement was 
dominated and controlled by Commu- 
nists. 

We had 13 meetings on this matter. 
To me, there is very little evidence from 
the testimony of administration wit- 
nesses. Every witness was an adminis- 
tration witness except Mufoz-Marin, 


who is certainly no enemy of the admin- 
istration. tie has been a very close friend 
of this uc:cinistration. As the Senator 
knows, he vas a long-time Governor of 


Prerto Rico. There was no serious and 
convincing evidence, or even anything 
close to being convincing evidence, that 
the lenders of the revolution in the be- 
gin.ing were Communists. They were 
members of the PRD Party. They were 
people who wished to reaffirm their claim 
to the presidency. They had been 
thrown out by a coup. 

The Senator assumes that this was a 
Communist takeover. 

Mr. LONG of wouisiana. Mr. Presi- 
dent, I decline to yield further. 

Mr. FULBRIGHT. I raised the point 
in my speech that there was not any evi- 
dence to show that it was a Communist 
plot. I think that it was more likely a 
PRD revolution. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. The Senator 
has failed to distinguish between non- 
Communist liberals who were involved 
there and the hard-core Castro-trained 
Communists who were trained to take 
over, When Castro took over Cuba, 
knowing the experience we have had if 
we had followed the Fulbright doctrine, 
the takeover would have occurred never- 
theless, because many sincere liberals 
were cpposed.to Batista while hard-core 
Communists were prepared to kill the 
Socialist or non-Communist liberals and 
teke the place over. 

That is what they did and they did 
i «as quickly as these honest and sincere 
people who believed in freedom dis- 
eoverent that they had mode a mistake 
anc fallen into a trap. The people dis- 
eovered that it was then too late. They 
could not extricate themselves. Some of 
li.ose people gave up their lives and were 
injured and taken prisoners at the Bay 
of Pigs invasion when they tried to lib- 
e.ate Cuba from Castro. . 
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We had enough information to know 
that the Dominican revolt was a move in 
the direction of communism. This 
country had all the justification that it 
needed to intervene. It had sufficient 
justification to require our going in there 
and protecting our citizens and the citi- 
zens of other countries.° 

Oddly enough, De Gaulle can find more 
reason to criticize our country, a country 
which has defended France more than 
any other country, than any man who 
has ever had a position of great respon- 
sibility and power in the free world. 

Mr. de Gaulle found fault with the 
United States sending troops to a coun- 
try to protect human life. However, De 
Gaulle’s Ambassador rushed down and 
asked that the French Embassy be pro- 
tected by American troops against irre- 
sponsible revolutionaries who were run- 
ning down the corridors with machine- 
guns and killing people. We took it 
upon ourselves to protect innocent peo- 
ple from friendly nations, people who 
were not a party to the revolt at all. 


Mr. FULBRIGHT. There is no ques- 


tion about that. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. The Senator 
suggests something that is inconsistent, 
with respect to this Nation contributing 
troops in this situation. We did not do 
it when Mr. Bosch was run out of there, 

As a practical matter, the President 
was right in taking the position which 
he did in the military coup which in- 


volved Mr. Bosch. It was a fight be-~ 


tween one crowd of anti-Communists 
and another crowd. I do not believe that 
we would have had any iight to go in 
there with troops at that time. However, 
on the other hand, if this were a Com- 
munist takeover, or if it had the possibil- 
ity of being a Communist takeover, if we 
had the information. which we did, that 
a great many hard-core Communist Mos- 
cow-trained or Castro~-trained Commu- 
nists were in there seeking to start a 
revolution and to take charge and take 
over the country, we should have at- 
tempted to frustrate that effort if we 
could. : 

I believe the record shows that every 
person whose advice the President 
sought on Capitol Hill, be he Republi- 
can or Democrat——and if any Senator 
wants to question this statement, he can 
say so—either advised the President to 
go or did not advise him not to go. 

I believe that every single person ad- 
vised the President to go, with the ex- 
ception of the suggestion made by the 
Senator from Arkansas, and, to the best 
of my knowledze, the President followed 
that advice. 

Mr. SMATHERS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. I yield. 

Mr. SMATHERS. Mr. President, the 
Senator from Arkansas talks about his 
recollection with regard to how many 
Communists we thourht were in Santo 
Domingo. It was alla guess. My recol- 
lection is that it was approximately 68. 
And the 58 were Communist leaders. 
Actually nobody had any idea for a cer- 
tainty how many Communists were 
there or how many of the revolutionists 
were on the Communist side. 

At the time that Bosch was thrown out 
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by internal revolution, I do not believe 
that anybody advised the tien President 
of the United States that our p2ople were 
being fired on and that our property was 
being destroyed, nor that we should send 
troops. I do not believe that the then 
Ambassador, nor the Army, nor the Navy. 
nor the CIA, nor the Peace Corps gave 
such advice. Ido not believe that any of 
the péople who, on this April 1965 occa- 
sion, advised the President t::at we necded 
troops there to protect our property and 
the lives of people, advised that we should 
send troops on that oter occasion. 
When Bosch was forced by «1 coup to leave 
Santo Domingo and moe to Puerto 
Rico. 

I believe that it might i3.e said about. 
that meeting at the White F.ouse to which 
we have been making refer :ne:, and { da 
not believe this will violat to any great. 
extent the rules with rega'd :o keeping 
such meetings secret—~thit everybod: 
who was there recalls that \ -hen the Pres- 
ident was advising us as to what he 
was going to do—a teleph :ne call come 
through, the fellow who wa : te iking fror. 
the Dominican Republic said that he was 
at that moment under the takle and the 
bullets were coming through the window 
and surging all around hir. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Bullets were 
whizzing through the window of the 
Embassy by the Ambassaccr, 

Mr. SMATHERS. The tensator fs écr- 
rect. At the very moment of the tele- 
phone conversation, bullet; were coming 
through the window. Whe.tis the Presi-- 
dent supposed to say—“Let us go out and 
reason with these people?” ‘This was no 
time to reason. These people were not in 
a reasoning mood. Something had to be 
done, and the President was advised to 
take a firm and courageous course and he 
took it. 

At that time, we thought that some 
1,560 people were Killed ir the first few 
days. Remember the President did not 
send our troops until the 1: evclution had 
been going on for 4 days. Everybody's 
hindsight is better than their foresighi. 
It may be that there were not 1,560 people 
killed. However, many of them were 
killed, and millions of doilars worth o¢ 
property was destroyed. Our Embass: 
was being fired upon. Other embassies 
were being looted. Thank God our troop; 
finally showed up. 

The Senator from Louisiana has 
pointed out that by virtie cf the faci 
that we had our troops dot.n there, som: 
5,600 people, nationals o. other coun- 
tries, were safely evacuate i. Because of 
the presence of our troops there wns no 
great loss of life. 

If we had delayed; if - e aad hed & 
study; if the President } id vacitiaces, 
hundreds and hundreds c oiher peopic 
would have been killed an! untold dam- 
age would have been do:.e. But most 
importantly that country would b32 in 
the hands of the Communists today. 

One of the significant Lhings that is 
never talked about when ‘e discuss this 
Dominican matter is the Organization o: 
American States, At its fourth inter- 
parliamentary session—in the o.i.cial 
meetings or consultations, the Orva- 
nization of American States directed that 
one of their groups go to Santo Donungo 
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ond roake 2 study. These are Latin peo-~ 

a “co, from the United States—but 

} ac rious comtries of Latin America. 
-ac 4 Gicl OAS greup concluded that 
: ifort of rhe United States did 
Wie ay sensible aid practical thing 
the galt have been done under the cir- 
canis.ances, when he dispatched troops 
to resterc Taw and order, 

Trepeas these are Latins, familiar with 
the arer, the conditions, the people. 
Trey sy aroved the President’s action. 
Ji setc.ns to me that what we ought to 
bo dvins is appiauding the President. 
Than. Goi that most of the people are 
dou, that. The Gallup poll shows that 
&5 percent of the people approve of what 
the Presidant did in Santo Domingo, I 
believe that those people who approve of 
the action of the President are correct. 
And I beleve a majority of the members 
of the Forcign Relations Committee, and 
a majority cf this Sennte believe our 
President acted correctly and courage- 
ous’y. 

Mr, LONG of Loyisiana. Mr. Presi- 
dont, the President had the advice of a 
nine-man American team in Santo Do- 
mingo. The team included those who 
had responsibility, anybody in charge of 
any organization, from the Peace Corps 
up to the Ambassador himself. He had 
the advice of the State Department, and 
the aclvice of his own White House staff, 
which is supposed to be available to him 
for such purpose. Some reference was 
made to the fact that the man from the 
CIA had only heen there a short time. 
“at thet man was a naval admiral, and 

7 was nov merely saying what he 
iamed in 5 days; he was giving the best 
judgment he could based on the advice 
of experts who have been studying such 
problems for many years. 

If those who had responsibility to tell 
us how tc deal with the Communists in 
Santo Comingo, and how to deal with the 
Comnpiticieis in the Dominican Republic, 
and a1 taose people, so far as I know 
unaaimously——and the record will show— 
provided such advice to the President, 
who would say that should be done? 

The Senator said when he was there 
that perhaps he did not advise us not to 
go because he thought the decision had 
been made. That is my understanding. 
My understanding is that the President 
had taken the precaution to do what he 
should have done, that is, to put the car- 
riers in a position so that he would have 
the troops available if the decision was 
made to goin. 

Now he has becn criticized for going in 
with too much, 1 suppose next year he 
will be criticized for going too soon. 

But if we were compelled to move, I 
would want to be able to avoid a com- 
pletc Communist takeover. If we had to 
g0 in, it was belter to go with too much 
too soon than to go with too little too 
late. 

Me. FULBRIGHT. Will the Senator 
yield? 

Mr. LONG of louisiana. Tyield. 

Vir. FULEPRIGHT, On the question of 

; at the record shows, I based my speech 
ef Mon the secords of the hearings before 
tac committee. Many wild rumors were 
published in thz newspapers which our 
own peopie did not confirm. For ex- 


te * 
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ample, the Senator from Florida (Mr. 
SMATHERS] says 1,560 were killed in the 
first 4 days. : 

As of May 8, the Red Cross confirmed 
a count of 150 dead and 605 wounded in 
hostilities. They were not Anericans. 
No American citizens was killed or shot 
or injured until after the Marines were 
landed and the Murines exchanged shots 
with the revolutionists. 

So subsequent events did not confirm 
the advice about the necessity and the 
danger that came from the Embassy. 

Mr. RANDOLPH. Mr. President, a 
parliamentary inquiry. 

Mr, LONG of Louisiana. Mr. Presi- 
dent, I believe I have the floor. 

Mr. RANDOLPH. Mr. President, who 
has the floor? 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. The 
Senator from Louisiana has the floor at 
this moment, unless he will yield for a 
parliamentary inquiry. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. I have not 
yielded, Mr. President. I wish to make 
this statement, and I will try to cut it 
short. 

I know the Senator from Arkansas 
LMr. Fo.sricst) has a responsibility to 
the Senate. He is trying to discharge it. 
I shall try to cooperate with him. 

It is one thing to think about these 
matters, ask for hearings, bring people 
in, see what the record shows, and take 
@ nice vacation and analyze the matter, 

-and come back in a week and say, “I am 
not sure this was necessary at all.” 

But it is quite another thing if the 
-man is there, and shooting is going on, 
and he must move now or it will be too 
late. He cannot stop to figure whether 
315 or 575 or 1,500 people have been 
killed. He must move now. 

It is easy to find fault with the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Senators 
have, and I am sure they will continue 
to do so. 

But one thing we cannot say about 
the man who is President of the United 
States: We cannot say he cannot move. 
I say to the Senate that when hurricane 


* Betsy hit Louisiana last week, the worst 


disaster in our history, I called the Presi- 
dent and said, “Mr. President, the most 
horrible thing that has ever happened 
to Louisiana has just occurred. The 
people ought to sce you and know that 
their Government and their President 
are interested in their welfare. Tt will 
give them the courage to try to hold out 
and try to help themselves, if they just 
know that help is on its way, and that 
they have this great country on their 
side.” 

That man has on his hands the war 
in Vietnam, but he called me and said, 
“Be at the White House in 15 minutes. 
If you are not at the White House in 
15 minutes, I will be on my way to 
Louisiana by myself.” I-got there and 
we went down there, and he told those 
people that all of the redtape would be 
cut, and that help was on its way. 

We are getting help. If I had to 
choose between one man who thinks it 
might not be all that serious, and says, 
“Let us wait and get the report and 
analyze it and think about it a little 
longer,” and the man who says, “Wait 
@ minute; if we do all this, it might be 
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too late,” I think I would take the fellow 
who could move. 

Many battles have been lost by waiting 
to see. The South would be » separatc 
nation today—and I am glad we are 
not--had it not been that a citizen of 
Louisiana, Gen. P. CG. T, Benuresard 
waited until the smoke lifted on the first 
day of the Battle of Shiloh, down in 
Tennessee. 

Had that man had the aggressive in- 
Stincts of our President, he would have 
pushed Grant's army into the ‘Tennessee 
River before General Bucll wus able to 
bring up a whole new Federa? Aimy to 
join the fight. On that occasion, Albert 
Sidney Johnson had bled to death in his 
saddle pressing the attack. W7.1en John- 
son died, and Beauregard four ‘1 himself 
in command, he preferred to h: It the at- 
tack and renew it on the follo ving day. 
By that time Beauregard was j cig two 
Union armies instead of one. 

Had Beauregard possessed tie initia- 
tive of our President, he would have run 
the Union Army into the riv_r on the 
evening of the first day, and instead of 
Grant defeating the Southern army, and 
proceeding to capture one army at Vicks- 
burg and another at Appomattox, Grant 
would have been relicved of duty as an 
incompetent, and Lincoln weuld have 
never found himself a great general. 

But, Mr. President, we have a Presi- 
dent who moved. He moved in the tradi- 
tion of our great country, and in the 
tradition of all great Americar.s, who do 
not believe in waiting until the smoke 
lifts in Santo Domingo or until the dust 
settles in China to do something about 
these things. Mr. President, I thank the 
merciful Lord that our President pos- 
sesses a sense of urgency and that he 
possesses initiative. 

I yield the floor.

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As I approached the hotel, I noted assorted automobiles filled 
with armed youths closing in Fron differant directions, obviously 
headed toward the hotel. Traffic was blocked at the corner of the 
street which leads into the hotel, neople were hiding in their cars

locate someone in charee of the rebels. ‘hen I reached the hotel 
parking lot I began calling out that the nerson who commanded the 
rebels snould order then to cease firing.

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In the hotel Loupe someone who “identif ied hinsere as Dr. Yeara 
Nasser seemed-to be in charge. I asked him what was going on. He 
replied that Bonilla Aybar was in the hotel and they were going to 
find hin. I told him a peaceful evacuation had been agreed to and 
they were not going through the hctel looking for Bonilla until the 
evacuation had been completed. de countered “by saying the firing 
had begun from one of the unper.floors of the hotel. He claimed 
the redels nad not started it. Someone else said the firing had 
been started fron one of the top floors by Dr. Fernando Muniz. I 
replied that I would go through the hotel looking for ‘iuniz, and 
meanwnile the rebels should see to it their men held their: fire.

Col. Heywood said he was on-his way to.Haina (I believe he was going 
out to meet the Ambassador) and if he should encounter anything. at 
all which night make travel appear inadvisable for the women and 
children, he “would immediately turn back to stop the convey. 

I went out again to the hotel to urge that the evacuation be 
carried out as rapidly as possible. It had still not started. There 
seened to be sone question as to when the Navy would reach Haina 
and be ready to start evacuating. I said I thought the women and 

children would be calned more by getting moving than they were going 
to be if they stayed huddled on the floor of the Embassy Room of 
the hotel, that the road to Haina was safe to travel now, but might 
not be later, and that, in any case, the Navy was on its way and 
would provably be in Haina before the convoy. Nost important to me 
was the question in my ind as to how much time the rebels were 
going to allow us. oe Chas o & 

At this point, however, I could not find the Embassy officers 
wno were responsible for getting the convoy loaded, and moving. I 
finally located them in the office of Manuel Lovatén Pittaluga, 
President of the dotel Corperation. Also present were Col. Vinicio 
Fernendez and other rebels. A question seemed to have arisen over 
the nossible evacuation of ‘funiz, who [I learned at that time SG haenes 
to be an American citizen.

‘Ve 
tried to make the voint that we knew of no casualties, but that there was 
a possibility of things getting seriously out of hand. Peovle were 
surging uo and down the corridors at confusion and were throving then= 
selves on the floor whenever there was a burst of firing. "e continued 
to report to the Enbassy and eventually nad the eeprarA talk to tir, 
Connett on the phone.

\) Shortly after the Captain's talk with ifr. Connett, Mr. Ruyle arrived 
and immediately started to talk to the Cantain about the situation. 
Mr. Ruyle then went upstairs to see if “Muniz could be located. The 
sense of panic had notably declined by that time and most of the evacue 
had been gathered in the dining room and night club of the hotel, but 
the members of the "Constitutionalist" force were still very excitec,

This 
was a rather confused period in which people would suddenly dive into 
oren scaces behind a chair, into a telephcne booth or into 2 room, as 
there was occasional shooting outside ~- apparently without reason or 
discipline. Two women went hysterical - I could hear them but didn't 
see them. Mr. Ruyle and Mr. Quintanille (who had been speaking to 
someone over the walkie-talkie) appeared and seemed to be in discussion 
with some of the rebel men. Later I saw Mr. Suyle and one of the rebels 
walling up and down a corridor calling for Dr. Muniz. About this time

The mother started arguing loudly to no availj the cfficer 
just walked away. In the meantime, the rebel soldier met a friend and 
started talking to hin, disregarding the young boy.

The soldier said 
he would do so after this conversation. Since it turned out to be a long 
conversation, the young boy and his mother walked away and disappeared. 


During all this, I walked around continually and tried to make 
myself as useful as I could.

My wife, Jane, and I arrived at che Hotel Embajader at 5:30 a.m. 
She was to be evacuated; I was to assist in the documentation and 
preparation of versons for evacuation. 


By 9:30 a.a., the bulk of the anvroxinately 1,000 neonle nresent 
“at the Embajador had receiv a ‘evacuation cards and were calmly waiting 
on the lawn or in the lobbv. At this cvoint, I noticed a man who I was 
told was Bonilla Aybar carring a tommy-gun and loitering near the 
documentation table. fr, Quintanilla relayed the information to the 
Embassy by radi. Bonilla then disanneared into the crowd arecund the 
lobby and a few seconds afterwards two cars left the premises from 
that direction. It was immossible to verify at that time whether or 
not he was in one of the cars. 
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Approximately 20 ainutes after this had transpired, at about 10:90 

a.em., several onen vehicles full of men razidly anoroached tne front 
of the hotel. The armed men, dressed mostly in khaki uniforms, spread 
quickly into the hotel lobby and onto the lawn I moved from the 

. tocumentation desk on the lawn in the dire ction of the hotel lobby and 
nad just reached the loboy when a commotion in the middle of the lawn 
began. By the time I reached the area, a circle of bystanders was 
gathered around, Several of the armec men had in custody the short, 
stocky man who had been seeking evacuation for the Bonilla fanily. He 
was screaming that he was a United States citizen and waving @ green 
alien registration card. The officer of the armed men was calling for 
a Tepresentative of the United States Embassy. Mr. Willian Serceant 
made his way through the crowd and found himself in the middle of a 
very animated discussion. I located ‘ir, Charles Rice, confirmed that 
the man in question was not entitled to the nrotection of the United 
States Government, and proceeded to scueeze through the crowd in an 
attempt to relay this information to ‘ir. Sergeant and thus extradite 
hin from what appeared to be a very uncomfortable position. Before 
I could reach hin, machine gun fire breke out from one of the windows 
near the downtown side of tne hotel. 
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As might be cxvectec, confusion was everywhere. Peoole dived for 
whatever cover they could find and armed men scrambled among them taking 
up vantage points. I crawled along the wall of the hotel and soon 
reached the lobby where confusion was equally present. The arned men 
were racing around the lobby, cuns at the ready and people were scran- 
bling out of the way. I vaulted the recention desk, asked the switchs 
board operator to contact the Anerican Embassy and nicked up the phone 
at the front desk. It took several minutes for the call to be put

I turned in to the aa teaadag divecey 46 the hotel but by this 
time I could see the situation was bordering on chaos with armed men 
everywhere shouting and waving their guns, I attempted to turn my car 
around but as I got it crossways of the street, a man in civilian attire 
stuck a Browning Automatic fifty caliber rifle in my face and ordered me 
out of the car. When I got out he made me open the trunk. As I got it - 
open, what I think was a 30 caliber machine gun opened up from the third 

- or fourth floor of the hotel, spraying the ground close to my automobile. 
‘I jerked my wife out and had her lay down on the street in back of the 
left front wheel. I had my daughter get down between the seats and I 
lay down behind the back of the left wheel. The man with B.A.R. gun 
laid it across my trunk and began systematically shooting at the ; 
Windows in the house. This brought fire again from the machine gun 
and some of the pubes Ss sictdded under my automobile.

My tine thereafter was spent mostly inside the hotel, in the lobby 
which was packed full of scared people, and on the third floor east (where

who left the hotel leboy to escase the shotim and the armed men. ly 
own family was huddled on the flocr the r@m7 was full of other dependents 
and children from the Embassy who were also on the floor, all trying to 
find safety fron the moradic firing outside dut being aimed at the upper 
floors cf the hotel. From this room I also ctserved the arrival of more 
rebel troops on the far out road leading to the hotel. I also saw them 
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approach the hotel fanned out across the open fields in battle formation. 
T recall remarking that these locked more like regular troops than the 
rebels doing the firing and ror a waient I wondered if they had not 

come to fight the rebels, 


In the lobby of the hotel I observed that the armed men continually 
infiltrated the milling crowd; that some Americans were taking motion 
pictures of the rebels; that one elderly man was on a couch being : 
resuscitated by his wiZe and other relatives after apparently having 
given them some anxious moments; that some American was endeavoring te 
get women and children into the dining roon and the men into the casino 
room to get them out of the lobby, The place was mass confusion, with 
the armed men continually running in and out and every now and then 
there was an inward surge of people from the main entrance as more 
shooting took place outside, I tried to help here and there in any 
way I could but the confused condition prevailed for sometime until 
arrangements were made eventually for the evacuation to start. _ 


“When we Finally did get under way just after noon the convoy moved 
unmolested, with police escort, to the Haina naval base where later in 
the afternoon all evacuees left on U. S. ships or helicopters, 


As far as I know there were no casualties and I saw no one hurt 
during the long ordeal of the day.

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On the morning of April 27, 1965 at approximately 5:45 I arrived 
at Hotel Embajador with my wife and four children, TI had gone to bed 
at about 3:30 that same morning as the night before I had been working 
with my colleagues in the Consular Section informing by telephone a few 
hundred United States citizens first, of possibile evacuation and then 
later that same night, of definite plans for evacuation the following 
morning--April 27,

After arrival at the hotel I was imnediately aqgaged in the pro- 
cessing of United States citizens, dependents and other nationals, 
including Deninicans, for evacuation to United States soil, By 7:30 an. 
there must have been at least 1000 parsons, including women and children, 
gathered in front of the hotel awaiting evacuation, 


At approximately 7:45 a.m, I noticed what appeared to be soldiers, 
armed with automatic weapons and machineguns, They began to enter the 
hotel, I did not pay much attention first because I was too busy with 
my work and secondly because I thought they were soldiers who were sent 
to act as a military escort on our trip to the port of Haina which was 
the point of embarkation for our evacuees, Within minutes I saw crowds 
of armed civilians walking toward us in combat style fron the grounds 
in front of the hotel. As these crowds nilled around in front of the 
hotel, their numbers swelled to at least a hundred. Scme were armed 
with Molotov cocktails carrying one or two in each hand, others were 
armed with autcmatic weapons and machineguns, These pecple appeared 
determined to engirser social strife and violence, 
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Then machinegun and autcmatic weapons were fired, Someone ccrnanded 
that we should all lay out on the ground, which I beliave everySoedy did. 
My wife began screaming, begging them to step the fire in order to give 
the parents a chance to get the children insida the hotel, I do not 
know if her words were heard cr not, but icnediately after her appeal, 
the machinegun fire stopped fer a couple of ainutes and everybedy had 
a chance to rush into the hotel. While we were entaring the hotel 
firing of automatic rifles continued, Once in the hotel the shooting 
continued for approximately 30 to 45 minutes. By this time some woman 
and children were hysterical. The scene was simply pathetic,

Subject: Events of April 27, 1965 


The Minor family, Ainslie, Nancy, and daughters Dorothy and Charlotte, 
arrived at the Embajador Hotel at approximately 6:00 a.m, We stacked our 
luggage on the front lawn to the east of the entrance drive, received 
travel orders and evacuation cards from Enbassy officers, and waited, 
wandering in, out, and around, 


The first unusual incident was the arrival of a man said to be Bonilla 
Aybar, under guard, He went to the consular registration table, which was 
set up on the lawn, relatively close to the hotel, After a brief conversa- 
tion with officers there he turned away, embraced a woman I took to be his 
wife, and went away. I did not see him again. 


At perhaps 8:00 a.m., Nancy and I were in the lobby of the hotel, when 
a few--four or six perhaps--Dominican seldiers entered, armed with various 
types of firearms, calling at for everyone to tine up against the wall, 
We went outside onto the lawn and found our daughters and stayed there for 
a while.

A considerable time later, when the incident seemed over, Mr. Quintanilla 
requested re to go telephona the Del Gigante residence to see what was 
delaying them, I went to the house telephone near the hotel desk, No 
one answered the Del Gigante phone, and I had started back out to so in- 
form Mr. Quintanilla when a much larger group of armed men entered the 
lobby, on the double, People scattered in front of thea. In a very short 
time they ran out the front entrance again, when firing began outside, 
Fron the entrance door I could sea Embassy personnel, and others (in- 
cluding my wife and daughters), lying on the ground taking shelter behind 
suitcases and shrubbery. I started tcward then but retreated to the entry 
when the firing picked up again. The soldiers seemed to be firing to the 
east and southeast, around the corner of the hotel. I was not aware of 
any returning fire, The firing stopped and people began getting up and 
running to take shelter behind cars parxed in front of the hotel. They 
were held there for some tire when firirg was resumed, At last this 
episode ended and people hurried into the hotel lobby, 


AS We were entering, a man came toward us with a sub-machine gun. 
Perhaps inadvertently he pointec it at a Latin American woman running 


just 
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just in front of us, When she began screaming hysterically, he took her 
arm and led her into the lobby. 


Soldiers made us line up along the walls, but were not very firm about 
it and lots of people were wandering around. I was over by the hotel desk 
again when there was another rush of people and I took shelter temporarily 
in the men*s washroom, As soon as I could, I went back to where I had 
left my family. Women and children were being herded into the dining 
rooms, and I could only assume that Nancy and the girls were there, as I 
with other men were then instructed to enter the room opening on the back 
terrace of the hotel, There was a sudden burst of firing and I found 
myself sprawled on the floor against the wall, with someone else sitting 
in my lap. A soldier ripped down the draperies and opened the sliding 
door onto the terrace, but did not fire from there, Shots continued to 
be heard. A soldier explained that they were protecting us from some bad 
men (including one he named from Mexico) who had sneaked into the hotel. 
It is my memory that MAAG officers were participating in the search, or 
at any rate receiving reports on a portable transceiver that one floor 
after another had been searched. 


After firing ceased and tension relaxed, I found the way out into the 
kitchen and into the other dining rooms, where I located my family. From 
here on it was mostly weary waiting. At one point we were instructed to 
be ready to leave the room, but nothing happened, I was informed that 
there was an unfriendly crowd outside and that they were being persuaded 
to leave, Soon thereafter, Mr, McLean went to get the buses, When these 
arrived, everyone exited from the hotel, reclaimed their luggage, and got 
into buses and automobiles, and departed for the embarkation point in

Subject: The Day of the Evacuation 


My fanily and I were taken to the Hotel Enbajador with Mr, Malcoln 
McLean and family. We arrived at the Hotel Enbajador at about 0615, 
Mr. Mclean dropped us off at the staying area and left, We then pro- 
ceeded to locate our baggage in a central area rear a large tree just 
to the left of the main entrance, if one is facing main entrance. My 
wife, Patricia and Beth Hoke stayed with the children and baggage as 
Mrs. MeLean went to the information table. We were given forms to fill 
out, which we did. In the meantine we just hovered near our baggage, 
for it was shady under the tree. ; 


I would say roughly about 0730 I saw four haphazardly attired arny 


men with automatic weapons escorting an individual wearing a large straw 
sonbrero, large colored glasses, a white shirt--tied at the waist, white 
duck trousers, and shod in sandles, A perfect Mexican peon outfit. 

Qnly it was not a peon; it was Bonilla Aybar. I happened to be standing 
in their path. I was more or less forced to give way to them, for they 
were keeping a tight guard on Bonilla Aybar, An individual, who seemed 

to be in charge, went up by the tables at which were seated Mr. Quintanilla 
and Mr. Sargent, The man approached, removing his hat. Bill Sargent arose, 
I could not hear what was said, but through the motions I gathered it had 
soxething to do with whether Bonilla Aybar could be evacuated, I saw 

Bill Sargent shake his head, The man put on his cap, and the men closed 

in on Bonilla Aybar to lead him off, As they passed, I heard Bonilla 

Aybar say "Yo soy cubano,” They all proceeded to get in a car and 

drive off, . 


Shortly after this happened, shots were heard, The shots seem to 
be coning from one of the upper floors of the Hotel above us, There 
suddenly appeared more army with weapons, who were led by an army officer. 
These men began weeding through us and the baggage as though looking for 
someone. Suddenly they surrounded a short, deformed individual. He, 
hotly denying something, suddenly bolted toward the far end of the hotel 
away fron the army group. Suddenly there were several*: quick shots. 
Immediately we pushed the children behind the luggage, and we all hit 
the ground, ‘The next thing I heard was the army officer over a bull horn, 
which he took from one of his men, saying "Don't shoot." We are armed 
forces, There are women and children here,. There are many diplomatic 
people. Then the army officer began to run in the directionthe deformed 
man had taken, In the lull there began the mad scramble of getting the 
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children into the main lobby, No sooner had mest of us gotten into the 
lobpy, when more shots were head, Then a group of army men, nost of 
whee seemed vary younz, began to search the lobby, Then we were told 
to get inte the cassins rocm and the dining r which faced an epea 
terrace. My family and I were herded into the dint Tne army men 
told us to get down by maxing a motion with their weapons at waist ievel, 
We proceeded to make seme kind of protection for the childrea and our- 
selves against the far wall away fraa the open terrace by up-~ending tables, 
I could see that the arny men were searching the back area of the hotel. 
Two army men with automatic weapons were posted at each end of the 
terrace. I really cannot say how long we were in the dining room, 
Someone would pass the word that everything was all right. The arny 

was looking for three man-on the upper floors. Later Colonel Heywood 
came into the dining roon to say everything was over, but to stay where 
we were until the cars could te brought up and the caravan formed. We 
‘kept milling about until we were told to go out to our baggage and get 
into cars, My family, the McCleans and Beth Holk were taken to Haina by 
John Swaliow, We were there only a short time befcre the helicopters 
came and transported us to the Boxer,

On 26 April, I was advised that an evacuation would be effected m 
the following morning for all dependents cesiring to leave the Dominican 


Republic, 


My wife and thirteen year old son were the only dependents of Marine 
Security Guard Personnel, so I decided to have them evacuated,

We were told to be at the Hotel Embajador at 0600 on 27 April for 
processing, : 


I arrived at the Hotel at 0600 aceonpanied by my wife and son, 


We immediately went to werk helping to organize the evacuees, under 
‘the direction of Mr, Quintanilla the officer in charge, outside the —- 
hotel on the front lawn, I was busy helping issue travel orders and 
making announcements on the small P.A. system when a group of approximately 
30 or 40 armed men approached down the driveway leading to the front of 


the hotel, 


These men were not regular Deminican Army troops, Some were in Arny 
uniforms and some in civilian clothing, All were armed, ‘Two had ,22 
cal, rifles with telescopic sights and one man had a shotgun, Most 
were armed with bolt action rifles and Dominican carbines. 


They immediately began searching through the crowd of evacuees as 
if looking for scmeone, 


At this time more men appeared and stationed themselves in the 
parking lot about 30 yards in front of the hotel, 


A group of armed men approached a man standing behind me, pointed 
their weapons at him and started leading’him away, At that time several 
shots were fired from the vicinity of the right side (east) of the hotel, 
A rebel standing on the lawn fired with a pistol over the head of 
the crowd, I started yelling for people to get down on the ground. 
Probably 30 to 40 shots were fired by the rebels out in the parking lot. 
They were shooting over the heads of the evacuees toward an upper story 
of the hotel, I do not know if fire was being returned from the hotel. 
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I was looking for my family when about 8 or 9 rebels ran into the 
hotel waving weapons and started searching for someone, They were 
joined by more a few seconds later, We were told by an English-speaking 
rebel to clear the lobby and move into the Casino, the Embassy Room 
and the dining room. My family and I moved to the rear dining room 
along with approximately 300 others. I stationed myself near the door 
when the sane English-speaking rebel ran into the room and started 
screaming “On the floor” "On the floor," Everyone sat on the floor 
and more rebels entered, The continued to search for someone, 


I asked the English-speaking rebel who they were looking for and 
he didn’t seem to know or wouldn't tell me, His reply was “The man 
we are looking for is very bad. He brought germs to the Dominican 
Republic, He is going to start germ warfare here, We will all get sick 
and die. We have to kill him,” He repeated this several times all 
the while waving an automatic carbine around and pointing it directly 
at those of us who were near the door. 


Firing continued outside the hotel and seemed to be coming from the 
upper floors inside as well, but all evacuees were by this time out 
of the line of fire. . 


The rebels were asked by Mr. Quintanilla and Maj. Hammons if we would 
be allowed to leave for the Port of Haina. We were given permission to 
load the buses and cars, As this word was passed,the evacuees swarmed into 
the lobby and were about to leave the hotel. I was standing on the front 
entrance when I glanced up the driveway, Approaching down the driveway 
were approximately 30 to 40 Dominican Police, The rebels who were 
between the hotel and the Police turned and took up positions fo fight. 
Col, Weyrich, Maj. Hammons, and Cndr, Holmes went out and talked the 
two groups out of "shooting it out” right among the evacuees, The 
Police withdrew, 

We then proceeded to bring the buses around where the people could 
get aboard and after asking several more times they were allowed to get 
their luggage which was still on the front lawn of the hotel. 


All evacuees picked up baggage, loaded aboard buses, cars, and trucks 
and proceeded to the helicopter pad at Haina without further incident, 


The above statement was made approximate ly 40 days after the incident 
eccured. If any mistakes were made it is due to memory. The statement 
is true to the best of my knowledge.

Subject: April 27, 1955, Sheoting Incident at Hotel Embajador 


This memorandum is prepared to record my recollection of the subject 
incident, I have not been able to recall many datails of the occurance 
$o can only provide a sketchy report. 


At the time the incident took place, most of the U.S. personnel 
assembled for evacuation were gathered at the lawn area to the front 
of the east wing of Hotel Enbajador. My wife and I were standing 
near her luggage on the northeast corner of the lawn in front of the 
hotel, While we were waiting for instructions for travelling to 
Haina, a group of irregulars of the rebel forces came running through 
the area and disbursed along the northeast corner borders on the lawn 
area; sone took shelter behind trees, A number of them began firing 
at a target in or near the northeast corner of the hotel, : 


When the firing commenced, most of the U.S. employees and dependents 
lay on the ground to avoid being hit. Some of the irregulars were 
firing frou positions where the U.S. employees and dependents were 
lying on the ground, As I recall, after some firing, part or all the rebel 
group ran around the back of the hotel in an attempt to catch baa persons 
they were after, 


After the shooting incident took place, all the waiting people 
were directed to take refuge inside the hotel where they remained for, 
I would estimate, at least three hours before departing for the Haina 
embarkation point. Shortly after gathering in the hotel lobby a group 
of the rebel irregulars with their guns ready for firing came charging 
through the eccupied areas inside the hotel in pursuit of the persons 
for whom they were looking. 


The only other activity of the rebel group, of which I can remember, 
was their occupying the entrance of the hotel and apparently SCE EohhANS 
entry to and exit fron the hotel,

SUBJECT : Shooting incident near Embassy Santo Domingo 
which interrupted cease fire discussion on 
April 30, 1965 during Dominican crisis 


In Embassy cable number 1212 on April 30 Ambassador Bennett 
reported that about 1:00 pm (Dominican time) the Nuncio 
arrived at the Embassy to talk with the Ambassador about the 
cease fire agreement which the Nuncio said was to have gone 
into effect about 11:45 am. Besides the Ambassador and the 
Nuncio there were present Lt. Col. Subervi, of Dominican 
Air Force; Capt. Hector Conde, Constitutionalist Army; and 
Fausto Caamano Jr., Mediator. The Naval Attache Marine 
Col. Ralph Heywood also attended. The Ambassador also 
reported that "During course of meeting, sniper commenced 
firing at Embassy Building and group had to retire to inner 
chamber for safety". 


You have asked me to add any further details to this report 
which I can recall. At the time I was the Ambassador's 
Staff Assistant and was present throughout the shooting 
incident. When the Nuncio and the other members of the 
group entered the Ambassador's office, Ambassador Bennett 
was talking by phone with Under Secretary Mann in Washington. 
Mr. Mann wanted to keep this connection open while the talks 
went forward in order that the Ambassador might report 
immediately the substance of these talks and discuss what 
our position might be. To keep the line occupied so it 
wouldn't be cut off, Ambassador Bennett asked me to take 

the phone (which was on his desk) and talk with Mr. Crockett 
in Mr. Mann's office. The Ambassador then joined the Nuncio 
and other members of the group on the sofa on the other side 
of the office next to the west side windows. As I recall 
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Mr. Crockett and I were having general conversation about 
nothing in particular when shooting broke out nearby. At 
least some of it was automatic weapons fire and made a lot 


of noise. 


It seemed to be very close to the side windows 


where the Ambassador, the Nuncio and other members of the 
group were seated. They all got up promptly and withdrew 
to a small inner foyer where there is a storage closet and 


the Ambassador's bathroom. 


I told Mr. Crockett what was happening and then explained 
that I was going to leave the phone briefly to close the out- 


side shutters to the front windows. When I returned and 
picked up the phone, Mr. Crockett was apparently explaining 
to someone in the office with him what was happening in 

Santo Domingo. I heard only the end of this conversation and 
as I recall he was saying ... "and the young Foreign Service 
Officer on the other end of the line is under (or behind) 


the desk. 


This wasn't precisely the case, but I didn't try 


to correct his statement. Certainly it was not substantively 
misleading as to the situation at the time. Everyone had 
in fact taken refuge and I was across the room out of the 


way. 


I have no recollection as to how long the firing lasted, 


probably only a few minutes. In any case it stopped shortly 
and the group returned to the office and resumed the talks. 
At some point the Ambassador talked to Mr. Mann again but I 
do not recall clearly whether it was before or after the 


shooting incident. 


There had been a good deal of shooting around the Embassy, 
so we didn't attach much importance to this particular inci- 


dent. No one, to my knowledge, bothered to find out who had 
been shooting at whom. I can imagine, however, that for 
those in Washington it was a vivid experience since they got 
a play by play account as it took place. It may have even 
been possible for Mr. Crockett to hear the firing since we 
had a good connection. Whatever the details of this matter 
it was a valid indication of the conditions existing in 


Santo Domingo then.

Good evening ladies and gentlemen: For two days American forces 
have becn in Santo Domingo in an effort to protect the lives of Americans 
and the nationals of other countries in the face of increasing violence and 
disorder. With the assistance of these American forces, over 2,400 Americans 
and other nationals have been evacuated from the Dominican Republic. We took 
this step when and only when, we were officielly notified by police and military 
officials of the Dominican Republic that they were no longer in a position to 
ora the safety of American and foreign nationals and to preserve law and 
Oraer es 


In the last twenty-four hours violence and disorder have increased. 
There is great danger to the life of foreign nationals and of thousands of 
Dominican citizens, our fellow citizens of this hemisphere. By an outstmding 
effort of mediation the Papal Nuncio has achieved an agreement on a cease -fire 
whieh I have urged all those concerned to take. But this agreement is not now, 
as I speak, being fully respected. The maintenance of the cease-fire is 
essential to the hopes of all for peace and freedom in the Dominican Republic. 

Meanwhile there are signs that people trained outside the Dominican 
Republic are seeking to gain control. Thus, the legitimate aspirations of the 
Dominican people and most of their leaders for progress, democracy and social 
justice are threatened and so are the principles of the Inter-American system. 


The Inter-American system, and its princlpal organ, the Organization 
of American States, have a grave and inmedisahe resicnsibility. It is important 
that peoupt ection be tak:n. I am inzormed zhat a representtive of the OAS 
is leaving Wasaington very shortly for the Dominican Republic. It is very 
important that representntives of the OAS be sert to the Domiriican Republic, 
just as soon as ta; can te sent there, in order 10 streozthen the cease-fire 
and in order to help clei: 9 rord to the resurn of consulcuticosl processes 
and free elections. Los: of tise my mean trat it is too late to preserve 
freedom, which alone can ead ta the establishment of true democracy. This, 

I am sure, is what the people of the Dominican Republic want. Late action, 
or delay, in such a case could mean a failure to accomplish the agreed 
objectives of the American states.

Saturday, April 24 --eight days ago-- while Ambassador Bennett ‘jas 
conferring with the highest officials of your goverment, revolution erupted in 
the Dominican Republic. Elements of the military forces of that country over - 
threw their government. However, the rebels themselves were divided. Some’ 
wanted to restore former President Juan Bosch. Others opposed his Peétacntlonc 
President Bosch, elected after the fall of Trujillo and his assassination, had 
been driven from office by an earlier revolution in the Dominican Republic. 


Those who opposed Mr. Bosch's return formed a military committee in 
an effort to control that country. The others took to the street and they 
began to lead a revolt on behalf of President Bosch. Control and effective 
government dissolved in conflict and confusion. 


Meanwhile the United States was making a constant effort to restore 
peace. From Saturday afternoon onward, our embassy urged a ceasefire, and I 
and all the officials of the American Government worked with every weapon at 
our command to achieve it. 


On Tuesday, the situation of turmoil was presented to the peace 
committee of the Organization of American States. 


On Wednesday, the entire Council of the Organization of American | 
States received a full report from the Dominican Ambassador. 


' Meanwhile, all this time, from Saturday to Wednesday, the danger was 
mounting, Even though we were deeply saddened by bloodshed and violence in a 
close and friendly neighbor, we had no desire to interfere in the affairs of a 
sister Republic.

-I want you know that it is not a light or an easy matter to send our 
American boys to another country, but I do not think that the American people 
expect their President to hesitate or to vacillate in the face of danger just 
because the decision is hard when life is in peril.

The American nations cannot, must not, and will not permit the 
establishment of another communist government in the Western Hemisphere. This 
was the unamimous view of all the American nations when, in January, 1962, they 
declared, and I quote: “The principles of communism are inccewpatible with the 
principles of the Inter-American system." 


Thais is what our beloved President John F. Kennedy meant when, less 
than a week before his death, he told us: "We in this hemisphere must also - 
uge every resource && our commend to prevent the establishment of another Cuba 
in tais hemispaere." 


This is and this wlll be the common action and the common purpose 
of the democratic forces of the hemisphere. For the danger is also a common 
danger, and the principles are common principles. 


(OVER) 
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So we have acted to summon the resources of this entire hemisphere 
to this task. We have sent, on my instructions the night before last, special 
emissaries such as Ambassador Moscoso of Puerto Rico, our very able Ambassador 
Averell Harriman and others to Latin America .to explain the situation, to tell 
them the truth, and to warn them that joint action is necessary. We are in 
contact with such distinguished Latin American statesmen as Romulo Betancourt 
and Jose Figueres. We are seeking their wisdom and their counsel and their 
advice. We have also maintained communication with President Bosch who has 
chosen to remain in Puerto Rico. 


We have been consulting with the Organization of American States and 
our distinguished Aubasaador,than whom there 1s no betters Ambassador Bunker 
has been reporting to them at great length all the actions of this government 
and we have been acting in conformity with their decisions. 


We know that many who ere now in revolt do not seek a communist 
tyranny. We think it is tragic indeed that their high motives have been _ 
misused by & small band of conapirators who receive their directions from 
abroad. To those who fight only for liberty and justice and progress I want 
to join with the Organization of American States in saying in appealing to 
you tonight, to lay dow your arms, and to assure you there is nothing to 
fear. The road is open for you to share in building a Dominican democracy and 
we in America are ready and anxious and willing to help you. Your courage and 
your dedication are qualities which your country and all the hemisphere need 
for the future. You are needed to help shape that future. And neither we nor 
any other nation in this hemisphere can or should take it upon itself to ever 
interfere with the affairs of your country or any other country. We believe 
that change comes and we are glad it does, and it should come through pesceful 
process. But revolution in any country is a matter for that country to deal 
with. It becomes a matter calling for hemispheric action only --repeat-- only 
when the object is the establihement of a communist dictatorship. 


Let me also make clear tonight that we support no single man or 
any single group of men in the Dominican Republic. Our gosl is @ simple one. 
We are there to save the lives of our citizens and to save the lives of all 
people. Our goal in keeping with the great principles of the Inter-American 
system, is to help prevent another communist state in this hemisphere. And 
we would like to do this without bloodshed or witbout large-scale fighting. 


The form and the nature of the free Dominican government, I assure 
you, is solely a matter for the Dominican people, but we do know what kind of 
government we hope to see in the Dominican Republic. For that is carefully 
spelled out in the treaties anid the agreements which make up the fabric of 
the Inter-American system. It is expressed, time and time again, in the 
words of our statesmen and the values and hopes which bind us all together. 


- We hope to see a government freely chosen by the will of all the 
people. 


ee We hope to see a government dedicated to social justice for every 
¢ Zens 


We hope to see a government working, every hour of every day, to 
feeding the hungry, to educating the ignorant, to healing the sick -- 4 
government whose only concern is the progress and the elevation and the 
welfare of all the people. 
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For more than three decades the people of that tragic little island 
suffered under the weight of one of the most brutal and despotic dictatorships 
of the Americas. We enthusiastically supported condemnation of that government 
by the Organization of American States. We joined in applying sanctions and 
when Trujillo was assassinated by his fellow citizens we immediately acted to 
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protect freedom and to prevent a new tyranny and since that time we have 
taken the resources from all of our people at acme sacrifice to many, and 
we have helped them with food and with other resources, with the Peace Corps 
volunteers, with the AID technicians; we have helped them in the effort to 
build a new order of progress. 


How sad it is tonight that a people so long oppressed should once 
again be the targets of the forces of tyranny. Their long misery must weigh 
heavily on the heart of every citizen of this hemisphere. So I think it is 
our mutval responsibility to help the people of the Dominican Republic toward 
the day when they can freely choose the path of liberty and justice and progress. 
This is required of us by the agreements that we are party to and that we have 
signed. This is required of us by the values which bind us together. 


Simon Bolivar once wrote from exile: "The veil has been torn asunder. 
We have already seen the light and it is not our desire to be thrust back into 
the derkness." 


Well, after decades of night the Dominican people have seen & more 
hopeful light and I know that the nations of this hemisphere will not let them 
be thrust back into the darkness. 


And before I leave you, my fellow Americans, I want to say this 
personal word: I know that no American service man wants to kill anyone. 
I know that no American President wants to give an order which brings shooting 
and casualties and death. I want you to know and I want the world to know 
that as long as I am President of this country, we are going to defend ourselves. 
We will defend our soldiers against attackers. We will honor our treaties. We 
will Keep our comaltments. We will defend.our nation against all those who 
seek to destroy not only the United States but every free country of this 
hemisphere. We do not want to bury anyone as I have said so many times before. 
But we do not intend to be buried. 


Thank you. God bless you. Good night. 
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r The Secretary welcomed the opportunity to hear Mr, Betancourt's views on “7 
'..s the serious problems that had arisen in the Dominican Republic. He had heard 
from very reliable sources that the Venezuelan Communist Party planned a stepped- 
up terrorist campaign, to begin around May 4, and directed against the American 
Embassy, its personnel, and American companies such as Sears & Roebuck. Should 
this campaign begin, he wondered if it would be limited to attacking Americans, 
or whether it would also include the Goverment of Venezuela. 
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The situation in downtown Santo Domingo at present was similar to the one 
prevailing on the previous day. It seemed that no single group was in authority 
or control among the rebels. In fact, various factions had their own radio sta- 

__ tions, and seemed to be competing among themselves. The responsible leaders of 
the P.R.D. had either sought asylum or had left the center of the city, and 
extremist groups had come to the fore, urging violence. 


The situation, as seen by the U.S. from the beginning, was not a problem 
of conflict between the forces supporting Juan Bosch, other democratic elements, 
or even the military, since the differences among these groups could be worked 
out. The problem was how to deal with irresponsible groups, who were not heed- 
ing the cease-fire appeal and were sending organized bands of terrorists into 
the center of town. He offered to furnish Mr, Betancourt with the names of some 
of the extremists who had been identified. 
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The Secretary said that a preliminary report had been received from the 
0.A.S. Commission, which had been appalled at the conditions its members saw 
in Santo Domingo. In fact, Colonel Caamano has informed the members that the 
only way they could get into town was in an ambulance; any other vehicles would 
surely be fired upon, They had refused, considering this mode of transportation 
| as| inappropriate for an 0.A.S. group. 


A total of 5,000 people wished to be evacuated from the Republic, added to 
the 3,000 persons from 26 countries who had already been removed. There were 
others who had requested stand-by evacuation. 


The Secretary hoped that the Papal Nuncio, Mr. Mora, and the 0.A.S. Commis- 
sion might establish contact with responsible elements on all sides, to work out 
at least some sort of provisional government arrangement pending elections, 
should the Commission feel this to be the solution. He hoped that in the mean- 
time forces from other American Republics might be sent to the island, thus 
enabling the U.S. to reduce its own forces there. 

’ y 

The Secretary wondered if on the basis of the Dominican experience, it 
might not be advisable to consider the establishment of an inter-American force, 
capable of acting quickly once it received political leadership. 


The Secretary said that the crucial cable was received from the American 
Embassy at 5:15 p.m., and the Marines landed at 7:00 p.m. The hotel and polo 
field where hundreds of Americans and others were waiting to be evacuated was 
threatened with firing; it was difficult to tell what would have happened had 
there been a two-or three-hour delay in the arrival of the troops. A pogrom 
had not been planned, but the lives of these people would have been endangered. 
As soon as the Marines had landed, the U.S. had informed the 0.4.5. representa- 
tives of this fact, and had called for a Council meeting. At the preceding 
0.4.5. Gouncil meeting, the U.S. had not foreseen the necessity of sending in 
troops, this being the position of the American Embassy at that time. At 3:00 
pem., word was received that the military authorities in Santo Domingo had said 
that they were incabable of guaranteeing the safety of the Americans there. 


The situation that arose in Santo Domingo raises a problem affecting the 
entire Hemisphere: what should be done in the case of an upheaval where there 
is or could be external interference, Over the past four years the Hemisphere 
Foreign Ministers had clearly recognized that there was a new form of intervention 
in the Hemisphere, which was the efforts of Communists, Castroites and others to 
subvert established governments. This new approach was not fully understood, even 
in this country, since there had been no analysis of its techniques or methods 
devised to deal with it effectively. 


In Venezuela, for example, it had been dealt with effectively internally, 
and had then been brought before the Foreign Ministers as an international 
problem. What would have happened, for example, had Venezuela been faced with 
a much larger shipment of arms, and had not been able to handle the problem 


with its own resources? / A problem 
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A problem that was a source of great concern to the U.S. was that of ways 
to achieve a democratic and stable government in the Dominican Republic. When 
Juan Bosch was elected, this country hoped that he could lead the Dominican Re- 
public on the road to democracy. However, Mr. Betancourt himself had said during 
his state visit, that he doubted that Bosch would finish even one year in office; 
he had actually lasted only seven months. Speaking privately, no members of the 
present Junta, or Wessin y Wessin, could form a govern- 
ment, since they had no popular support. This was one more reason for the presence 
of American forces, since it did not seem wise to depend on the military . 
elements in the Republic. In this way, the 0.A.S. and other parties would have a 
free hand in exploring ways to bring about a democratic and stable govenment. 


Finally, the Secretary asked for suggestions of persons who might be able to 
bridge the gaps between the various parties, and lead to the formation of a decent 
and stable government. 


Mr. Betancourt said that he understood the problem created by the need for 
evacuatior/ Americans in the’ Dominican Republic. However, the United States had 
committed a serious error; it should have called a meeting of the 0.A.5S., be it 
at midnight or at dawn, to inform the Latin American Ambassadors that Marines 
were on the way and why they were being sent. The Secretary must have realized 
the waves of protest in Latin America because of the belief there that here was 
another case of unilateral intervention, with no collective backing. He recalled 
that even in the dramatic case of the missiles in Cuba, an urgent meeting of the 
0.A.S. had been called, with the result that the quarantine was supported by the 
Latin American governments. A meeting could have been called in this instance, 
to inform the representatives that the Marines were on the way, to avoid Latin 
America being faced with a fait accompli. 


Mr. Betancourt said that the Venezuelan consul in Santo Domingo, a Mr. Mattei, 
was a perceptive and well-informed man. They had spoken on the telephone, and the 
consul had informed him that in the so-called "rebel" or "constitutionalist" 
forces the democratic elements prevailed, and not any Communist groups. It 
would be interesting to compare the consul's information with that in the hands 
of the State Department. 


Mr. Betancourt said that it was true that, during his state visit to the 
U.S. in 1962, he had expressed doubts as to Juan Bosch's ability to head a 
stable government; he considered Bosch to be a democratic and honest man, and 
a great short-story writer, who lacked political acumen. 


Mr. Betancourt was glad to hear that no thought was being given to Wessin 
y Wessin or to any other Trujilloist military leaders of government, since all 
of them had been rejected by the people. / 
He 
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He regretted that he did not know the Dominican scene well enough to sug- 
gest possible leaders, but was confident that responsible persons could be found 
who would preside over elections, perhaps under the supervision of the 0.A.5., 
with free participation by all political groups. 


Mr. Betancourt said that he was to meet shortly with Jose Figueres and 
Luis Munoz Marin, and believed that the three of them could prevail upon Bosch 
not present himself as a candidate again. . 


Mr. Betancourt said that the events that had transpired in the Dominican 
Republic justified the thesis that had been sustained for so long by Venezuela, 
that is, _ de facto regimes were a menace to the Hemisphere. What had hap- 
pened in the Dominican Republic could well take place in Ecuador, Honduras, 
Guatemala, or Bolivia. The 0.A.5. meeting to be held later in the month in 
Rio had to approve a resolution that would prevent coups d'etat. 


Mr. Betancourt said that he personally was strongly in favor of an inter- 
American armed force, similar to the combined forces that had served under 
United Nations command in the Congo and elsewhere. 


One question that was being asked widely in Latin America was why did the 
U.S. find it necessary to send 15,000 troops? 


The Secretary replied that the area to be secured was very large, running 
from the airfield to the port at Haina. In the second place, there was the 
problem of evacuating over 5,000 more people, who were scattered all over the 
country. In the third place, the U.S. had undertaken to provide medical and 
food supplies needed by three and one half million people. There was fear of 
an epidemic, and no machinery existed for distribution of the supplies, a task 
that required a great deal of manpower. Finally, it was hoped that those who 
refused to follow the wase-fire request would realize the hopelessness of thar 
cause, and would stop their military activities, thus greatly reducing casualties. 
The U.S. wanted to be sure to cut down dependence on local military authorities, 
to prevent them from exerting pressure on the OAS Commission in its efforts to 
find a way towards a stable and democratic government. 


On this same morning, several embassies had asked to be included in the 
international security zone. It should be borne in mind that patrolling this 
area was a 2 hour a day job, and the men could not function on this schedule 
for several days in a row. Also, under normal conditions, Santo Domingo re- 
quired a police force of 8,000 men; therefore, under present conditions, more 
men were needed to maintain law and order. 


Mr. Betancourt said that both he and the Government of Venezuela were 
wholeheartedly in favor of any measures that would prevent another Castro in 
the Caribbean. Secondly, he was sure that the U.S. was not going back to the 
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days of the "Big Stick", and that the Marines would not stay long. Whatever 
he had said had been spoken as a friend in commenting on what he considered to 
be the negative aspects of the American action. He was sure that the Marines 
would not spawn another Trujillo, as they had _ during their previous stay 
in the Dominican Republic. 


The Secretary said that it was vital to make a distinction between prevention 
and cure, and not to repeat the mistake that had been made in Cuba, when nothing 
was done about Batista or about Castro and the 17 men who landed with him in Cuba. 
A cure was always more difficult. For example, during the missile crisis, the U.S. 
had estimated that an American invasion of Cuba would cost upward of 50,000 Cuban 
and between 10,000 and 15,000 American casualties. President Kennedy had recognized 
that an action of this sort would leave scars in the Hemisphere that would remain 
for a long time. 


The Secretary said that the U.S. was not suggesting that the P.R.D. was a 
communist party, but he could not help recall Hitler in the Munich beerhall. He 
was sure that the Dominican people did not want a communist government, and no 
one should interfere with their desire to have a democratic government. 


The Secretary concluded by saying that he hoped to keep in touch with 
Mr. Betancourt, and that he valued his advice, especially with regard to any 
suggestions that might help the 0.A.S. Commission to find the basis for a viable 
democratic solution for the Dominican Republic.

Thanks to you for saying that we will not buy peace at the price of losing — 
freedom anywhere, anytime, in the world. Thanks to you for saying that . 
American labor, the champions of freedom here at home, knows that freedoms 
frontiers are today in Viet Nam and the Dominican Republic, where both are 
under attack. 


So thank you for putting first things first, for being leaders of - 
the free America today, for being, even before that, the leaders of America . 
herself, and before I overlook it, I want to thank you for what we did last 
November. 


As citizens you must be proud of the fact that you are the builders 
of America. You know what it is to make something rise with toil and sweat 
and effort. The product of your labor is not just buildings, and not just 3 
homes, and not just monuments. The product of your labor is the face of : 
America itself throughout all of the world. : 
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We have seen that face change many times, you and I. We have worked 
through the darkness in distressing periods. We have worked through the 
depression, or at least wanted to work during the depression. We have worked 
through the challenge of conflict through the prosperity of an uneasy peace. 


We share in the legacy of great American leaders, from Franklin ; 
Delano Roosevelt to John Fitzgerald Kennedy. And I came here this afternoon ‘ 
to pledge to you that together we are going to build an America that Roosevelt 
began, that Harry Truman worked for, and that John Keanedy died for. We are 
going to build a great society where no man or woman is the victim of fear or 
poverty or batred; where every man and woman has a chance for fulfillment, 
& for prosperity, and for hope. That is the direction that you are going. That 
aa is the direction that we are going to continue. And I promise you here today 
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that no one, no group here or in any land, is ever going to stand in our way 
8&6 we march forward. 


There is crisis and conflict in many lands at this hour, and we have 
very great and overpowering responsibilities in a very turbulent worid, but 
we are goitg to fulfill those responsibilities. Let me make this clear. No 
world problem must be allowed to keep us from meeting the needs and the desires 
of our own people. Trouble abroad will never divert us from the task of 
building the great society at home.

I worked last night on some thoughts that I want to incorporate 
when I get the recommendations from your leaders, and from the leaders of the 
Government concerned with your welfare into a message that I will send to 
Congvess in the next few weeks. By the way, while we are talking, I want to: 
make an arrangement with you today, while you are here in person, to realize 
that we don't just send these messages up to Congress to be read. We send 
them up there to be acted upon and voted upon, up or down. And as Andy B. 
Miller plows through the dark corridors of the House Office Building calling 
"wolf" to the White House, I don't want you fellows to run under the bed and 
hide either. 


There are talkers and there are doers. An old man told me the first 
year I was in Washington, which was 34 years ago, and I was inquiring about 
the processes of the Congress, and he said, "Son, there are two kinds of 
congressional horses, the work horse and the show horse." Well, wewant to be 
work horses, and before this Congress, this 89th Congress, closes its first 
session, the work horses are going to estsblishn it as the most productive, 
the most enlightened, the most progressive Congress for all the peofle that - 
ever sat in Washington. 


That is why I came out here this afternoon. I came out here to ask 
your help. I came out here to call upon you to help me do what you have been 
doing so well for more than a half century -- to help build America, in the 
cause of freedom, and the cause of prosperity, build it here and build it 
abroad. 


We have much to be thankful for. We have much to remember. The 
figures for the first quarter, January, February, and March, are just out of 
the typewriter. They show that we have 71,300,000 people working today. That 
is exactly 1,500,000 more than were working this day last year, one year ago. 
The figures out of the typewriter show that wages and salaries amount to 
$347,000,000,000. That is up more than $25,000,000,000. I said up now, not 
down. That is an increase in wages and salaries over last year of 8 percent. 


The corporation profit figures for this quarter are just in, and they 
are running at the rate -- for the end of the quarter -- but they are running 
at the rate of $36,000,000,000 after taxes.

So our employment is up, our wages are up, our business profits 
are up. You just don't know until you talk to the leaders of 114 other nations 
how much you have got to be grateful for; how mich you have got to be proud 
of. 


I have been your President for 17 months. I have met every week with 
the titans of industry and the great corporate leaders of this country. I have 
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met every week with the religious and spiritual leaders of this country, 
ranging from Cardinal Spellman to Billy Graham. I have met every week with 
your leaders, Mr. Hagerty and Joe Keenan and Andy Biemiller, and that great 
statesman, George Meany. They have sat in the Cabinet Roam. They have met 
face to face with each other, and they have met privately in the little 
offices off the corridors. We have started some strikes and we have settled 
some, but I think I can say without peradventure of a doubt that never in 

the history of the Republic has there been more cooperation with any President, 
the 35 men that have preceded me, than the cooperation that I have received 
from labor, from business, from Government. 


The Judicial Branch, the Legislative Branch, the Congrese, headed 
by that great leader, John McCormack, and Mike Mansfield in the Senate, are 
work horses, And the Executive and the Legislative and the Judiciary have 
never, gotten along better, just as the employer and the employee and thelr: «

At approximately 3:30, our Ambassador wired me -- well, he was here 
Saturday, we rushed him back --- on Tuesday we went before the OAS Peace ~ 
Counell and discussed that serious problem. On Wednesday, the Organization 
of American States met and they'talked about the gravity of the situation; 
discussed it thoroughly, and adjourned « eo 


On Wednesday afternnon we were meeting there with what I thought 
was the greatest rroblem that we had on our hands ~- Viet Nam. 


Mr. Rayburn used to say, when these Congressman poured into his 
office every day, the fellow would say, "I have the most ‘important problem 
in be wort He said, "That's what that fellow said that you met going 
out of here. 


I thought this was the most important until I got a cable at 3:16 
saying the Chief of Police, and the governmental authorities, telling us that 
American lives are in danger and we can no longer offer cers Ousnaa eae 
We notified the appropriate people to stand in readiness and we went ahead 
to conclude our conference on Viet Nam. 
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By 5:16 we had another cable that said, "You must land troops 
immediately or blood will run in the streets,: American blood will run in 
the streets." 


And that is the umanimous decision of every man on the American 
team. There are nine of them, one from the Army, one from the Air Force, 
one from the Navy, the Ambassador, one from the USIA, and so forth -- what 
we call a country team, the board of directors in that specific country. 


Well, I said I have a meeting on the balance of payments with a 
bunch of bank.z3 and big businessmen in the next roam. You get the troops 
on the way, and you ask the Congressmen, the leadership y to come to the White 
House and we'll meet at 7 o'clock. That was about 6 o'clock, a little before. 
I went on with my meeting without discussing it. When we met at seven, | 
talking to the leaders, while I was talking. to them, I was handed a note by 
the Chairman of the Jcint Chiefs of Staff which said the Marines have landed. 
That's a great tribute to Bob McNamara and the Joint Chiefs of Steff for 
competence and efficiency, that within an hour they can put men ashore without 
the loss of a single life. a 


No President ever has a problem of doing what is right. I have . 
never known one to occupy this office -- and I have worked with five of them --~ 
that did Boks want to do what is right. The big problem is knowing what is . 
right. But I knew this, this was no time for indecision, or procrastination, 
or vaciliation. The American people hadn't elected their President to ee 
and duck and refuse to face up to the unpleasant. _ 


Since that time we have evacuated 2500 Americans. The Michigan _ 
State University jazz band was down there. We got them home. The brewers)! ¥) 
the brewery people --- I guess they didn't know you were all meeting here in 
Washington, they were having their convention down there, and we got them 
homes: 


There hasn't been a drop of civilian blood shed although five of. our 
Marines have died because of sniper action, and 41 of our boys are wounded. 
We have 5000 nationals from 30 other countries and Americans yet to be 
evacuated from Santo Domingo and all.over the countryside. We will by ee 
have 14,000 Americans there to get that job done. 


I have had the Papal Nuncio send me a cable congratulating us and 
commending us for our assistance. The leaders and ambassadors from many 
countries have told us that the streets would have run red with human blood 
except for the presence of American troops. The representatives of 30 countries, 
six ‘of 3 whose embassies were torn to pieces, are expressing their gratitude, 
but we still have 5000 to get out. We still have the job of feeding 350,000 
people, both the rebels and the loyalists have to eat because we are 
humanitarians and we don't want to starve people to death. We have the 
hospitals and they are running out of their ears. So we have taken some 
of David Dubinsky's mobile hospital units and we are putting them in the 
Dominican Republic to take care of their health. 


We are taking sanitary measures so that a serious epidemic won't 
break out. We have established an international peace zone and asked the 
Organization of American States of these republics to go there and present 
us with some plan for setting up a stable government. 


We covet no territory. We seek no dominion over anyone. All we 
want to do is live in peace and be left alone if they will do it. But if 
they are going to put American lives in danger, where American citizens go 
sea flag goes with them to protect them.

People weren't accustomed to electing 
women to the Senate in those days. The Senators in those days campaigned for 
somebody else and they were a little upset about it, and they were denouncing 
Long for forgetting states' rights and leaving his state and going into 
another state.

All we are in the Daminican Republic for is to preserve freedom and 
to save those people fran conquest. The moment that the Organization of American 
States can present a plan that will bring peace on the island, and permit us 
to evacuate our people, and give us some hope of stability in government, we 
will be the first to come back hame. 


Now, in these times our enemies want to divide us. They want us to 
argue among ourselves. They want us to chew on each other. 
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I read the cables every day and up to the last three weeks they 
have really believed that in Viet Nam the pressure would hecome so great on 
the American President that he would have to pull out. Well, I have had plenty 
of pressure but they don't know the American President. He is not pulling 
out until aggression ceases. But they have that hope. 


So I warn you and I plead of you, if you have any suggestions or 
any views, or any differences, with your President -- and all of you do at 
times, we don't see everything alike or we would all want the same wife. But 
communicate them to me through Uncle Sam, or Western Union, or directly, or 
through your friends. Don't send them through my intelligence bulletin via 
Peking, or Hanoi, or Moscow. 


A great man said, "United we stand; divided we fall." There never 
was a period in our national history when unity. and understanding, perseverence, 
and patriotism would pay larger dividends than it would pay now 


I expect the leaders of the labor workers’ movement in this country 
to come up, punch that time cloch, stay om that shift until we preserve 
democracy for ourselves and for free people all around the globe.

Rebels 
set fire to large warehouses along river on 
15th, Total US casualties to date stand at 
22 dead and 151 wounded.

However, rebels still want 
Rivera, service chiefs, and police chief removed 
first. Meanwhile, Garcia Godoy seems now to 
favor a proposal for getting on with opening of 
the rebel zone without waiting for reintegration; 
plan calls for gradual removal of IAPF check- 
points, accompanied by gradual introduction of 
national police into rebel zone, 


President Garcia Godoy approved a plan for the 
dissolution of the rebel zone in Santo Domingo, 
On 10 October, the police will move into the 
southwest corner of the zone, setting up their 
headquarters from where they will proceed to 
reintegrate rebel police elements. Allowing 
two days for this, the last action will begin on 
October 12 with the cessation of the search at 
check points by IAPF elements and their with- 
drawal from advanced positions. If action is 
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finally taken to dissolve the rebel zone, it will 
be a step toward placating the Dominican 
military. Much will still remain to be done 

to allay its doubts about Garcia Godoy. 


Police made successful entry into rebel zone 
yesterday afternoon. No incidents. However, 
two recently integrated rebel officers badly 
beaten by angry soldiers yesterday morning in 
the Armed Forces Training Center. 


A medium tank company with 116 personnel and 
17 M-48 Al tanks departed for the Dominican 
Republic from Fort Stewart, Georgia.

The rebel zone was demilitarized by the evac- 
uation of 1,225 rebels to a military camp under 
IAPF supervision, No incidents, 


Rebel zone declared demilitarized and the 
IAPF was closing all checkpoints, removing 
barbed wire and barricades. IAPF to fall 
back from LOC to outskirts of city about 
October 25, 


Situation quiet but uneasy. Murder of rightist 
Cabral could lead to further Communist- 
instigated violence against rightists and to 
retaliation on their part. Radio Santo Domingo 
echoing Communist attacks on US, IAPF and 
Dominican military leaders, 


Another crisis may be building as result of 
stalemated military reintegration and failure 
of Garcia Godoy to authorize armed forces to 
enforce new arms collection law. Renewed 
violence (2 dead, several wounded at docks) 
and military moves into the capital (troops 
and tanks to Ozama fortress) are adding to 
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fear and tension. Armed Forces Minister may 
instigate civilian uprising tomorrow to force 
Garcia Godoy to take stronger position against 
Communists.

After many postponements and false starts, 
arms collection began. Collection reported to 
be rather haphazard affair.

Crisis provoked by firing and by attacks on PG 
by a clandestine radio. Pro-rebel government 


ministers claimed military coup imminent; 
Garcia Godoy called for and received IAPF 
protection. Subsequently, negotiations have 
resolved around root problem whether first 
priority should be given to removal of military 
chiefs or to completion of disarmament. 
President and all cabinet have demanded early 
removal of ''insubordinate' chiefs; OAS 
committee is insisting disarmament (complete 
farce to this point) be finished first, In this 
impasse, President has evidenced interest in 
Balaguer formula to send 4 rebel leaders 
including Caamano and Montes Arache, out 

of country at same time as chiefs are replaced ; 
no decision made yet. Meanwhile, tension 
grown heavier with pro-rebels threatening 
general strike today, and with rightist activity 
reported in the Gibso area. Imbert also is 
reportedly maneuvering against PG, despite 
NAVATT efforts to dissuade him. 
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Garcia Godoy closed down Communist news- 
papers and Bosch has moved from the former 
rebel zone, Situation a little better; however, 
National Police have not yet entered zone in 
force as was expected due probably to poor 
police leadership. General Palmer and Alvin 
talked with Rivera Caminero about 'proper 

role of armed forces." Strike did not come off, 
IAPF forces occupied former rebel zone with 
no incidents or casualties, 


IAPF in effective control of Santo Domingo; 
giving provisional government chance to get on 
with meaningful arms collection. Known 
results, however, are zero. Offices of 
Communist parties occupied by IAPF and their 
newspapers closed pursuant to PG order, 
National Police performing only perfunctory 
duties. Pressures still building to remove 
military chiefs soonest; threatening strike to 
this end by government employees. Imbert 
maintaining counterpressure on chiefs to 
move against PG. General Palmer reports 
that chiefs continue to cooperate by avoiding 
rash actions, and that they still confident US 
will not let them down. Chiefs have indicated 
they willing step aside once threat of Com- 
munist take-over quelled. 


Capital quiet, but two small-scale anti-US/OAS 
demonstrations may be sign hard-core elements 
preparing to beef up previously feeble protest 
against IAPF show of force in entering former 
rebel zone. Arms collection has turned up a 
few old shotguns and revolvers. COMDOMREP 
J-2 holds positive proof Caamano involved in 
clandestine radio broadcasts which said Rivera 
and present chiefs responsible for latest crisis. 
Garcia Godoy visited rebel camp with Caamano; 
on departure, President said he intended to ask 
OAS to lift restrictions which prevented anyone 
(except Caamano) from leaving camp.

turned in. Several shooting incidents occurred 
in capital yesterday afternoon, otherwise city 
remains calm. 


Saboteurs burned micro-wave telephone unit 

at the international airport, temporarily inter- 
rupting communications with the city. Air 
operations are not affected, Except for this 
incident, city continues to show signs of 
returning to normal, 
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82nd Airborne began redeployment to Fort 
Bragg of 3rd Bn and 82nd Hq Group. Four 
infantry bns remain, 


Garcia Godoy continues to make gradual pro- 
gress toward stabilizing the country and now 

is beginning to work on basic economic and 

social development plans. Rumors of right- 

wing coup continue, but it is believed that 

the President's recent moves to regain confidence 
of moderates have reduced support for rightist- 
extremist action, 


Phase VI redeployment from the Dominican 
Republic consisting of elements of Hqs, 82nd 
Abn Div, 3/325 Inf and division support units 
completed departure from the Dominican 
Republic this afternoon, A total of 944 per- 
sonnel were redeployed to CONUS by surface 
and air transportation. US forces in the 
Dominican Republic now total 6, 350, 


President Garcia Godoy says he is very satisfied 
with Minister of Defense Rivera Caminero and 
may not replace him. Rivera Caminero believed 
to know of rightist coup plans but refused to 

join them. Scheme of paying bonus for arms 
turn-in has had little results. Santo Domingo 
orderly, 


Rightist civilians in Santiago attempted to form 
anew government early this morning. The 
unexpected presence of IAPF forces near the 
city apparently caused sufficient last-minute 
confusion to defeat their efforts. 


The Dominican military leadership fully 
supported Garcia Godoy prior to and during the 
abortive rightist coup of November 21-22,

Iadies and gentlemen of the Congress, I appreciate very much your 
responding so promptly in coming here this morning. ; 


Tate yesterday afternoon after a series of meetings I concluded fat 
it was iniicated it world be desirable to meet with the six most important 
committees in the Congress dealing with our relations with ofher nations and 
the security of the country. . __ a a 

I am prepared to submit to the Congress very shortly palevatmeetda ion 
Before I do that, howeva, I want to review with you some of my thoughts and 
get your judgment and your counsel and I trust, your cooperation. 


Under existing law. we have transfer authority where we can uge monies 
already authorized and appropriated to meet any unusual needs of the services 
that we might have. I think I need not tell you the developments of the last 
few days,’ thet we do have unusual and unanticipated needs in both the Viet Nam 
theater and the Dominican Republic. We have been called upon to use men' and 
materials-at substantial costs that were not yxeflected in the budget when’ ‘te 
was originally presented to the Congress. Therefore, I am giving serious” 
consideration to asking the Congress to.appropriate at an early date an 
additional $700 million to meet the mounting military needs primarily in 
Viet Nam and such expenses as we have had in the Dominican Republic and that 
we may have in whe Se da to come. 


This ts ‘in no way a routine appropriation. For each member. of 
Congress who supports this request is voting to continue our efforts to. try 
to halt Communist aggression. Each is saying that the Congress and the President 
atand before the world in joint determination that the independence of South 
Viet Nam shall be preserved and that Commmist conquest shall not succeed. ‘ 


In Fiscal 1965 we spent about a billion five hundred million dollars 
to fulfill our then commitments in Southeast Asia. The pace of activity, 
however, has been steadily rising because the aggression has been rising and 
they have stepped up their tempo. The additional funds are needed to make © 
sure that our American boys have not only the best but the most modern supplies 
and equipment in adequate quantities. They are needed to keep an abundant 
inventory of ammunition and other expendables. They are needed to build 
facilities to house and to protect our men and our supplies. I would contemplate 
that the entire $700 million would be used in the present fiscal year between 
now and dune 30. Nor can I guarantee to you this will be the last request as 
things are now developing. If the need expands, I will of course immediately 
again turn to the Congress for help. We must do. whatever must be done to 
 dneute our success. This is the firm and the irrevocable commitment of our 
people and our nation, whatever the risk and whatever the cost. 


I have reviewed the situation in Viet Nam many times with the 
Congress. I have reviewed it many times with the American people, with the 
diplomats of the world and in broadcasts which were reproduced throughout the 
world. South Viet Nam has been attacked by North Viet Nam. It has asked our 
help. We are giving that help, we are giying it because of our cormitments, 
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because of our principles and because we believe that our national interest 
demands it. 


This is not the same kind of aggression which the world has long 
been used to. Instead of the sweep of invading armies there is the steady 
and the deadly attack in the nigbt by guerrilla bands that come without 
warning, that kill people while they sleep. 


In Viet Nam we pursue that same principle which has infused American 
action in the Far East for a quarter of a century. There are those who ask 
why this respensibility should be ours. The answer, I think, is simple. There 
is no one else who can do the job. Cur power alone in the final test can 
stand between expanding Communism and independent Asian nations. 


Thus when India was attasked it looked to us for help and we gave it 
immediately. We believe that Asie should be directed by Asians, but that means 
that each Asian pecples must have the right to find its own way, not that one 
group or one nation should overrun all the others. 


Now make no mistake about it, the aim in Viet Nam is not simply the 
common quest of the sOueby tragic as that would be. It is to show that 
American commitment is worthless and they would like very much to do that, 
and onee they succeed in doing that, the gates are down and the read is open 
to expansion and to endless conquest. Moreover, we are directly coe to 
the defense of South Viet Nam beyond any question. 


In 1954 we signed the Southeast Asia Collective Defense Treaty and 
thattyeaty commited us to act to meet aggression against South Viet Nam. The 
United States Senate was called upon to act upon that treaty. it ratified that 
treaty and that obligation by rollcall vot of & - 1. Less than a year ago, 
the Congress, by an almost unanimous rote, a yote of 5¢2 - 2 said that the 
‘United States was ready to take all necessary steps to meet its obligations 
under that treaty. That resolution in the Congress expressed support for the 
policy of three successive American Presidents to help the people of South 
Viet Nam agsinst attack. Thus, we cannot ard we will net and we must not 
withdraw or be defeated. The stakes are too high, the commitment too ee 
the lessons of history too plain. 


We will not use ow great power in any reckless or casual manner. We 
have no desire whatever to expand that conflict. We will do though what must 
be done and we will do only what must be done. For in the long run there 
can be no military solution to the problems of Viet Nam and we ail realize that. 
We know that we must find some way,somehow, & path to peaceful settlemeat, and 
all the resources and brains of our gevernment are relentlessly pursuing every 
possible alternative. 


Time and time and time again we have worked to open that path. As 
I talk to you this morning our allies are cooperating with us in attempting to 
open that path and find that solution. As I have said to you so many times 
and to the American people likewise, we are ready to talk any tine, anywhere, \ ag 
with any government without conditions. We will go anywhere. We will discuss 
any subject. We will listen courtesously and patiently to any point of ve 
that may offer possibilities of a peaceful solution. 


You don't know how much I regret the necessity for ever issuing an 
order to bomb anything, particularly North Viet Nam. But we began those 
vombings after I had been in the Presidency some 14 months and only when 
patience had been transformed from a virtue into a blunder. Time and time and 
time again, men, women and children ~-~Americans and Vietnamese alike -- were 
bonbed in their villages and their homes while ow forces made no reply. There 
was, Jast Novemeber, an attack on the Dong Hol airfield. There was the 
Christmas Eve bonmblag of the Brinks Hotel in Saigon. There was the February 
attack at 2 o'clock in the morning while our American soldiers slept at Pleiku, 
where 14 dmericans were killed and 269 seriously wounded.

These are just a few examples of their campaign of terror and 
attack. We then decided that it was no longer advisable to stand by with our 
arms folded and see men and women and children murdered and crippled while the 
bases of these aggressors were immune from reply. But we have no desire to 
destroy human life. Our etsacks have all be aimed primarily at strictly military 
targets, not hotels, not movie theaters, not American compounds, not embassy 
buildings. We destroy bridges that are made up of steel and concrete and 
bleed little blood, so it is harder for our adversaries to convey their 
instruments of war from the north to the south. When they get to e bridge that 
is blown up they must unload everything they have and if possible in crossing 
@ swift stream, take their ferries,and load it on a ferry, and try to get it 
across and unload it and load it back again, taking increased time and increased 
effort and slaving down their aggression. We destroy radar stations ~-some ten 
of them-- in order to keep them from spotting our planes and shooting down our 
American pilots. We destroy central depots for the infiltration of men and 
arms to the south, depots that furnish the manpower that attacked Pleiku. We 
patrol trails in an attempt to halt the invaders. We destroy the ammunition 
dumps to prevent the use of explosives against our men and our allies. 


Who among us can feel confident that we should allow our soldiers to 
be killed while the aggressor sits secure in his sanctuary protected by & 
border which he himself has violated a thousand times or more? Well, I do not 
believe that is the view of the American people ard I hope that is not the 
view of the American Congress. 


The bombing is not an end in itself as we all mow. Its purpose is 
to bring us closer to the final day of peace and whenever it will serve the 
interests of peace to do so, we will immediately end it. But let us remember 
when we began the bombings there was no talk of negotiations. There were few 
worldwide cries for peace. Some who now speak loudly were content to permit 
the Americans and the Vietnamese to continue to die and to suffer at the hands 
of terror without protest. ee 
. Our firmness and the actions we have taken in the last few weeks my 
well have already brought us much closer to peace. ; 


The conclusion is plain. We will not surrender. We do not wish to 
engage in a larger conflict. We desire peaceful settlement and reasonable talks. 
Yet the aggression continues, although we have sent the adversaries messages 
of our views day after day. Therefore, I see no choice but to continue the 
course that we are on, filled as it is with peril and uncertainty and cost in 
both money and men. I believe the American people support that course. I | 
belteve they have learned a great lesson of this generation. Wherever we have 
stood firm aggression has ultimately been halted. Peace has ultimately been 
restored and liberty bas been maintained. That was true in Iran; that was true 
in Greece; that was true in Turkey; it was true in the Formosa Straits; that 
was true in Lebanon and it was true in Korea. It was true in the Cuban missile 
crisis and it will be true again in Southeast Asia. : 


Our people do not flinch from sacrifice or risk when the cause of 
freedom demands it, and they have the deep and abiding and true instinct of 
the American people. When our nation is challenged it must respond. When 
freedom is in danger we must face up and stand up to that danger. When we are 
attacked we must not turn tail and run, we must stand and fight. 


I know that the Congress shares these beliefs and I believe the 
people they represent do likewise. 


I do not ask complete approval of every phase and every action of your 
government. I do ask for the support of our basic course. What is that? That 
is resistance to aggression. That is moderation in the use of power. That is 
a& constant search for peace. Nothing will do more to strengthen your country 
in the eyes of the world than the proof of such national unity which an over- 
whelming vote for this appropriation would clearly show. 
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I aswed the Armed Services Committee of both Houses, the Foreign 
Relations and Foreign Affairs Committee and the Appropriations Committee to 
come here. As I said earlier, we can use transfer authority and supply us 
temporarily for these funds. We need them now, we need them tomorrow, we 
need them in the dsys ahead. If there is a genuine unanimity and willingness 
to provide them I should like to submit forthwith a message to Congress asking 
that those learned in ow relations with other nations give careful consideration 
to our recommendation and Appropriation Committees meet and act promptly, if 
that can be done. If it cannot, then we will try to proceed umier the authority 
we have. . ; 


I dislike very much to disrupt your schedule and target dats that you 
have for various bills but I know of nothing that is needed more just now. 
Although the volume of money is not excessive in terms of total military 
appropriations, the volume of information that it will convey is quite important 
and therefor, unless there is serious cbjection with the approval of the Leader- 
ship, I shall seriously consider transmitting to the Congress before the day is 
over, the specifics of an appropriation for $700 million and ask the House to 
go into immediate sessicn if it can, and its committees, and try to report that 
situation as early as possible. 


a _ I have been President now for about 17 months. We have suffered losses eG 
that can never be replaced. But our allies have suffered losses too. In South ~~ 
Viet Nam, that little country of 14 million people has lost more than’ 10,000. my a 
Daring that same time they have killed 25,900 Viet Cong. In the last few days 

it 1s apparent something is taking place there we cannot speak of with certainty, 

but the incidents that the Viet Cong initiate have diminished. The lossés. they 

have suffered have substantially increased. ‘the ‘arfdgance and adventure they 

once displayed has to some degree been curbed. ~ ~~ raced 


.. I hewe considered every alternative that I know to consider. Ihave 
listened to every voice that sought to give me information. é 2, OBE 
who feel that we should take our strategic forces and try to 
enemy and destroy his cities and wipe out his population. We have hoped to 
avold that. There are some who sincerely and genuinely feel we ought to be’ 
out of Southeast Asia altogetherand retire to our own shores,that we really have 

no great interest there, and that we ought to pull out. 


‘That argument would have bad much more force if we had not concluied 
otherwise as a policy of the Congress ani had not’ entered into treaties that 
bound us there, But if our word and our treaties’ in Southeast Asia is no good, 
it is no good in Berlin, and it 1s no good with all the other dozens of nations 
that we have made commitments to and that we are bound to with treaty. “m 


There are those who frequently talk of negotiations and political 
settlement and that they believe this is the course we should pursue, and 50 
do I. When they talk that way I say, welcome to the club. I want to negotiate. 
I would much rather talk than fight and I think everyone would. Bring in who 
you want us to negotiate with. I have searched high and wide and I ama 
reasonably good cowboy and I can't even rope anybody and bring them in who is 
willing to talk and settle this by negotiation. We send them messages through 
allies --one country, two countries, three countries, four or five countries-- 
all have tried to be helpful. The distinguished British citizen, Mr. Walker, 
has been out there and they say we won't even talk to you. All our intelligence 
is unanimous in this one point, that they see no need for negotiation. They 
think they are winning and they have won and why should they sit down and give 
us something and settle with us. 
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So we can't go north and we should't go south and we can't negotiate. 
So what do we do? Well, this is the situation that I inherited. It is the 
policy we decreed in 1954. So with the problem confronting me, they are the 
facts as I see them. I have tried to provide the maximm amount of deterrence 
to aggression with the minimum loss of life to ourselves and to our allies. 
That we will continue to do until samewey, somehow, we find a civilized solution 
and # readiness to eruhange views across the conference table. 
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Now the expenditure is not great in the Domincan Republic, but we 
do have many thousand men there. We do have 5000 people yet to evacuate. 


We were sitting quietly in my little office last Thursday afternoon, 
I believe --Wednesday afternoon maybe -- discussing the logistics involved in 
the Viet Nam situation with Secretary Rusk and Secretary McNamara and a cable 
came from our ambassador who is an experienced man in the Foreign Service for 
20 years, an expert on the Duminican Republic and because he had been there 
before and had tours of duty there we sent him back. He said that he had been 
notified by the governmental authorities and by the police authorities, including 
the chief of police, that American lives were in danger, that they could not 
give them any more protection, that we were on our own and we should aaa! 
take measures to protect them. 


The Ambassador caid this concerns me but I am not prepared at this 
moment to recommend that you take this action, but I do want to alert you end 
see that you have a contingency plan ready. 


We had ~ anticipated difficulty there. The intelligence neers 
each morning indicate difficulties in dozens of spots throughout the world. 
We were due at least one revolution in another country yesterday. It didn 't 
come through but the intelligence reports had indicated it might. Because we 
had that information and because we knew the difficulty and we knew the unsettled 
political condition we asked Ambassador Bennett to come back to the United States 
and he was here when the government was overthrown. We immediately rushed him 
back. This was his cable informing us that he had had official n tification that 
they could no longer guarantee the safety of our people. 


We immediately alerted the forces who had had previous plans and same 
of them hed been working on building them1p and carrying them out, and continued 
our discussions when another wire came in at 5:16, almost two hours later, and 
said there ls firing in the streets, there is great danger to all personriel in 
this area, land the troops immediately to protect our people. It was a rather 
strong and compelling and almost distressed message. Thanks to the expert 
management of Secretary McNamara and the forces under his command we passed 
out an order immediately to land our troops. 


I had to attend a Balance of Payments meeting with some bankers who 
were in town but I asked while I was attending they call the leadership of the 
Congress and they did, and they came to the White House around 7 o'clock. While 
we were talking to them I had a report that our troops bad already landed, — 
showing the speed ald efficiency of that group. 


Since that time we have evacuated approximately 3000 persons. It_ 
has been necessary for a few Marines to go out and take an old lady and her 
little belongings and with a crippled hip, carry her down through the streets 
where the firing is taking place, but we carried 3000 that way without the loss 
of a single civilian up to now. 


There remain 5000 others -1500 Americans and some 3500 other 
nationals. Six or eight of the embassies have been torn up. There has been 
almost constant firing on our American Embassy. As we talked to Ambassador 
Bennett,he said to apparently one of the girls who brought him a cable, he 
said, please get away from the window, that glass is going to cut your head, 
because the glass had been shattered, and we heard the bullets coming through 
the office where he was sitting while talking to us. 


We have sufficient manpower to continue that evacuation and some 
200 are coming out today that we have gathered. We will continue until all 
who will come, will be evacuated. 


In our first meeting that night from 3 o'clock when we got our cable, 
until 7 o'clock when we met with the Congressional Leaders, our intelligence 
indicated that two of the prime leaders in the rebel forces were men with 4 
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long pistory of Communist association and insurrections. One had fought in the 
Spanish Civil War and both had been given detailed lengthy training in operations 
of this type. 


As reports came in as they do every few minutes, it developed there 
were 8 of those who were in the movement that had been trained by Communist 
forees. Alerts were set up and our men continued to ferret out and study 
the organization. Up to yesterday they had the names and addresses and 
experience and numbers and backgrounds of some 58. As those 58 came forward 
and cream began to rise on that crock of milk, they came to the surface and 
took increased leadership in the movement and the leaders and friends of ex- 
President Bosch were more or less shoved in the bacl grou ani stepped aside. 
Our military people outlined a plan and that plan has been consummeted. 


. _ It is our hope that the OAS will, after a visit on the grounds, 
‘come up with recommendations as to an interim government that will not: involve 
either Communism or dictatorship until we can have free elections and self ° 
determination. 


_ On Saturday when the revolution took place, we asked for a ceasefire. 

On the following Tuesday our Assistant Secretary of State in charge of latin 

American Affairs, Mr. Vaughn, met with the Peace Coumittee of the OAS end . 

explained the gravity of that situation. On Wednesday morning, before our ie 
_ intervention Wednesday afternoon, the OAS met and discussed the matter’ thoroughly e 

and in some detail but then adjourned without taking any action. Wednesday’ 

afternoon after getting the 3 o'clock wire and 5 o'clock wire I had no thodge 

but to take action or to sacrifice American lives. 


‘sf _ ‘I took the action and simultaneously notified the OAS again and 
_geked. then to act. .They met. They discussed the matter and then ‘they adjourned 

_ over an extra day. ‘When I° found that out the next morning I asked ‘Secretary 
Rusk and our very able diplomat, Mr. Bunker, to give them an urgent appeal | 
not to stay out of session today but to come back and immediately send some 
delegation there to view the situation. They had agreed to send Secretary 
General Moro and he went that night and the met the next day and debated it 
that day and sent the delegation down there and it is there now. 


ane <b _ We want very much to work and cooperate with them and as soon as 
they have outlined a program for a stable and peaeeful interim government wé 
would hope that we could embrace their suggestions and contribute what ‘we = 
need to contribute along with other nations. ai 


We have sent able emissaries to explain all that I have said to you 
to other countries because a man's judgment is no better than his information 
and there hasn't been full information on this subject. We have indications 
that come of the Latin American countries might perhaps,maybe be willing to 
supply some of their forces to engage in the protection during this period. ; 
We would certainly hope that is true. 


Now that is where we stand. The primary reason for asking you to 
come here this morning is to let you Imow that the situations that confront: 
us had not been planned when we submitted our budget to you, that -our armed 
forces now are in need of 700 million dollars. We are prepared to testify on 
it this afternoon or any time that my meet your pleasure. We would hope that 
you could thoroughly and carefully consider it and with a minimum of difficulty 
and discord say to the rest of the world that we are going to spend every dollar, 
we are going to take every action, we are going to walk the last mile in order 
to see that peace is restored, that the people of not only the Dominican Republic 
but South Viet Nam have the right of self determination and that they cannot 
be gobbled up in the 20th Century and swallowed just because they happen to be 
smaller than same of those whose boundaries adjoin then. 


I think it is well to renember that there are a hundred other 
little nations sitting bere this moment watching what bappers and what the 
outcome is in South Viet Mam and if South Viet Nam can be gobbled up the same 
thing may happen to them. 


Secretary Rusk is here to give you any details on the political 
developments. Secretary McNamara is here to give you any of the details on 
the posture of our troops, the missions they are per?orming. 


I think there is one point I'd like to make before I close. We are 
not the aggressor in the Deminican Republic. Forces came in there and over- 
threw that government and became aligned with evil persons who had been trained 
in overtarowing govermments and in seizing governments and establishing Communist 
control and we have resisted that control and we have sought to protect our 
citizens against what would have taken place. 


Our Ambassador reported that they were marching a former policeman 
down the streets and had threatened to line a hundred up to a wall and turn 
a machine gun loose on them. With reports of that kind, no President can 
stand by. So we resisted their aggression to the extent that,(s.) we protected 
our oWn people, and (b) we hoped that we have exposed whet leadership attempted 
to seize that little land. We have a good many people there. We are trying 
to feed el1 the people. I notice this morning they demanded none of the labels 
have American food on them but some of the people haven't eaten in four days. 


We have from a 1000 to 1500 bodies that are dead in the street and 
possibilities of a serious epidemic breaking out. We are trying to avoid that. 
We have our mobile hospital units that are trying to give treatment to the 
wounded and the casualties who have not yet died. 


We are doing what we can do preserve order yet the sniping is still 
taking place. There are men still standing on rooftops that are shooting at 
not only our own ewbassy but other people and just fortunately none of our 
civilians yet have been killed. But we do have 5000 yet there that must be 
moved individually, one by one, to our ships. 


While we are doing that we optimistically hope and pray that the OAS 
and this Inter-American group can make some satisfactory suggestions. 


If it is agreeable, the Press will excuse themselves now, I would 
like for Secretary Rusk and Secretary McNamara to go into details with some 
of youe

us know what you want. We will respond as we have in the past, and you can 
depend on this. Whatever you want let us know.

WHEREAS ; 


This Tenth Meeting of Consultation at its session on May 1, 1965, 
established a Special Committee composed of five of its members to go to ° 
the Dominican Republic to seek the re-establishment of peace and normal 
conditions in the territory of that republic; 


The abovenentioned resolution requests the governments of the meinber 
states and the Secretary General of the Organization of American States to 
extend their: full csoperation to facilitate the work of the Special Committee; 


The formation of an inter-American force will signify ipso facto the 
transformation of the forces presently in Dominican territory into another 
force that would not be that of one state or of a group of states but that 
of the Organization of American States, an interstatal organization, which 
Organization is charged with the responsibility of interpreting the demo- 
cratic will of its members; 


The American states being under the obligation to provide reciprocal 
assistance to each other, the Organization is under even greater obligation 
to safeguard the principles of the Charter and to do everything possible 
so that in situations such as that prevailing in the Dominican Repudlic 
appropriate measures may be taken leading to the re-establishment of peace 
and normal democratic conditions; 


The Organization of American States being competent to assist the 
member states in the preservation of peace and the re-establishmeat of 
normal democratic conditions, undoubtedly it is also competent to provide 
the means that reality and circumstances require and that prudence coun- 
sels as adequate for the accomplishment of such purposes; and 


The Special Committee that went to the Dominican Republic, in its 


second message to this Meeting of Consultation, advises the formation of 
an inter-American force to achieve the objectives determined by the Meeting,

FIRST REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
OF THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION OF 
MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS - 


I. INTRODUCTION 


On May 1, 1965, the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs adopted a resolution establishing a special committee, composed of 
representatives of five member states: Argentina, Brazil, Colombia, Guatemala, 
and Panama, for the purpose and with the powers set forth by the resolution 
in the following terms: [The Tenth Meeting of Consultation? 


2. Instructs the Committee to go immediately to the city of Santo 
Domingo, to do everything possible to obtain the re~establishment 

of peace and normal conditions, and to give priority to the following 
two functions: ' 


ae To offer its good offices to the Dominican armed groups and 
political groups and to diplomatic representatives for the 
purpose of obtaining urgently: 


i, A cease-fire; and 


ii. The orderly evacuation of the persons who have taken 
asylum in the embassies and of all foreign citizens 
wha desire to leave the Dominican Republic; and 


To carry out an investigation of all aspects of the situation 
in the Dominican Republic that led to the convocation of this 
Meeting; 


3. Requests the Committee to submit a report to the Meeting on the 
progress of its work, including the conclusions and recommendations 
that it may consider appropriate, in the shortest time possible; 


4, Requests the American governments and the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States to extend their full cooperation in 
order to facilitate the work of the Committee; ». . .»

In accordance with the aforementioned resolution of the Tenth Meeting 
of Consultation, and in view of the urzency of the situation in Santo 
Domingo, the Special Committee decided to install itself immediately and 
unanimously elected as its Chairman Ambassador Ricardo M. Colombo, Representa- 
tive of Argentina. The Committee also decided to depart for the capital of 
the Dominican Republic that same night, in order to lose no time in beginning 
its difficult work. It therefore left Washington, D.C. at 5 A.M. on Sunday, 
May 2. 


II, THE SITUATION IN SANTO DOMINGO 


From the moment it arrived in Santo Domingo, the Special Committee was 
deeply moved and saddened at the sight of this city on a war footing. The 
streets were devoid of traffic; all businesses and stores were closed, 
including those selling foods of prime necessity. Also closed were banks 
and government offices, and, in general, the city’s entire normal activity 
had come to a halt. Many refugees and other persons were in asylum in the 
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embassies of the various American countries, and the chiefs of mission of 
these countries personally told us that they were concerned that there were 
no guarantees for the premises of theirrespective missions. Consequently, 
there was an evident lack of security and of authorities having effective 
control of the situation. Public services were nonexistent, including the 
most essential ones of water, electricity, and telephones. The atmosphere 
was one of tragedy, mourning, and real human anguish. Rumors and other 
unverifiable reports were circulated regarding bloody incidents in various 
parts of the city. 


The Special Committee set up its center of activities and its secretariat 
in the Hotel Embajador, and early Sunday afternoon, May 2, it began to make 
conctact with the diplomatic corps and the various authorities and military 
commands existing in the capital, in order to obtain more precise informa- 
tion on what had happened and to achieve a cease-fire, 


TIT, A PRIMARY OBJECTIVE 


The Special Committee unanimously decided to lose no time in taking steps 
to obtain a cease-fire and to comply with the objectives of its mission set 
forth in the resolution of May 1, 1965. 


According to telephone conversations between the Secretary General of 
the Organization and the Pan American Union, as reported in decument 
OEA/Ser.G/V/ C-d-1312 (English) of April 30, 1965, the Papal Nuncio, Dean 
of the Diplomatic Corps in Santo Dimingo, Monsignor Emmanuel Clarizio, was 
in contact with many leaders of all factions. He had spoken to Colonel Benoit 
of the Dominican armed forces, headquartered in San Isidro, and with Colonel 
Caamafio, chief of the "Comando Militar Constitucionalista"; with other groups- 
in the New City, with Mr. José Rafael Molina Uruefia, and with Mr. Juan Bosch, 
the latter in Puerto Rico. 


The Dean of the Diplomatic Corps acted promptly on the anxious request 
of_the Council of the Organization, contained in its cable of April 29,1965 
(OEA/Ser.G/VI/C/INF-571 (English)/, which read: 


To His Excellency Monsignor Smmanuel Clarizio, Papal Nuncio, 
Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, Santo Domingo. 


Deeply disturbed by the intense struggle that has desclated 
the sister Dominican Republic and desirous of preventing a further 
shedding of blood, the Council of the Organization has instructed 
me to convey to you, as Dean of the Diplomatic Corps in that capital, 
and through you to the diplomatic representatives of the American 
republics, to the Dominican authorities, to the political parties 
of whatever tendency, and to the Dominican people, its strong desire 
that all armed action or hostilities be suspended. 
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The Council has requested me to make this humanitarian message 
known, in the assurance that it will be possible for the Dominican 
people to decide their national destinies in peace and with the 
protection of the institutions of the Inter-American System. I 
request that, in view of the urgent circumstances, you advise me as 
soon as possible regarding the situation in the country and the 
prospects for achieving an immediate cease-fire, for the purpose 
of informing the Council of the Organization, which remains attentive 
to the development of events.

On April 30, a preliminary cease-fire agreement between the two conflict~ 
ing factions was negotiated by the Papal Nuncio, dean of the diplomatic corps, 
en the following terms: 


1. /That7 assurance is given to save the lives of all persons, regard- 
less of their ideology or of the faction they are defending, including 
prisoners and asylees. 


2. That an Organization of American States commission shall agree to 
serve aS arbitrator in the conflict. L08A/Ser.G/V/C-d~1312 (English)7 


Nevertheless, in spite of this preliminary agreement signed by the two 
conflicting factions, the situation on the afternoon of May 2 continued very 
serious in the Dominican capital. 


This was the judgment of the Special Committee, and it was shared by 
the dean of the diplomatic corps and by the Ambassadors and Chargés d'Affaires 
of the American states in Santo Domingo. No one in that tortured city had 
any doubt whatsoever that it was essential to conclude another agreement, 
more comprehensive than the earlier cease-fire agreement. The action of 
the Special Committee was hopefully anticipated and willingly accepted by 
all who had been awaiting our arrival. 


The Special Committee thus lost no time in making contact with the two 
conflicting factions, the one in the New City and the one headquartered in 
San Isidro. This was extremely difficult because of the complete lack of 
communications in the city and because the Committee had no guarantee of 
safety in its travel through the streets. Consequently, it had to use a 
U.S. Marine Corps helicopter to go to San Isidro and then ask the dean of 
the diplomatic corps to take the Committee in his car to the New City, 
where it met with the command then headed by Colonel Francisco Caamano. 
These interviews took place on Monday, May 3; it was physically impossible 
to hold them on Sunday night, because in addition to the lack of transporta- 
tion, the capital city had no telephone service, and the interviews had to 
be conducted by emissaries of each of the factions of the strife-ridden city. 
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IV. CONFERZNCES wITH BOTH SIDES 


On Monday morning, May 3, the members of the Special Committee went 
with the dean of the diplomatic corps in his car to the general headquarters 
of the forces under the command of Colonel Francisco Caamafio in the New City. 


All the committee members and the Secretary General of the Organization 
of American States attended the conference. Attending for the command were 
Colonel Francisco Caamafio, Doctor Héctor Aristy, Lieutenant Colonel R. 

Augusto Giménez Herrera, and other individuals, who, with the ones named, 
claimed to represent the "'Comando Militar Constitucionalista," The conference 
began at 11 A.M. and was held in the place designated by that command. The 
meeting was held in a tense atmosphere, and continual firing | could be heard 
through the windows. 


The Special Committee septawsa its terms of reference as set forth in 
the resolution of May 1, 1965, adopted by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation, 
and, manifesting intense concern for the Dominican people, it said that it 
was absolutely necessary to reaffirm the initial cease-fire, which had been 
agreed to but only incompletely carried out. 


Doctor Héctor Aristy explained the position of the command, making the 
following principal points: 


a) The command headed by Colonel Francisco Caamafio complained that 
it had not been consulted regarding the establishment in the city of Santo 
Domingo of a zone guarded by the armed forces of the United States. 


b) ‘ This command believed that the armed forces of the United States 
were constantly expanding this zone and penetrating the city further and 
further. 


c) The command believed, according to Doctor Héctor Aristy's own words, 
that "General Wessin's troops and those of the C.E.F.A." (Training Center of 
the Dominican Armed Forces) "are entering the city close behind the American 
troops," 


a) The command attributed the incidents that had occurred in the last 
few days to snipers of General Wessin's forces. 


e) Above all, the command wanted a clarification and a guaranty regard~ 
ing the zone occupied by the armed forces of the United States. 


The Special Committee immediately made the following explanation to 
Colonel Caamano and to his spokesman: 


a) The zone guarded by the armed forces of the United States was the 
same as the one referred to in the resolution adopted by the Councii of the 
Organization on April 30, 1965 /OZA/Ser.G/V/C-d-1310 (Imglish)/, and had the 
purpose defined in paragraph 2 thereof, which reads as follows: 
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To make an urgent appeal to the same authorities, political 
groupings, and forces on both sides to permit the immediate establish- 
ment of an international neutral zone of refuge, encompassing the 
geographic area of the city of Santo Domingo immediately surrounding 
the embassies of foreign governments, the inviolability of which will 
be respected by all opposing forces and within which nationals of all 
countries will be ziven safehaven, 


b) The aim of the Special Committee was to come to agree with the 
interested parties on a precise demarcation of the zone, including therein 
all the diplomatic missions, in order to prevent incidents due to ignorance 
of its boundaries. 


As spokesman for Colonel Francisco Caamafio and his command, Doctor 
Héctor Aristy raised the question of the establishment of an access or 
communications corridor between the zone and the San Isidro sector, which 
cut the command's forces into two parts. Indeed, on the night of May 2, 
the armed forces of the United States had felt it necessary to establish a 
communications route, using San Juan and Teniente Amado Garcia Streets up to 
the right bridgehead of Juan Pablo Duarte bridge, for the purpose, they said, 
of transporting food, medicine, and provisions from the base at San Isidro 
to the center of the city. 


The Special Committee explained to Doctor Héctor Aristy the reasons | 
that, in their understanding, existed for the establishment of that communica- 
tions route, Doctor Héctor Aristy said that the command he represented 
wanted that corridor or communications route, if maintained, to be under the 
supervision of a military police guard made up of men from its own forces 
and from United States forces. On behalf of the command, he expressed the 
wish that if this proposal were not accepted, then the U.S. armed forces 
should place no personnel other than military police there. 


This request regarding supervision of the corridor or access route was 
also transmitted by the Special Committee to the Ambassador of the United 
States. 


Finally, during the course of this conference on the morning of May 3, 
Doctor H&ctor Aristy, as spokesman for the command headed by Colonel Francisco 
Caamafio, made a specific request: That in no event should the new cease- 
fire agreement or any other agreement sponsored by the Special Committee be 
signed on behalf of the Military Junta led by Colonel Benoit with headquarters 
at San Isidro by any of the following seven generals:

General Belisario Peguero Guerrero 
General Salvador Augusto Montez Guerrero 
General Atila Luna 

General Marco Anibal Rivera Cuesta 
Comodore Rivera Caminero

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The command headed by Colonel Frincisco Caamafio emphatically and 
specifically excluded General vessin y Wessin from any understanding 
whatsoever. 


In the course of the interview Colonel Francisco Caamajfio and his 
companions furnished additional information. The forces of this command 
had taken 500 prisoners of the combat forces of General Wessin y Wessin. 
These prisoners were mainly soldiers and police agents, some of whom, 
according to Colonel Caamafio, wanted to fight in his own units. He had 
opposed this in order that it might not be said that it was on his orders, 
adding that if the Organization of American States wished to take charge 
of those prisoners he would acceed to that. He also reported that the 
same units had captured 21 tanks during the course of the fighting in the 
city of Santo Domingo that occurred on the preceding days. 


Three additional questions were cleared up during this interview with 
Colonel Caamafio: the acceptance by that command of complete protection to 
the embassies, with enlargement of the safety zone sufficiently to include 
the premises of the diplomatic missions in the city of Santo Domingo; 
similar acceptance of the departure of the asylees or refugees in the 
various embassies of that city who wished to leave by their own decision, 
and of the facilities of every kind that should be agreed upon for the 


Special Committee and the International Red Cross for the distribution of 
food, and medicine and the installation of hospital equipment, for the 
Dominican people without distinction of any kind. 


The Special Committee was witness during that interview with the so- 
called "Constitutional Military Command" to one detail that could not pass 
unnoticed. This was the presence of a uniformed person carrying arms, who 
said he was part of the command and who spoke Spanish with a pronounced 
foreign accent. The Secretary General of the Organization of American 
States interrogated him in a loud voice before everyone, asking him: "Who 
are you? What are you doing here? The person replied: "I am André Riviére, 
my nationality is French, I fought in the French army in Indochina, and I 
am working in Santo Domingo. I have joined this command." While he took 
no part in the conversations, Riviére was in the discussion room during the 
time of the interview, and’ the authority with which he gave orders to the 
guards posted at the windows and the door where we were was quite obvious. 
Some information obtained later regarding this soldier was to the effect 
that he was an instructor of frogmen who had arrived in Santo Domingo during 
the Trujillo regime. 


The interview ended with the promise by Colonel Francisco Caamano and 
his companions to accept the mediation of the Special Committee of the 
Tenth Meeting of Consultation, and by the Committee that it would maintain 
the contacts to reach a specific cease-fire agreement after learning the 
conditions and reasons of the Military Junta of Colonel Benoit. 


Meanwhile the situation in the capital was becoming more acute and 
threatening as the afternoon wore on. From both parties reports reached 
the Committee regarding incidents that each attributed to its adversary, 
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and the Chiefs of Mission of the Embessies accredited in Santo Domingo 
were becoming anxious for prompt ratification of the cease-fire. All of 
this gave a decisive character to these conversations. 


The Special Committee, for physical reasons of communication with the 
San Isidro base, was unable to get as far as the headquarters of the Military 
Junta headed by Colonel Pedro Bartolomé Benoit until the night of Monday, 
May 3. That night the Special Committee and the Military Junta held a 
conference attended, on the part of the Junta, by its members: Colonel Pedro 
Bartolomé Benoit, President of the Junta, Colonel Enrique A. Casado Saladin, 
and Navy Captain Olgo M. Santana Carrasco. During the last part of the 
interview, General Wessin y Wessin was present, at the request of the Committee. 


The Special Committee, in the presence of the dean of the divlomatic 
corps and of the Secretary General of the Organization of American 5tates, 
opened the interview in the same way and in the same terms as those used 
with the command of Colonel Caamafio, that is, by reference to the resolution 
of May 1, 1965, of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation and to the concern 
caused to it by the state of the strife in Santo Domingo. 


The Military Junta directed by Colonel Benoit is installed at the base 


of San Isidro, where at the time of our interview a considerable part of the 
United States military force also was located. 


Throughout the interview its President, Colonel Benoit, spoke on behalf 
of the Military Junta, while his two companions remained silent. No other 
officer or person except the members of the Junta was present. 


Colonel Benoit spoke at length of the happenings that befell the Junta 
of Government presided over by Mr. Donald Reid Cabral, and told how the 
insurrection of April 24 had been suddenly shifted from its initial objectives 
to degenerate into the most complete anarchy. The initial authors of the 
military coup against Mr. 2eid Cabral lost control of the movement and were 
without authority and without power of any kind. Therefore, Colonel Benoit 
stated, the movement that was aimed at restoring former President Bosch or, 
failing this, Dr. Rafael Molina Urea to power had failed, but that what 
remained was a Situation fraught with danger and that demanded a prompt solu-~ 
tion. 


Colonel Benoit likewise said he had not wished to order an attack on 
the city of Santo Domingo, where the forces commanded by Colonel Caamano 
were located, out of respect for the lives of innumerable persons, but that 
he had enough forces to do so. Im the same manner, he stated that the jun~ 
ta he headed accepted the security zone,with expansion of it so as to include 
all the diplomatic missions; the measures essential for the protection of 
those missions in santo Domingo with the extension of that zone; and, like- 
wise, cooperation in the distribution of food and medicine and the establish- 
ment of health teams. 
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The Special Committee endeavored to ascertain whether it was true that 
the action of United States military forces in Dominican territory had been 
requested. ‘To this end, during the interview held on the night of Monday, 
May 3, it requested any information on the matter that Colonel Benoit or 
the members of the Junta that he headed could supply. 


Colonel Benoit explained that the deterioration of public order in tne 
city of Santo Domingo, which started on the day that the movement against 
Mr. Reid Cabral began, and the conditions of anarchy and complete disorder 
that prevailed in the capital of the country had led him to request the aid 
of United States armed forces in order to give protection to the diplomatic. 
missions and foreign persons and entities in general. Colonel Benoit added 
that he had received an urgent request from the diplomatic missions for 
protection that he was not able to provide. : 


Colonel Benoit also stated that the request had been made to the United 
States in a note, a copy of which was transmitted later to the Special — 
Committee, which read literally and in full, as follows:

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The result of this interview was a promise made by the Military Junta, 
composed of Colonel Benoit, Colonel Casado Saladin and Navy Captain Santana 
Carrasco, to accept the authority of the Special Committee, primarily for 
the essential and undelayable purpose of obtaining a cease-fire. 


The Special Committee informed Colonel Benoit and the persons accompany~ 
ing him of the decision of the other side, that is, Colonel Caamano's command, 
not to enter into any agreement in which the seven generals mentioned earlier 
in this report participated in any manner whatsoever. 


Ve RATIFICATION AND EXPANSION OF THE CEASE-FIRE 


In accordance with the resolution adopted on May 1, 1965, by the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation, and on the ‘basis of conversations held with the two 
factions involved in the conflict, the Special Committee made a careful study 
of the conditions under which a new agreement supplementary to that of April 
3, might be reached, for ratifying and expanding the cease-fire. 


To this end, it convoked the authorized representatives of the two 
conflicting factions for the purpose of informing them of a draft agreement 
prepared by the Committee, whose principal points were as follows: 


a) Acceptance of an Act that would expressly ratify the cease-fire 
agreement signed on April 30, 1965. 


b) Acceptance of a safety zone marked off within the limits that would 
be indicated in a map officially agreed to by both parties and appended to 
that Act. 


ce) Respect for the safety zone and a guaranty of adequate protection 
for any persons within that zone. 


a) Facilities needed by the International Red Cross, or the international 
agency designated by the Organization of American States, for the distribution 
of food, medicine, and medical and hospital equipment for the Dominican 
people, 


e) Guaranties for the evacuation of asylees in the foreign embassies 
or diplomatic missions in Santo Domingo. 


f) Respect for the diplomatic missions, their staffs, and for any 
persons who have taken refuge or asylum in those missions. 


g) Full and explicit recognition of the competence of the Special 
Committee appointed by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs. 
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In order to prepare the fulfilment of the agreement--as soon as the 
conflicting parties consented thereto--the Special Committee, through the 
dean of the diplomatic corps, convoked the chiefs of missions for the 
purpose of asking them which of them were interested in obtaining the 
evacuation of asylees or refugees. This meeting took place in the Papal 
Nunciature on Tuesday, May 4, around noon. The Special Committee received 
an oral report from the chiefs of missions on this matter. The Committee 
informed the members of the diplomatic corps of the conversations held 
with the two parties on this matter, and of the mandate it had received from 
the Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, and requested 
them to provide a list of their asylees and refugees in order to help solve 
the problem of the evacuees. As a result of the action of the Special 
Committee, several embassies began to make arrangements for the departure 
of refugees and asylees who wished to leave under the guaranty of the. 
Organization of Americzn States. At'the same time, the Special Committee 
was informed of the imminent arrival of hospital teams, medicine, and food 
supplies that had been requested, as an aircr ft had arrived from Colombia 
on May 5. We understand that many asylees and refugees who were at the 
Colombian Embassy in Santo Domingo left for that country on the same air- 
craft.

Moreover, the Special Committee requested the military advisers of 
each of its members to make a reconnaissance visit to the safety zone and 
to arrange with the military authorities of the United States in Sarto 
Domingo the details of the expansion of that zone to include ali the embassies. 
This task was completed and the military advisers immediately began to prepare 
and draw up an official map. 


Likewise, in order to prepare all the measures for the applicction of 
the cease-fire, the Special Committee informed the President of the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation of the urgent need for obtaining a shipment of food, 
medicine, and medical personnel immediately. The following cable was sent 
for the same purpose:

VI. REPORTS TO THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION 


On May 4, 1965, the Special Committee reported to the President of 
the Tenth Meeting of Consultation concerning the status of negotiations for 
agreeing upon the cease-fire and replied to a telephone message from the 
General Secretariat in Washington concerning various aspects of its labors. 


The cablegram from the Special Committee to the President of the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation mentioned above reads:

tion cease-fire, demarcation and enlargement of security zone to 
include all embassies, evacuation of asylees and refugees, and 
distribution of food, medicine, and medical equipment to all sectors 
of the population without regard to parties. We have thus far 
encountered a good attitude on the part of both parties. 


Third: Committee will return as soon as it obtains the results of 
the negotiations it is conducting. Possibly tomorrow. 


Fourth: Both parties have accepted the enlargement of the security 
zone to include all Latin American embassies and we are working to 

fix a boundary for it. United States forces established an access 

corridor between San Isidro and the security zone. 
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Fifth: We consider that it would be useful, in order to aid in 
bringing a return of the Dominican situation to normality, for the 
member states that are in a position to do so to establish a 
combined inter- .merican military force under the Organization of 
American States to achieve the objectives that are set by the 
Meeting of Consultation. 
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Sixth: With reference to the question by the Ambassador of Colombia, 
the only airport capable of receiving planes is the one at the San 
Isidro air base, which is under the authority of the Military Junta 
presided over by Colonel Benoit.

VII. ACT OF SaNTO DOMINGO 
As a result of the conversations held by the Committee with the parties 
an agreement was finally reached referring to the points covered in this 


report. 


The text of the document known as the "Act of Santo Domingo," signed 
on May 5, 1965, is as follows:

ACT OF SANTO DOMINGO 


The Parties signing below who declare that they represent, in the 
capacities mentioned, respectively, the Military Junta of Government and 
the "Constitutional Government" hereby place on record that they have 
reached the following agreement as a result of the discussions held with 
the two Parties by the Special Committee of the Tenth Meeting of Consulta- 
tion of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, whose members also sign the present 
Act as a guaranty of its compliance and execution, tuncttcne: that both 
Parties agree the Committee may carry out. 


1. The Parties who sign the present Act ratify the cease~fire agree~ 
ment signed on April 30 last. ; 


2. The Parties accept the establishment of a safety zone in the city 
of Santo Domingo, demarcated within the boundaries indicated on 
the map attached to this document and signed by the same Parties 
who sign the present Act. 


The Parties bind themselves especially to respect this safety 
zone, within which there is guaranteed, in the manner that the 
Organization of American States may deem appropriate, adequate 
protection and safety for all persons found wasn that zone of 
refuge. 


The Parties undertake to give all necessary facilities to the 
International Red Cross or to the international agency that the 
Organization of American States may designate to carry out in any 
part of the city of Santo Domingo or of the Dominican Republic” 
the distribution of food, medicine, and medical and hospital 
equipment that are being sent as a result of the appeal made by 
the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 
They also undertake to provide all facilities required by the 
Organization of American States so that medical and sanitary 
personnel sent by the governments can be transported to any point 
in the city of Santo Domingo or Dominican territory, to perform 
their services. 


The Parties undertake to provide all necessary safety measures 
for the evacuation of asylees in foreign embassies or diplomatic 
missions who so request of them. 


The Parties undertake to respect the diplomatic missions and to 
offer all cooperation necessary to guarantee the safety of ail 
personnel of those missions and of asylees or refugees therein. 


The Parties declare that they accept and recognize the full com- 
petence of the Special Committee appointed by the Tenth Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, for purposes of 
the faithful observance of what is agreed to in this Asreement. 
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IN WITNESS WHSRGOF the present document, which shall be kmown as the 
Act of Santo Domingo, is signed in four original copies, of which one shall 
be deposited in the General Secretariat of the Organization of american 
States, one shall be for each of the Parties, and one shall be for the 
files of the Committee, . 


The Secretary General of the Organization of American States shall 
transmit certified copies to each of the member states.

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VIII. EXCHANGE OF NOTES WITH THE WiNTSD CRATES 


Before reaching an agreement with the conflicting parties concerning 
the ratification and expansion of the cease-fire, the Special. Committee 
studied the guestion relating to the cooperation of the armed forces of 
the United States in the Dominican Republic with the Committee within the 
objectives indicated by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation in the resolution 
of May ly 1965. 


Ou the night of May 3 the Special Committee had en interview with the 
Honorable W. Tapley Bennett, Ambassador cf the United States to the Dominican 
Republic. The results of this interview and the precise opinion of the 
Special Committee were set forth in a memorandum delivered personally to 
that diplomatic representative, which reed as follows: 


MEMORANDUM 


As a result of the meeting that was held cn the night of May 3, 
1965, the Syecial Committee of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the American republics, has the hono~ 
to state the following to the Ambassador of the United States to the 
Dominican Republic:

Both have given their consent to participate jointly 
with the Committee in formal negotiations, for the purpose of 
arriving at a supplementary and amplifying agreement on the 
cease-fire, which the Committee believes indispensab-e and

to others: 


a. The demarcation and enlargement of the safety zone to 
inciude the embassies tha: are at present cutside this 
Zone » 


The cooperation of both parties with a Committee of the 
Organization of American States for supervising and 
applying the cease-fire. 


Cooperaticn for humanitarian aid. 


Departure from the country of Dominican refugees or 
asylees in the embassies who wish to leave. 
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The Committee would like to know whether, in the event t'a: 
a supplementary and amplifyins agreement of this nature can 
be signed by both parties, the United States military forces’ 
in the Dominican Republic could receive precise instructions 
for cooperating in carrying out the agreement. 


The Committee feels that without the essential cooperation of 
the United States, the aforementioned agreement could not be 
carried out. 


The Committee believes that the foregoing corresponds to the 
terms of its instructions contained in the resolution of. 
May 1, 1965, of the Meeting of Consultation, especially with 
what is stated in paragraph 2.a, concerning the cease-fire, . 
and the content of paragraph 4, which states: 


fhe Tenth Meeting of Consultation:/ 


‘requests the American governments and the Secretary General 
of the Organization of American States to extend their full 
cooperation in order to facilitate the work of the Committee." 


After the Act of Santo Domingo was signed, by which the cease-fire of 
April 30, 1965, was ratified and amplified, the Special Committee sent to 
the Ambassador of the United States in the Dominican Republic a note in 
which it expressly requested the cooperation of the government of that 
country in applying the stipulations of that document. The note from the 
Special Committee and the reply from the Secretary of State, Mir. Dean Rusk, 
are transcribed below:

Sir: 


I have the honor to transmit to you, Sir, under instructions of the 
pecial Committee of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ilinisters of

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IX. CONCLUSIONS AND R-COUMINDATIONS 


In presenting this report to the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, the Special Committee has desired only to 
give an account of its activities from May 1 to 5, 1965, that is, during 
the visit to the city of Santo Domingo. 


The Special Committee achieved, under truly dramatic circumstances, 
the main objectives set forth in the previously mentioned resolution with 
respect to cease~fire, the orderly evacuation of persons who have taken 
asylum or refuge, and humanitarian assistance to the Dominican people 
without any distinction as to parties or conflicting factions. The Special 
Committee also achieved the demarcation of a safety zone in the city of 
Santo Domingo in accordance with the map officially drawn up by its 
military advisors. This map was transmitted to both parties, and the 
original is at the disposal of the Tenti: Meeting of Consultation. 
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As the representatives will note, the ict of Santo Domingo and the 
results thus far obtained by the Special Committee constitute the first 
stage of a process of restoring peace and normality in the Dominican 
Republic, which requires the Inter-American System to take several steps 


toward consolidation. 


Among the measures we believe could be adopted at once by the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation, we suggest the following: 


1. Designation of a permanent technical military group.in the city 
of Santo Domingo to supervise the cease-fire and other measures agreed 
upon by the parties in the Act of Santo Domingo. 


2. Designation of another qualified group to organize humanitarian 
aid to the Dominican people and evaluation of the most urgent needs with 
regerd to food, medicine, and hospital equipment.

Republic, they offered their good offices, which culminated in the signing 
of the "Act of Santo Domingo" on May 5, 1965, in the text of which the 
"Military Junta of Government" and the "Constitutional Government" appear 
as parties. In this connection, the members of the Special Committee wish 
to state that the Act is limited to mentioning the parties with the titles 
mentioned by the two, but that this does not signify a recognition of those 
titles by either the Committee or its members, as the Committee expressly 
stated to the parties signatory to the "Act of Santo Domingo." .

El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DE COLOMBIA (Sr. VAzquez Carrizoaa): Con mucho gusto 
sefior Presidente. La primera pregunta es: éla situaci6n-es tal que puede poner 
_@n peligro la paz y la seguridad? Mi respuesta es sf; sf existe una situacién 

que ponga en peligro la paz y la seguridad. los motivos son suy claros. No es 
lo mismo un disturbio ni siquiera una guerrilla en un Estado miembro donde sub- 
-sisten los elementos del orden y las autoridades constituidas,que en un Estado 
‘donde se nota, se aprecia y se registra la carencia del Estado. 2Qué hacer, 
seflor Delegado, frente a la carencia del Estado? éQué hace el Sistema cuando 

el Estado no existe? éQué pasa cuando la sangre corre por las calles; qué pasa,... 
sefior Delegado, cuando un pafs americano --y voy a decirlo francamente para que __ 
Su Excelencia lo medite con toda la clarividencia que le reconocemos-~ se encuen- 
tra ey esas condiciones, en las proximidades de Cuba? éNos sentamos en los bal- 
cones a ver el fin de la tragedia? 4Nos sentamos todos como en una corrida ae o 
. torog a que venga la cuadrilla? Qué hacer, sefior Delegado? Estamos en un mo-” 
vimiegnto de lucha del comunismo internacional; y estamos en un mundo, sefior 
Delegado, en que América no est& dividida siquiera por el mar de otros continen- 
tes. Hacémos parte del mundo y hacemos parte de las condiciones del mundo. La 
Repfiblica Dominicana, como cualquier pais de América, estA integrada en 61 Sis- 
tema, y es el Sistemd-1 que sufre con la acefalfa del Estado de cualquiera de 
sus miembros. El problema no es tan slo de términos juridicos, de hermenéu- 

» tica precisa para encarar. un hecho con criterio de abogado. El problema es de

No ha sido 8sa mi teorfa, 
no ha sido éea la teorfa de mi pais; pero la acefalia del Estado es un proble-~ 
ma que no se registra sino en muy pocas ocasiones. éQué hacer, sefior Delegado, 
como lo registra el informe, frente a un Presidente de una Junta que dice: 

"yo soy incapaz de mantener el orden frente a las misiones diplomAticas" y 

qva . hacer, sefior Delegado, cuando ese Jefe presenta una nota en donde pide el 
auxilio de otro pais y confiesa con la sinceridad con que lo escuchamos: 
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“Sefiores representantes de la Comisién Especial, es que los representantes di- 
plomfticos me pidieron proteccién y yo no tenfa elementos para darles protec- 
cién"?. Ahi est& la respuesta a su primera pregunta. Y viene la segunda, équé 

_ pasa con la investigaci6n? Es muy claro, sefior Delegado: los hechos polfticos 
complejos, las situaciones multitudinarias son de my dificil investigacién. , 

- fodos los que nos hemos aproximado a los problemas de la crimonologia sabemos 

“de la sicologia de multitudes: todo aquello que se estudia en las facultades, 
que es muy sencillo, una investigaci6én de un hecho local, de un hecho, diga- 
mos, individual; pero cuando median las multitudes, cuando est&n de por medio 
grandes movimientos, se puede llevar a cabo una investigaci6n, se deben llevar 
a cabo investigaciones. Pero son investigaciones evidentemente diff{ciles. Yo 
no ahorrarfa esfuerzo para apoyar cualquier mecanismo, agencia o comisién que 
adelantara esa investigaci6n. Seria muy conveniente. Pero, desde luego, esas 
investigaciones sobre hechos complejos no son muy f&ciles, porque pasaron mu-

_.|  L DELBGADO ESPECIAL DE LA ARGENTINA (Sr. Colombo): La verdad, sefior 
' Presidente, que después de las palabras de mis distinguidos colegas, los Emba- 
jadores del. Bragil y de Colombia, muy poco es lo que podrfa yo agregar; pero 
la respohsabild y ‘tramoendencim de la pregunta, que inteligentemente for- 
mala el Sabajador del Uruguay, obliga a que todos fijemos la posicién 
‘sobre este interrogante. Cuando se decidi6, entre las facultades, la facultad 
: Livesti adora, no puedo ccultar que sentf 1o mismo. que siento siempre que se 
 aénbr comieién investigadora. Generalmente no investiga nada; son pocas 
_ comisiones investigadoras que en la vida parlamentaria, de todos nuestros 
pol att exhiben una jurisprudencia muy fecunda de sus resultados. Pero, esta 
Chnistén Tnveatigadora sf tenia la posibilidad de un acierto. Y era porque 
‘apintabé a dds objetivos fundamentales que estaban dictando los hechos de la 
‘Repiblica D cama. Yo entend{, en primer término, la investigacién para 
determinar~el alcance de esa peligrosddad frente a los hechos que le preocupar 
al séfior py abajador del Uruguay. Si Gate es un hecho que no compromete la paz, 
. Rosotros lo vamos a comprobar de inmediato. S41 esto est& bajo el control de 
los gupos nesponsables que sacuden la tensién americana, en la lucha de esta 
historia americana que est& llena de lucha entre hermanos; en esta incorregi- 
ble vocactén que ciolicamente se escribe en la historia de nuestros pafses, 
‘que demora el avance del derecho y de la democracia, lo fbamos a comprobar de 
dumediatos; lo hemos comprobado. Esto pudo ser el comienzo de una lucha cir- 
cunscrita a los dos grupos con perfiles definidos. Pero la presencia de esos 
factores inoontrolablea que yo ruego a los sefiores ‘Iebajadores analicen en 
todas sus partes, en la evaluacién de los hechos para sus conclusiones, los va 
a impresionar como nos impresiond a nosotros sin verlos: — han adguivido. ‘mayor 
peligrosidad que los propios grupos en banda.

proceso. de la custodia de la zona diplom&tica, también creeria yo, sefior 
Presidente, que quiz&s podriamos circunscribir el proceso y tener fe en que 
la paz no estuviera comprometida con Mima tan evidentes como en este proceso; 
porque en toda revolucién, awique sea de barrio, est& la posibilidad. de. que 
sea la chispa de. un proceso que afecte la paz de América. Pero, la dimensién / 
de este preceso, con elementos de perturbacién de ambas partes, que est4n 
hostigando permanentemente la proteccién de la zona de seguridad, y en la que 
todavia, sefior Presidente, --y a mi me ha llamado la atencién--, existe el 
control de impedir el enfrentamiento de una lucha técnicamente calificada de 
militar; vale decir, que no existe el enfrentamiento militar de la defensa 

de .la zona con los grupos contendientes en la lucha civil. Y esa lucha puede 
desencadenarse frente al hostigamiento permanente de quienes est4n buscando 
el proceso que la‘desencadene. De ahi, sefior Embajador, que esto reclame la 
‘urgencia de que acertemos todos en la medida para salir del paso; que acerte- 
mos en la medida para conjurar el peligro indiscutible que se cierne sobre la 
‘paz en el Continente, que es el objetivo de nuestra Organizacién. Porque 
todos son importantes: desarrollo econémico, tranquilidad social, justicia, 


i " -progreso de los pafses; pero todos edificades sobre la paz, porque sin paz 


no: habr& posibilidades de triunfo del Sistema Interamericano. No le quepa la 
menor duda, sefior Embajador, que la paz continental est& seriamente compro- 
metida. Pero, con respecto a la segunda parte de la investigacién, que tam- 
‘pién es tarea, algo hemos aportado. en el término en que hemos podido investi- 
gar. M&s que la investigacién.estA la palabra de los propios actores, Este 
hecho es una confesiény y a confesién de parte, relevo de prueba, sefior Emba- 
jador. No se trata de que nosotros tipifiquemos la ideologfa, que nadie los 
coloque en la violencia de andar haciendo estas tareas, cuando existe, funda- 
mentalmente calificado, el episodio por los propios conductores de los movi- 
mientos. Si es necesario, esa medida debe agotarse hasta la filtima instantia. 
Lot-hemos dicho en las sesiones anteriores: mi Delegacién va a.estar dispues- 
ta y va a efectuar una investigacién exhaustiva de los hechos, para distribuir 
las culpas de acuerdo con las acciones. No haremos nada cue sea tapar la par- 
clalidad de una responsabilidad; pero en el tren de prioridades, la investiga- 
cién ha sido bien puesta por el sefior Embajador del Uruguay.

Tan en peligro 
est& la paz del Continente, sefior Presidente, que si con urgencia el Sistema 
no acude al liamado de ambas.partes en lucha, creo que no estA comprometida 
la paz de América, sino que ya est& rota la paz de América. La urgencia est&é 
dada en la medida en que hemos comprobado la inquietud del sefior Embajador 


del Uruguay.

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El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DE GUATEMALA (Sr. Garcfa Bauer): Sefior Presidente, 
quiero también sumar mi voz y mi opinién a la expresada por tiis distinguidos 
colegas miembros de la Comisién. Vey « vuontestar también tan enfaticamente 
como lo hizo el sefior Embajador de Colombia, que si estAn en veligro la paz y 
la seguridad. Como ya se dijo antes, nosotros, en la Comisién, muchas veces 
nos preguntamos y comentamos sobre la conveniencia de que todos los miembros 
de esta Reuni6én pudieran visitar la Repfiiblica Dominicana y ver, en el propic 
teatro de los sucesos, la situacién que prevalece en aquel pais: habia un 
estado de guerra, cuando nosotros llegamos, sin agua, sin luz, sin teléfono, 
sin servicios piblicos. El vestibulo del propio hotel en que est&bamos era 
un espectAculo de guerra: con nifios y mujeres durmiendo en el propio vestibu- 
lo. El Cuerpo Diplom&tico que se entrevist6 con nosotros, también nos expuso 
la grave situacién por la que habian atravesado y estaban atravesando; la 
anarquia reinante; supimos de los ataques de que habian sido victimas las pro» 
pias misiones diplomAticas; los heridos, incluso de misiones diplomaticas que 
tienen heridos como asilados; y esto era una situacién que se agravaba de hora 
en hora. La paz, la seguridad, indudablemente estA4n afectadas en forma grave 
cuando no hay una autoridad que sea respetada, porque aunque hay quienes pro- 
claman representar la autoridad en cada sector, se evidencia luego, que no la 
tienen en forma talque impere la paz; y aunque firmen documentos como el cese 
de fuego concertado antes de que nosotros lleg4ramos, o bien el Acta de Santo 
Domingo, firmada por nosotros; sin embargo, se ve.que no pueden controlar ab- 
solutamente la situaci6n cuando se ven incidentes con espect&culos de heridos 
y de mertos. Nosotros pregunt4bamos cufntos mertos habfa habido all&, cudn- 
tos heridos;'y creo poder decir, como opinién recogida de personas. de quienes 
se puede decir que est4n, en lo posible, mejor informadas-sobre este asuzto, 
que no menos de mil quinientos muertos ha habido en Santo Domingo. Y écudl 
es la repartici6én de fuerza? éCémo est4 el pais? La lucha ha sido hasta aho- 
ra sélo en la propia ciudad de Santo Domingo; pero équifn nos asegura que no 
se regar4 por todo el pafs? E1 Mando rebelde asegura que ellos lo han mante- 
nido pacificado, porque no han querido exaltar los Animos en el resto del pais; 
y la Junta Militar de San Isidro asegura que ellos controlan el resto del pais. 
éCua€l es la verdadera realidad? La Comisién no tuvo tiempo de viajar por todo 
el territorio de la Repfiblica Dominicana; pero que es evidente el caos, que la 
situacién se deteriora, que cambia de hora en hora, eso es notorio. Al dfa si- 
guiente de habernos entrevistado, bajo el tiroteo, como se ha dicho aqui, con 
el Comando Militar Constitucionalista; al dfa siguiente el mismo Jefe del Co- 
mando se proclamaba Presidente de la Repiblica, Presidente Constitucional; y 
1a Junta Militar de San Isidro, que nosotros entrevistamos y que firm el Acta 
de Santo Domingo, ya no existe, segin los cables que traen hoy las agencias 
noticiosas. El teletipo acaba de traer, por ejemplo, un cable que dice: 
"Domingo Imbert, Presidente de la Nueva Junta de Cinco Miembros, r&pidamente 
convoc6 a una rueda de prensa y demand6é un esfuerzo pacificador para reconstruir 
el pais y la unidad nacional sin discriminaciones de afiliaci6én politica". 
Describié al Coronel Caamafio como un buen amigo personal. Los otros miembros 
de la nueva Junta son: Julio Postigo, de 61 afios, abogado que algunos estiran, 
militante Yel Partido Revolucionario de Juan Bosch; Carlos Crisolia Polorey, de 
‘1? afios, gobernador de una provincia bajo el depuesto régimen de Donald Reid 
Cabral; Alejandro Seber Copo, de 41 afios, ingeniero, y el coronel Benoit, 
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integrante de la Junta Militar anterior de tres miembros. Imbert no explicé 
cémo ni por qué se produjo la renuncia de la Junta previa, ni cémo se formd 

la nueva. Aunque Caamafio no pudo ser localizado para obtener una declaracién, 
el dirigente del Partido Revolucionario, José Francisco Pefia Gomez, dijo por 
la radio rebelde que el nuevo grupo representaba una maniobra solapada contra 
los intereses del pueblo dominicano. Nosotros ofamos constantemente, en la 
Repfiblica Dominicana, rumores, versiones que nos llegaban de que se estaba in- 
citando por la radio a las armas, aun durante el cese de fuego. Las circune- 
tancias que prevalecen en Santo Domingo son de las mAs dificiles, tremendamen-~ 
te difficiles; y seria bueno que los Sefiores Representantes, fueran a ver cémo 
se desarrollan las cosas ahi y cémo aun nosotros, y en el mismo informe que. 
hemos presentado, no podemos dar exactamente el cuadro de la situacién preva- 
leciente y que nos ha angustiado profundamente. La situacién, indudablemente, 
pone en peligro la paz y la seguridad, y no sélo de la Repfiblica Dominicana. 

El sefior Representante del Uruguay también se ha referido a la misién de inves- 
tigacién; y, efectivamente, entre las tareas confiadas a la Comisién est& la 
de efectuar una investigaci6én de todos los aspectos de la situacié6n existente 
en la Repfiblica Dominicana que han cenducido a la convocatoria de la Reunién; 
pero una investigaci6n como la que se pide, no es una investigaci6n que pueda 
hacerse en pocas horas. la Comisi6n tenia que darle prioridad a lo que exige 
prioridad, y lo primero es tratar de obtener la paz, las condiciones de segu- 
ridad; que se vuelva, hasta donde es posible, a la normalidad, dentro del am- 
biente prevaleciente; a efecto de que se pueda llevar a cabo una investigaciéa 
como la que creemos que es la que ha pedido la Reunién de Consulta. Nosotros 
estamos de acuerdo con que se lleve a cabo esa investigaci6n hasta donde se 
quieras; pero dentro del poco tiempo que hemos estado all& y con todas las ta- 
reas que hemos tenido, aunque hemos obtenido opiniones, puntos de vista de di- 
versos lados; aunque hemos pedido a todos y a cada uno de los miembros del 
Cuerpo DiplomAtico que nos presenten por escrito sus puntos de vista, lo que 
_les consta a ellos sobre la situacién; aunque hemos pedido a los propios bandos 
en lucha que también expongan a la Comisién y a la Reuni6n lo que ellos consi- 
deren la verdad de la Repfiblica Dominicana y hemos pedido tambiéu lo mismo a 
los gobernadores de las provincias que se entrevistaron con nosotros, y asf a 
todos cuantos tuvimos oportunidad de ver y de interpelar; aunque hemos pedido 
que nos den todos los elementos de juicio para que sirvan de base a esta inves- 
tigaci6én y para que la Comisién pueda ofrecer a esta Reunién de Consulta las 
conclusiones de esa tarea; ha sido muy poco el tiempo; no podemos dar conclu- 
siones en el informe que acabamos de presentar, ni tan luego que podamos cam=- 
biarlas un poco m&s tarde. Se han dado los puntos de vista, las informaciones 
que han sido recabadas, a veces en conversaciones personales, como la que refe- 
rfia el Enbajador de la Argentina, respecto a la conversacién que sostuvo con 
el Coronel Caamafio; a veces conversaciones que hemos tenido con miembros de la 
Comisién, con diferentes personajes de aquella escena; pero también debemos ofr 
a todas las partes interesadas, a todos los que quieran exponer; y esa inves-~ 
tigaci6én lleva algfin tiempo. Esa es la respuesta que debemos dar al sefior 
Enbajador del Uruguay. Respecto a este segundo punto, hemos hecho todo lo que 
hemos podido, dentro del poco tiempo, para tratar de que sea efectivo el cese 
de fuego, para la proteccién de los asilados, de los refugiados, para la 
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distribucién de alimentos, para que lleguen alimentos, medicinas, etc., y 
se puedan distribuir con la seguridad necesaria. Hemos lievado a cabo una 
gran tarea en muy poco tiempo, pero en cuanto a investigacién, podemos decir 
que apenas si hemos comenzado. Ya pesar de lo poco que se ha visto, algo 
se ha dicho por parte de miembros de esta Comisién en respuesta a preguntas 
que se han hecho aqui. 


El PRESIDENTE: Tengo entendido que el sefior Representante del Uruguay

El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DEL URUGUAY (Sr. Oribe): Como no, sefior Presidern- 
te, quiero expresar otra vez mi reconocimiento, y creo que es fundamental lo 
que se ha manifestado aqui en este momento; porque la convicciéa de los sefio- 
res miembros de la Comisién permitir&a seguramente al Organo de Consulta, to= 
mar las medidas adecuadase 


El PRESIDENTE: Tiene la palabra el sefior Representante del Paraguay, se~ 
flor Yédice. 


El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DEL PARAGUAY (Sr. Yédice): Muchas gracias, sefior 
Presidente. Quiero en primer término sumarme a las palabras de felicitacién 
que se han vertido aqui para los sefiores Embajadores que integran nuestra Co- 
misioén Especial que viajar& a Santo Domingo y que cumpliera una gran tarea de 
la cual todos nos enorgullecemos.

Co- 
mo ha dicho el sefior Presidente de la Comisién, el ilustrado Embajador de la 
Argentina, don Ricardo Colombo, ésta es la instancia de la sinceridad y a la 
Delegacién del Paraguay le place sobremanera la actuacién de los Embajadores 
de esta Comisién.e La Delegacién del Paraguay, sefior Presidente, se enorgullece 
de esta Comisién porque ella ha cumplido eficazmente, en primer lugar, su mi- 
sién en el aspecto de la pacificacién, en la medida de lo posible; se enorgu- 
llece de esta Comision porque ha justificado la confianza que en ella teria la 
Delegacién del Paraguay en el sentido de que los distinguidos Embajadores que la

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El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DE LOS ESTADOS UNIDOS (Sr. Bunker): Mr. Chairman, 
I would like to express on behalf of my delegation, and indeed on behalf of 
my Government, appreciation and praise to all of the members of the Committee 
of the Meeting, individually and collectively, who, under the brilliant 
leadership: of my friend and colleague, Ambassador Colombo, have accomplished 
so much in so brief a period, and under, as they have described to us, the 
most difficult and trying circumstances. We have heard the-report of the Com- 
mittee this evening, and I am confident that this Meeting will agree with me, 
that the Act of Santo Domingo marks an outstanding achievement in what has ° 


been our priority objective under the terms of the resolution, an agreement on 


an effective cease-fire in the Dominican Republic. As Ambassador Colombo has 
reported, the Secretary of State has communicated to the Committee that the 
United States supports its work in Santo Domingo, and pledges to cooperate 
fully in the observance of the provisions of the Act of Santo Domingos 


El DELEGADO ESPECIAL DE ARGENTINA (Sr. Colombo): Senor Presidente, algo 
pasa en la traduccién similtanea, porque yo escucho mas fuerte el inglés del 
senor Embajador, que el espanol que me debe dictar el traductor.

Well, 
it seems to me, Mr. Chairman, that the questions which have been put by my 
distinguished colleagues to the Committee, and the answers of the members, 
have shed further light and have made a very great contribution toward a 
greater understanding of the situation existing in the Dominican Republic; 

a contribution so valuable that I think it should become public knowledge, 
Mr. Chairman. I believe that it was agreed at our previous meeting that 

the proceedings of the private meetings and the records would become public. 
I trust that that will be so in this case, because I think the record is 
extremely valuable to provide a much wider public knowledge of the actual 
conditions in the Dominican Republic. The Committee has succeeded in taking 
this first step of major importance. It seems to me that this Meeting can 
now move to a second major stage of the task, for I think we can all agree 
that much remains to be done before conditions return to normal in that 
tragic and torn country. It is quite obvious, from what the Committee has 
said, that there is today no effective national government in the Dominican 
Republic, There are contending forces, each in control or perhaps quasi- 
control in separate areas, but no political grouping or faction can lay a 
well-founded claim to being the government of the country. It remains, 

Mr. Chairman, for the Dominican people, with the help of the OAS to which 

I understand they are looking, from the words of the Committee, to organize 
a government and to provide for future constitutional arrangements of their 
own choosing. It seems to me that it is of the greatest importance that the 
OAS should endeavor to assist patriotic and outstanding citizens of the 
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Dominican Republic, and I am sure they can be found, to establish a provisio- 
nal government of national ynity, which could eventually lead to a permanent 
representative regime through democratic processes. Mr. Chairman, we must 
now seek to find paths of peace and to build on the base which has been 
established by this Act of Santo Domingo. I want again to express the appre- 
ciation of my Government for the splendid work of this Committee because the 
members have established, through what they have done here, really,the first 
and essential base for any further progress. Thank you, Mr. Chairman,

Esta Junta tratar& de cooperar con la 
misién de la Organizacién de los Estados Americanos a fin de buscar solu- 
ciones que considere que todavia es prematuro hablar de ellas. Me inform6 
también que la Junta ha tratado con el doctor Mora el problema de las 
radiodifusiones, y se ha comprobado que la Radio San Isidro no ha hecho 
ninguna transmisién inflamatoriae En cuanto al filtimo ataque al Palacio 
Nacional, de que habl6é el Embajador Bunker, me han confirmado que alli 
hay refugiados civiles. No estoy exponiendo esto como acusaciones sino 
como hechos.
